January  6,  1925. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council: — 

My  first  statement  this  evening  will  be  a comparison  of  the  finances 
of  the  city  on  December  31,  1924,  with  the  financial  condition  just  ten 
years  ago,  December  31,  1914. 

Ten  years  ago  th*e  net  bonded  and  floating  debt  of  the  city  was 
$1,291,484;  today  the  net  bonded  and  floating  debt  is  $944,189,  a reduction 
in  ten  years  of  $347,295.  This  reduction  places  Attleboro  in  a splendid 
condition  to  do  any  financing  that  may  become  necessary. 

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT.  A real  building  program  for  the  next  few 
years  was  mapped  out,  and  the  first  step  taken  in  1924,  when  the  contract 
for  the  addition  to  the  Richardson  school  was  signed. 

This  year  it  is  planned  to  build  a new  school  house  in  South  Attleboro 
and  next  year  we  will  have  to  start  a building  to  relieve  the  crowded  con- 
ditions at  the  high  school. 

Attleboro  has  always  tried  to  provide  the  best  of  buildings,  equipment 
and  teachers  for  the  education  of  her  children,  and  as  long  as  the  affairs 
of  our  school  department  remain  in  the  hands  of  such  men  and  women  as 
now  constitute  the  school  committee,  we  can  be  assured  that  this  policy 
will  continue. 

A comparison  of  the  curicula  of  today  with  that  of  the  school  of  25 
years  ago,  is  most  interesting.  In  those  days  a strict  adherence  to  such 
subjects  as  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  was  all  that  was  required, 
while  today  besides  these,  and  a complete  college  preparatory  course  in 
our  schools,  we  have  courses  in  sewing,  cooking,  drawing,  singing,  carpen- 
try, plumbing,  electrical  work  and  many  other  valuable  trades. 

Many  of  our  schools  are  equipped  with  moving  picture  machines  and 
the  city  now  boasts  of  a high  school  band,  orchestra,  and  glee  club. 

For  the  health  of  our  children  we  are  constantly  on  the  alert.  A 
school  nurse  and  a school  physician  are  regularly  employed  by  the  city 
and  are  doing  splendid  work. 

This  year  I sincerely  hope  a dental  clinic  will  be  added  to  our  other 
agencies  for  the  protection  of  our  children. 

LIBRARY  DEPARTMENT.  Attleboro  has  more  reason  than  ever  to 
be  proud  of  its  fine  library  this  year,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  estab- 
lished two  long  needed  branch  libraries;  one  at  South  Attleboro  proper; 
and  one  at  the  Washington  School. 

In  the  main  library  nearly  a thousand  new  volumes  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year,  and  both  books  of  reference  and  popular  fiction  are 
easily  attainable. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting,  as  well  as  instructive  exhibits  at 
the  library  this  year  was  the  timely  display  of  health  books,  when  the 
Health  Show  was  being  held  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  but  this  is  only  one  ex- 
ample of  the  way  in  which  the  librarian  tries  to  place  at  the  disposal  of 
the  citizens,  the  books  which  Attleboro  needs. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT.  Once  more  Attleboro  is  to  be  congratulated 
because  during  the  past  year  no  serious  crimes  have  been  committed  in 
our  city.  This  is  certainly  a remarkable  record  when  one  considers  that 
the  Attleboro  Police  force  is  smaller  in  numbers  than  most  of  the  police 
departments  of  other  cities  in  New  England.  Our  citizens  are  for  the 
most  part  law-abiding  and  peaceable,  and  most  of  the  work  of  the  Police 
Department  is  caused  by  visitors  from  across  the  State  Line. 

In  the  center  of  the  city,  however,  the  traffic  problem  is  increasing 
daily,  and  I believe  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
have  a traffic  officer  on  duty  at  the  junction  of  Union,  Park  and  Pleasant 
Street,  during  the  rush  hours  at  least.  This  officer  would  also  help  to 
insure  the  enforcement  of  the  parking  regulations  which  are  not  obeyed 
at  present  because  of  the  shortage  of  men  in  the  department. 

During  the  past  year  the  officers  on  the  South  Attleboro  l>eat  have 
been  provided  with  a Ford  car  which  has  proved  its  worth  on  many  occa- 
sions. This  year  1 recommend  the  purchase  of  a car  for  the  patroling  of 
the  Hebronville-Dodgeville  district  from  6 p.  m.  until  4 a.  m.  At  present 
this  section  has  no  protection  after  11  o’clock  at  night. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT.  The  vote  of  the  people  at  the  election  in  Nov- 
ember requires  a complete  change  in  the  management  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Twelve  permanent  men  will  be  added  to  the  department,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  a number  of  callmen  who  have  served  the  city 
faithfully  for  many  years,  will  have  to  be  dropped. 

The  engineers  recommend  that  the  Briggs  Corner  and  Sibleyville 
Companies  be  disbanded  as  they  will  not  be  needed  with  a full  quota  of 
men  at  the  central  stations  at  ail  times. 

1 again  recommend  the  appointment  of  a i)ermanent  chief  and  an 
assistant  chief,  one  of  whom  will  be  on  duty  at  all  times.  1 believe  the 
Chief  of  the  Department  could  also  assume  the  duties  of  Building  Inspector 
thus  eliminating  an  expense  of  about  $750.  per  year. 

CAPRON  PARK.  Capron  Park  continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular 
spots  in  Attleboro,  not  only  during  the  summer  months  but  also  during 
the  skating  season.  Our  park  compares  most  favorably  with  the  parks 
in  many  larger  cities  in  New  England,  and  the  small  amount  of  money 
spent  there  annually  brings  more  than  adequate  dividends  in  the  health 
and  happiness  of  our  people. 

The  Park  Commissioners  have  suggested  that  the  square  at  the  junc- 
tion of  Emory  and  Park  Streets,  called  “Attleboro  Park”,  be  improved 
and  re-named  “Cyril  Angell  Square”,  in  honor  of  Lieutenant  Cyril  Angell, 
the  first  officer  from  Attleboro  to  be  killed  in  the  World  War. 

I heartily  approve  of  this  plan  and  suggest  that  the  dedication  of  this 
square  take  place  on  Memorial  Day  with  exercises  ap])ropriate  for  the 
occasion. 

RECREATION.  Attleboro  now  owns  three  splendid  play-grounds  which 
are  popular  with  both  young  and  old. 

Finberg  Park,  Hayward  Field,  and  especially  Horton  Playground  are 
now  classed  with  the  best  playgrounds  in  Massachusetts  cities. 

Baseball  grounds  and  tennis  courts  have  been  laid  out;  Slides  and  other 
equipment  have  been  added  for  the  smaller  children  and  it  is  a pleasure 
to  visit  these  playgrounds  during  the  summer. 

The  city  acknowledges  with  hearty  thanks  the  many  donations  to 
these  playgrounds  and  is  especially  grateful  to  Mr.  and  IMrs.  Walter 
Kendall  for  the  improvements  they  have  made  at  the  Horton  Field. 
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PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT.  The  Public  Works  Department 
will  always  be  one  of  the  most  active  departments  in  the  city  because  of 
the  ever  increasing  demands  for  better  streets  and  sidewalks;  more  water 
and  sewer  extensions;  and  the  installation  of  additional  street  lights  in 
our  outlying  districts. 

This  year  in  addition  to  our  regular  highway  upkeep  and  maintenance, 
Morey  Street,  James  Street,  Hodges  Street,  and  a section  of  South  Main 
Street  must  be  rebuilt,  as  they  are  in  a deplorable  condition  at  present. 

The  new  layout  of  Dunham  Street  should  be  accepted  by  the  city  and 
the  widening  of  this  street  should  be  started  at  once. 

Work  must  also  be  started  on  the  new  layouts  of  Mendon  Road  and 
Newport  Avenue. 

Indications  point  to  a building  boom  in  Attleboro  this  year  and  this 
means  that  the  water  department  will  be  called  upon  to  make  many  costly 
extensions  in  order  to  get  water  service  and  fire  protection  for  these  new 
houses. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  applications  for  water  service  extensions  will 
be  made  before  May  1st  so  that  the  department  can  purchase  the  necessary 
materials  in  the  Spring  when  prices  ajre  low. 

The  future  of  the  two  city-owned  railways  never  appeared  so  dis- 
couraging. 

The  income  of  both  roads  is  steadily  decreasing,  especially  is  this  true 
of  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway,  where  the  monthly  receipts  have  fallen 
from  $1144.  in  January,  1924  to  $783.  in  July,  and  the  receipts  were  only 
$922.  for  the  month  of  November,  1924  as  compared  with  $1089.20  for 
November,  1923.  Unless  the  receipts  increase  the  roads  must  suspend 
operations. 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  of  the  Public  Works  Department  is 
the  drainage  question. 

Steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy  conditions  at  Benefit  Street, 
Peck  Street.  Hope  Street,  and  Leroy  Street,  and  many  other  sections  of 
the  city  that  are  nearly  as  bad. 

CHARITY  DEPARTMENT.  Owing  to  the  unsettled  business  condi- 
tions for  the  past  six  months,  the  Charity  Department  has  been  called 
upon  to  assist  an  unusually  large  number  of  families.  It  has  been  the 
policy  of  the  department  to  find  work  for  the  needy  whenever  possible; 
and  unless  employment  can  be  found  the  budget  of  this  department  must 
be  substantially  increased. 

I believe  that  our  Charity  Department  should  be  in  charge  of  one  well- 
paid  supervisor.  At  present  three  overseers  give  the  department  part 
time  ser\uce,  and  are  paid  $1,500.  yearly,  while  for  about  this  amount  a 
trained,  competent,  fulltime  worker  could  be  secured. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT.  The  Health  Department  has  been  unusual- 
ly active  during  the  past  year  in  carrying  out  its  stated  policy  of  safe- 
guarding the  public  health  by  illiminating  the  causes  of  many  of  the  diseas- 
es common  to  residents  of  this  section  of  the  country. 

Along  this  line  notable  work  has  been  done  toward  the  illiminatioii 
of  sewage  in  the  Ten  Mile  River. 

The  Health  Camp  has  been  of  tremendous  value  in  building  up  the 
bodies  of  undernourished  children. 

The  Health  show  held  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  an  education  for  many 
of  the  parents  of  the  city. 

The  clinic  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria  has  been  doing  a wonderful 
work  for  the  children.  Already  more  than  1500  have  taken  the  Schick 
test  and  are  immune  from  this  dreaded  disease. 
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It  is  a pleasure  to  state  that  complaints  about  the  city  dump  and  the 
removal  of  garbage  have  been  reduced  to  a minimum  because  of  the  effi- 
cient work  of  the  Health  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  work  which  has  already  been  mentioned  as  being 
essential  in  the  different  departments,  there  loom  up  before  us  this  year, 
two  major  projects  which  will  have  much  to  do  with  the  future  growth  of 
our  city. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  proposed  addition  to  our  water  supply.  Sur- 
veys and  tests  have  been  made  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water 
which  can  be  taken  from  the  Wading  River  in  West  Mansfield.  The 
engineers  employed  by  the  city  and  the  engineers  employed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health,  agree  that  enough  water  can  be  taken  from  this 
river  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  Attleboro  for  the  next  75  years.  They 
also  agree  that  the  water  is  unusually  pure  and  free  from  pollution. 

Acting  on  their  reports  the  City  has  filed  a petition  with  the  Legis- 
lature for  permission  to  take  water  from  this  river  for  an  additional  water 
supply.  If  the  Legislature  grants  this  petition  the  city  should  immediate- 
ly take  steps  to  acquire  the  proper  locations  for  the  installing  of  driven 
wells  and  a pumping  station. 

The  second  project  of  great  importance  is  the  question  of  zoning.  If 
the  city  is  properly  zoned,  valuations  are  stablized,  residential  districts 
are  safeguarded  from  the  intrusion  of  undesirable  mercantile  establish- 
ments and  an  orderly  and  well  defined  growth  of  the  city  is  assured. 

The  zoning  question  in  Attleboro  has  been  given  a great  deal  of  study 
by  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board.  They  have  engaged  an  expert 
to  advise  them  and  they  have  laid  out  the  city  as  they  think  it  should  be 
zoned.  They  have  held  public  and  private  hearings  to  get  the  sentiment 
of  the  property  holders  of  the  city,  and  finally,  they  have  submitted  a 
zoning  ordinance  for  the  approval  of  the  officials  of  the  city  government. 
This  must  be  studied  thoroughly  and  impartially  before  it  is  adopted  by 
the  city  in  order  that  the  interests  of  all  of  our  citizens  may  be  thoroughly 
safeguarded. 

I believe  the  principal  of  zoning  is  sound.  Let  us  zone  Attleboro, 
but  only  after  every  taxpayer  has  had  a chance  to  learn  of  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  zoning. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  during  the  past  year  the  following  citi- 
zens have  shown  their  interest  in  and  love  for  Attleboro  by  providing 
gifts  or  funds  for  the  city. 

Mr.  Oscar  Wolfenden  has  provided  a fund,  the  interest  of  which, 
amounting  to  $250.  per  year,  shall  be  spent  on  the  ball  field,  at  Capron 
Park. 

Mr.  Solon  Bushee  has  presented  the  city  with  the  fine  Pine  Grove 
adjacent  to  the  southerly  line  of  Capron  Park,  making  a notable  addition 
to  this  splendid  park. 

Mrs.  Florence  Sweet  has  presented  the  city  with  two  lots  on  Hayward 
Street,  which  will  help  the  development  of  the  city’s  proposed  parkway 
along  the  Ten  Mile  river. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  your  honorable  body  for  the  unselfish  interest  which  you 
have  shown  in  your  work  for  the  city,  and  I also  wish  to  thank  the  heads 
of  departments,  and  all  city  employees  for  the  hearty  cooperation  which 
they  have  accorded  me.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  of  the  City  of  Attleboro : 

This  is  the  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  The 
Attleborough  Hospital  operating  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  for  the 
City  of  Attleboro. 

Accompanying  this  you  will  find  the  Treasurer’s  report,  which  has 
been  audited  by  certified  public  accountants,  whose  certification  is  attach- 
ed; also  Aliss  Rice’s  report  as  Superintendent,  and  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association,  that  group  of  devoted  women 
whose  labors  for  the  hos}ntal  help  so  materially  in  its  o])eration. 

The  first  full  year  of  operation  of  the  Maternity  Building  indicates 
how  large  a place  the  service  of  this  particular  department  holds  in  this 
and  surrounding  communities — 287  obstetrical  cases,  an  average  of  nearly 
twenty-four  per  month — indeed,  we  could  undoubtedly  count  on  a new 
life  each  day  in  the  year  did  accommodations  permit. 

This  thought  again  reminds  us  of  our  pressing  need  for  a very  sub- 
stantial increase  in  our  facilities,  for,  entirely  aside  from  the  increase  in 
obstetrical  cases,  there  were  272  more  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital 
in  1924,  an  increase  of  40%  over  1923.  More  than  once  during  the 
year  we  were  compelled  to  notify  the  police  authorities  on  Sunday  that 
we  could  not  take  care  of  emergency  cases  as  every  available  bed  was 
filled  even  to  three  in  the  basement. 

As  this  report  is  being  written  we  have  04  patients  in  the  hospital, 
counting  the  new  born  babies  as  is  the  custom  bj^  hospital  statisticians, 
which  exceeds  our  maximum  for  the  year  1924,  and  is  only  possible  be- 
cause we  can  find  bassinets  for  babies  when  we  cannot  provide  beds  for 
the  adults. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  our  critical  situation  bids  fair  to  be  relieved 
for  the  emergency  has  so  impressed  itself  upon  the  citizens  of  Attleboro 
and  surrounding  towns  that  the  organization  of  a campaign  for  a $300,000 
addition  to  the  hospital  is  already  under  way,  and  we  look  forward  with 
confidence  to  the  successful  conclusion  of  this  most  worthy  effort. 

It  will  be  at  once  evident  to  anyone  interested  to  studj"  our  financial 
condition  that  in  addition  to  increased  physical  facilities,  the  need  of 
substantial  endowment  so  repeatedly  stressed  by  us  in  previous  reports 
is  more  imperative  than  ever.  Our  operating  expenses  for  the  year  ex- 
ceeded our  income  from  patients,  invested  funds,  gifts  and  all  other  sources 
by  $2,523.57. 

We  have  had  some  encouraging  reports  of  contemplated  gifts  to  the 
hospital  in  the  provisions  of  wills  drawn  during  the  past  year  and  we 
renew  earnestly  our  previous  suggestion  that  endowment  gifts  or  be- 
quests, preferably  placing  the  income  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of 
Alanagers  without  other  specific  restrictions,  afford  a splendid  opportunity 
for  humanitarian  service. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  appreciative  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  devoted  and  efficient  services  of  the  Superintendent,  her 
assistants  and  nursing  staff,  and  both  the  local  and  consulting  staff  of 
physicians  and  surgeons.

I recommend  that  a fee  be  charged  for  work  done  for  patients  outside 
the  hospital.  These  specimens  are  l)rought  in  by  the  Doctors  for  exami- 
nation and  the  collection  of  fees  for  same  might  be  arranged  through 
them. 

Among  the  changes  and  improvements  which  have  been  made  during 
the  year  are  the  following: 

In  November  a Dietitian  was  added  to  the  staff.  She  teaches  the 
Nurses  Dietetics,  supervises  the  kitchen  and  Diet  Kitchens  and  does  the 
buying  of  all  food  stuffs.  Besides  being  a great  value  to  the  Nurses’ 
Training  school,  this  addition  is  a great  help  to  me,  for  which  I am  very 
grateful  and  in  time  1 hope  it  will  prove  very  beneficial  to  the  Hos])itaI. 

In  place  of  the  coal  range  which  we  had  in  the  main  kitchen,  the  Ladies’ 
Aid  Association  has  given  us  a large  gas  range.  This  has  been  a very 
valuable  addition,  making  the  work  much  easier  for  the  kitchen  help. 

The  Women’s  Ward  has  been  repainted  for  the  first  time  since  the 
Hospital  opened.  The  only  additional  expense  to  the  Hospital  for  this 
was  the  paint,  the  work  being  done  by  the  Janitor. 

The  old  X-Ray  developing  room  has  also  been  finished  over  in  the  same 
manner,  making  a very  nice  Splintrooni.  This  comes  in  very  handy  as 
we  have  quite  a large  number  of  splints,  having  added  some  of  the  most 
modern  sjjlints  to  the  former  equipment. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Association  has  been  as  good  to  us  as  usual. — as  well 
as  supplying  all  the  linen  that  has  been  needed  for  the  Hospital,  they 
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gave  a gas-stove,  splints,  instruments  for  tlie  Operating  Room  and  shades 
for  Hospital  and  Nurses’  Home. 

The  Training  School  for  the  Nurses  has  been  working  along  quite 
smoothly.  In  May,  seven  Nurses  graduated,  these  have  all  gone  from 
the  Hospital  with  the  exception  of  one,  who  has  been  detained  by  illness. 
In  place  of  these  we  have  admitted  for  training  four.

STURDY  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 
AID  ASSOCIATION 


Five  rt'giilar  meetings  and  one  special  meeting  of  the  Sturdy  Memo- 
rial Hospital  Aid  Association  have  been  held  during  1923  and  1924  up  to 
October  6th,  also  two  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board. 

The  average  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  eight.  During  the 
time  mentioned  the  Hospital  Aid  Association  became  a charter  member 
of  the  Attleboro  Community  Chest,  the  President  and  Treasurer  being 
voted  as  delegates  to  the  chest  with  the  power  of  signing  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  for  the  organization. 

A Hospital  Aid  Trust  Fund  was  created  with  the  following  voted  as 
trustees:  Mrs.  J.  L.  Sweet,  for  three  years;  Mrs.  FI.  P.  Kent,  for  two  years, 
and  Mrs.  A.  A.  McRae  for  one  year. 

The  Hospital  Aid  Association  voted  in  January  1923,  to  pay  for  the 
free  bed  for  obstetrical  work  at  the  Hospital,  limiting  itself  to  $500.00; 
also  $500.00  for  the  Women’s  and  Children’s  free  beds.  In  Jan.  1924  the 
Association  voted  to  pay  $1,000  for -the  Women’s  and  Children’s  Free 
Beds  in  the  Hospital.  In  June,  1923,  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Mater- 
nity Building  was  formally  opened  and  the  Association  assisted  with  the 
decorations  and  in  other  ways. 

In  November,  1923,  a very  successful  Donation  Day  was  held  under 
the  direction  of  the  President,  Mrs.  Baker. 

It  was  voted  to  change  the  date  of  our  annual  meeting  from  January 
to  October,  to  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Community  Chest. 

A committee  was  appointed  by  the  President  to  revise  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  of  the  Hospital  Aid  Association.  The  committee  was 
composed  of  the  trustees,  Mrs.  Etta  F.  Kent,  Mrs.  Martha  McRae  and 
Mrs.  Florence  N.  Sweet.  The  Association  voted  to  adopt  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  submitted  by  them. 

The  Association  became  a member  of  the  Central  Council  of  Social 
Agencies. 

Mrs.  Julia  Crosby  resigned  as  chairman  of  the  Sewing  Committee 
and  the  Guild  of  Young  Women  in  the  Congregational  Church  were  asked 
to  act  as  the  Sewing  Committee  until  October,  1924.  Upon  being  asked 
the  ladies  of  the  North  Attleboro  Churches  expressed  their  willingness 
to  assist  in  sewing  and  mending  for  the  Hospital. 

At  the  April  meeting,  1924,  the  Association  voted  to  buy  a new  frac- 
ture table  estimated  cost  to  be  $425.00,  and  to  finance  the  repainting  of 
the  Operating  Room  at  the  Hospital.  It  was  also  voted  to  supply  an 
addition  to  the  X-Ray  Machine,  limiting  the  Purchasing  Committee  to 
$1,100.00  for  the  article  named.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council: — 

We  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1924.  The  organi- 
zation of  the  Board  remained  the  same  as  the  year  1923,  Wm.  A.  Cook, 
Chairman,  Joseph  Hardy,  Visitor,  E.  Grace  King,  Clerk. 

We  have  aided  during  the  year  128  families,  602  individuals,  divided 
as  follows:

On  Mother’s  Aid  we  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  17  cases,  have 
added  4,  closed  3,  leaving  18  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  Temporary  Aid  we  had  9 cases,  have  added  25,  closed  13,  leaving 

21. 

The  Outside  Relief  cases  include  eleven  old  couples  cared  for  in  their 
own  homes,  4 aged  persons  boarded  in  families,  9 children  boarded  in 
families  and  two  in  the  care  of  the  State  Division  of  Child  Guardian- 
ship. 


During  the  year  a total  of  305  visits  were  made  on  temporary  aid 
and  Outside  Relief  cases,  five  visits  were  made  on  cases  outside  the  city, 
a total  of  73  visits  on  Mother’s  Aid  cases,  as  required  by  law,  all  new 
applications  for  relief  were  referred  to  the  Visitor  who  investigated  the 
legal  settlement  of  applicants,  so  that  Attleboro  would  not  be  charged 
with  the  support  of  people  who  should  be  supported  by  other  communit- 
ies, visits  have  been  made  whenever  time  would  permit  on  cases  being 
aided  by  other  cities  and  towns  that  had  a settlement  here.  A total  of 
24  legal  settlements  were  determined  for  the  Board  of  Health  during  the 
year  and  in  certain  cases  for  other  cities  or  towns  admitted  to  Bristol 
County  Hospital  and  other  Hospitals.  During  the  past  year  the  visiting 
and  settlement  have  been  very  important  as  our  table  of  payments  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  other  cities  and  towns  will  show.  Efforts  of  a con- 
structive nature  and  activities  which  look  to  the  moral  and  physical 
welfare  of  the  dependent  have  been  the  policy  of  the  department  the  past 
year.  Cases  have  been  handled  with  the  end  in  view  of  making  the 
dependent  self-supporting.  It  has  been  our  desire  to  show  the  dependent 
poor  ways  and  means  of  getting  along  without  aid  except,  of  course,  in 
those  cases  where  some  assistance  was  necessary  for  the  family  to  live. 
While  the  Dept,  intend  to  promptly  and  adequately  aid  the  distress  of  any 
person  brought  to  our  attention  who  falls  into  want,  we  have  felt  that  it  is 
within  the  province  of  this  Department  to  instruct  certain  cases  to  try 
and  form  the  habit  of  assuming  responsibilities  that  belong  to  themselves 
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and  their  families  rather  than  the  public.  We  have  been  able  to  perform 
some  real  constructive  work  along  these  lines  the  past  year  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  several  social  agencies  of  the  City. 

Some  of  the  cases  that  we  were  called  into  have  been  very  trying, 
others  have  run  more  smoothly.  Real  Estate  sales  which  increased 
rents  caused  much  inconvenience  for  some  of  our  families  and  increased 
the  cost  to  the  Dept,  which  has  been  obliged  to  assume  the  e.xpense  in 
some  cases  in  order  to  provide  shelter  for  our  dependent  families. 


Mother’s  Aid. 

The  families  benefiting  under  the  provisions  of  this  law  are  in  a very 
comfortable  condition.  This  is  the  most  liberal  relief  law  on  tlie  books  of 
any  state  in  the  Union.  Close  supervision  of  these  cases  is  necessary. 
Quarterly  visits  are  required  by  law  in  these  cases,  but  one  visit  in  three 
months  has  not  proven  what  it  was  intended  to  be,  a benefit  to  those  being 
aided.  In  most  cities  and  towns  doing  good  work  under  this  law,  visits 
are  made  once  a month  or  oftener.  It  is  naturally  impossible  to  have  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  family  conditions  and  needs  when,  owing  to  other 
case  loads  families  can  be  visited  so  rarely  as  once  in  three  months.  The 
value  to  the  community  of  having  dependent  children  grow  up  in  good 
health  is  obvious,  therefore  a good  standard  should  at  least  require  one 
monthly  visit,  and  in  some  cases  more,  good  constructive  work  in  these 
dependent  families  demand  it.  It  is  difficult  to  judge  the  health  of  child- 
ren from  records  and  it  would  seem  that  an  obligation  rests  on  this  Board 
when  some  of  these  children  become  of  working  age  to  place  them  in 
suitable  employment,  performed  under  healthful  conditions  and  that 
offers  some  opportunity  for  advancement.  The  Board  has  done  some 
real  constructive  work  along  these  lines  when  time  would  permit.  We 
have  placed  a number  of  these  children  in  good  healthful  occupations  and 
much  improvement  in  physical  condition  is  apparent  in  many  of  the 
families  so  aided. 


City  Home. 

The  City^  Home  continues  to  be  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  managed 
by  Mrs.  Adelaide  L.  Hoyle,  who  has  been  appointed  non-competitive 
Supt.,  under  the  Civil  Service  rules. 

Her  mother,  Mrs.  Olive  Hagar,  permanently  retired  as  assistant 
Supt.  early  in  Sept,  and  a man  was  hired  lo  help  with  the  work. 

There  were  in  the  Home  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  nine  men  and 
three  women,  four  men  and  four  women  have  been  admitted,  five  men 
and  one  women  have  left,  leaving  eight  men  and  six  women  there  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  One  of  the  men  in  and  out  was  a boarder. 

Improvements  at  the  City  Home. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  a number  of  improvements  in  the  property 
at  the  City  Home.  The  heating  plant  overhauled  last  year  continues  to 
give  satisfactory  service,  the  water  stays  in  the  boiler,  the  plant  heats 
the  house  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  on  about  five  tons  a month,  whereas 
it  was  burning  48  tons  a year  and  not  heating  the  house. 

The  disgraceful,  tumbledown  hen  house  has  been  rebuilt  into  an 
up-to-date,  electrically  lighted  poultry  plant  that  is  a credit  to  the  city. 
The  cattle  have  been  improved  by  selling  and  trading  off  scrubs,  non- 
producers and  blind  and  starting  a herd  of  pure  bred  Jersey's  headed  by  a 
SI, 000. 00  bull  kindly  donated  to  the  city  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet  from  his 
herd  of  accredited  and  registered  Jersey’s  at  Cowsett  Farm. 
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The  swine  have  been  improved  by  putting  in  pure  bred  lierkshircs 
that  put  on  weight,  and  building  a hog  fence  to  let  them  out  into  the 
sunshine  instead  of  keeping  them  cooped  up  in  the  darkness  under  the 
barn.  Two  poultry  fences  of  heavy  wire  have  also  been  erected. 

The  soil  is  being  improved  by  methods  furnished  by  the  U.  S.  Dept, 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Mass.  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst. 

The  Farm  produced  200  bu.  of  potatoes  against  1 10  bu.  last  year. 

Some  of  the  vegetable  crops,  however,  were  hard  hit  by  the  long 
continued  drouth,  much  of  the  land  being  dry  and  sandy. 

The  Farm  was  almost  devoid  of  fruit  but  we  have  set  out  this  year 
over  100  fruit  trees,  consisting  of  apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  cherries, 
quinces  and  apricots,  and  several  thousand  small  fruits,  strawberries, 
raspberries,  blackberries,  dewberries  and  grapes  and  an  asparagas  bed  of 
some  500  plants.  All  these  improvements  have  been  accomplished  at  no 
more  extra  expense  than  was  necessary  to  carry  the  extra  people,  14 
against  12  last  year,  and  16  for  a part  of  the  year,  and  for  several  hundred 
dollars  less  than  the  appropriation  for  the  Home  within  a few  \'ears.

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Mother’s  Aid  has  varied  very  little  during  the  year.  We  had  17 
cases  Jan.  1,  have  added  4,  closed  3,  leaving  18  now.  Cash  aid  per  week 
Jan.  1 was  S220.00,  has  been  below  $219.00  only  one  week,  has  been  as 
high  as  $272.00,  is  $231.00  now.  In  addition  to  weekly  cash  other  ex- 
pense has  been  $1,236. 14,  mostly  fuel,  for  11  months.

On  Temporary  Aid  Cash  we  had  Jan.  1,  9 cases,  have  added  24,  closed

week  since  June  28,  $122.00  or  over  since  Sept.  27,  $146.00,  or  ever  since 
Oct.  25  and  is  $159.00  now.  We  have  been  shifting  people  who  have 
large  families  and  require  considerable  aid  from  grocery  orders  to  T.  A. 
Cash  as  they  can  buy  to  better  advantage,  get  more  for  the  money,  and 
take  care  of  milk,  food  and  rent  better  than  with  grocery  orders  that  they 
have  to  cash  all  at  one  place  and  all  at  one  time,  then  have  nothing  for  the 
rest  of  the  week.  If  we  had  not  made  this  shift  the  Outside  Relief  account 
would  have  gone  up  instead  of  the  T.  A.  Cash. 

Our  present  weekly  rate  $159.00  x 52  is  $8,268.00.  We  recommend 

$8,000 . 00. 

Our  Outside  Relief  for  the  last  four  months  has  been  $3,835.97,  an 
average  of  $959.00  a month.  $959.00  x 52  is  $11,508.00.  We  recom- 
mend $11,500.00. 

At  the  Farm  we  are  carrying  14  people  instead  of  12  last  year,  have 
had  15  or  16  part  of  the  year.  One  is  liable  to  go  out  soon  and  another 
come  in.  We  do  not  see  any  chance  of  any  other  reduction  so  we  have  1/6 
more  to  sup})ort  than  last  j^ear  and  recommend  $5,500.00  instead  of  the 
$5,000 . 00  we  had  last  year.  Our  expense  for  1 1 months  has  been  $4865 . 28 
Tt  was  $518.90  in  November  and  in  addition  we  are  buying  coal  this 
month.

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To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  City  Physician,  for  the  months 
from  January,  1924  to  December  20,  1924,  inclusive. 

During  this  year,  the  calls  for  the  City  Physician  have  been  greatly 
increased,  due  I believe  to  the  lack  of  employment,  which  has  been  well 
known.  This  has  been  true,  especially  in  Dodgeville,  Hebronville  and 
South  Attleboro.  I have  found  that  the  most  of  my  work  has  been  in 
these  sections,  and  it  has  thereby  been  much  harder  than  in  previous 
years,  owing  to  the  distance  involved. 

Cases  coming  under  my  care  in  Hebronville  and  in  South  Attleboro, 
seldom  come  to  my  office;  they  send  for  me  to  call,  whether  able  or  not 
to  go  themselves,  because  it  takes  money  for  their  car-fare,  to  reach  Attle- 
boro. Both  in  a medical  and  financial  way,  Attleboro  is  having  to  care 
for  more  and  more  eases  of  poor  which  seem  to  go  back  and  forth  over 
the  State  line. 

Sooner  or  later,  this  will  be  a serious  problem  in  the  southern  part  of 
our  city. 

We  still  have  our  same  ambulance.  The  more  times  it  is  used,  I am 
sure  the  greater  is  the  disgust  of  its  users,  except  in  so  far  as  it  gets  one  to 
his  destination.  I,  myself,  have  had  occasion  to  ride  in  it  several  times 
this  year,  and  I can  vouch  that  exhaust  gas  is  almost  enough  to  suffocate 
a patient. 

This  should  be  remedied,  and  I so  recommend. 

I commend  to  you  the  work  done  by  the  Overseers  of  Poor,  Associated 
Charities  and  District  Nurses,  in  relieving  the  suffering  of  the  poor  and 
needy  of  our  city,  especially  those  to  whom  I have  had  to  render  medical 
aid.

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FIRE  PREVENTION. 

Fire  prevention  means  special  care  on  the  part  of  everyone  by  pre- 
venting the  accumulation  of  waste  paper,  rubbish,  or  any  other  in-flam- 
mable material  in  the  cellar  or  about  the  premises.  Care  should  be  taken 
regarding  stove  cleaning  cloths,  oil  dust  rags  and  mops.  They  should 
never  be  allowed  in  a closet  where  they  cause  a Are  by  spontaneous  com- 
bustion. 

We  believe  in  the  regular  inspection  of  buildings  by  the  members  of 
the  Department  and  shall  continue  doing  this  inspection. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  recommend  that  twelve  men  be  added 
to  the  permanent  force,  to  take  care  of  the  Two-Platoon  voted  by  the 
City  at  the  last  election. 

We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a pump  to  take  the  place  of 
Hose  No.  3. 

Conditions  are  bad  in  Hebronville,  most  of  the  men  work  away  from 
that  part  of  the  City,  we  again  recommend  permanent  men  for  that  sec- 
tion of  the  City. 

The  Two-Platoon  going  into  effect  and  the  off  shift  men  being  com- 
pelled to  answer  all  2nd  alarms,  we  recommend  that  a suitable  alarm 
be  installed  in  the  Central  Fire  Station. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  call  companies  at  Sibleville  and  Briggs 
Corner  be  disbanded.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  City  Forester  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1924. 

The  annual  scouting  for  the  gypsy  moths  was  completed  and  all 
gypsy  moth  eggs  found,  were  creosoted. 

The  spray  pump  was  kept  busy  through  the  caterpillar  season  parti- 
cularly on  road  sides. 

Brush  cutting  was  done  on  all  country  roadsides  as  usual. 

I found  it  necessary  to  remove  four  large  elm  trees  on  North  Main 
Street  which  were  weakened  when  the  white  way  was  installed. 

The  two  wind  storms  which  occured  the  later  part  of  the  summer 
uprooted  several  trees  and  broke  a great  many  limbs  on  other  shade  trees 
which  made  a large  amount  of  extra  work. 

I sincerely  hope  that  you  will  see  fit  to  allow  a sufficient  sum  to  do 
cavity  work  this  coming  year. 

I recommend  that  $4850.00  be  appropriated  for  use  in  the  Forestry 
Department,  divided  as  follows. : 

Salary,  $1,500.00;  Labor,  $2,200.00. 

Maintenance  of  Truck,  $300.00.

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TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The  tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1924,  is  presented  herewith,  for  your  consideration. 
On  the  page  preceding  is  shown  the  organization  of  the  department.  Ap- 
pended are  tables,  statistical  reports,  and  reports  of  sub-departments. 

ORGANIZATION 

There  have  been  two  changes,  only,  in  the  department’s  personnel 
during  the  year.  It  was  necessary  for  Dr.  Edmund  M.  Webb  to  dis- 
continue his  services  as  school  dentist  on  April  1,  1924,  because  of  the  fact 
that  no  appropriation  was  provided  to  carry  on  the  important  work,  so 
well  administered  under  his  direction,  for  several  years.  In  July,  the 
resignation  of  Charles  J.  Guild  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Authorized  Agent 
was  received  with  regret,  by  the  Health  Officer.  The  great  value  of  Mr. 
Guild’s  service  to  this  community,  during  his  term  of  faithful  endeavor, 
cannot  be  easily  estimated  at  this  time,  but  his  loss  to  the  department  is 
very  keenly  felt.  In  addition  to  the  careful  and  painstaking  attention 
which  he  gave  to  his  laboratory  work,  and  other  duties,  Mr.  Guild  render- 
ed valuable  assistance  to  the  department  and  showed  excellent  judgment 
in  suggestions  of  a constructive  nature  affecting  the  department’s  plans. 
Mr.  William  P.  Lyons  was  appointed  as  Mr.  Guild’s  successor,  and  began 
his  regular  duties  on  September  1,  1924,  after  a month’s  apprenticeship 
with  the  former  inspector, 

PRACTICAL  DISEASE  PREVENTION 

The  duties  of  a department  having  under  its  charge  the  health  and 
well  being  of  the  municipal  population,  and  the  problems  with  which  it 
has  to  deal,  have  undergone  a marked  development  in  recent  years,  and 
an  account  of  our  stewardship  at  this  time  might  not  be  clear  to  all,  if 
mention  were  not  made  of  some  of  the  many  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  disease  prevention  during  the  last  decade. 

It  is  not  so  many  years  ago  since  practically  all  the  efforts  of  preven- 
tive medicine  were  directed  toward  sanitation,  and  the  largest  work  of  a 
health  department  included  the  matter  of  preventing  noisome  odors, 
cleaning  up  accumulations  of  garbage  in  back  yards,  and  similar  duties, 
all  carried  on  with  a most  hopeful  expectation  of  practical  results.  To 
this  necessary  but  rather  uninteresting  function,  there  was  added,  as  time 
went  on,  other  departmental  duties  which  called  for  special  attention  to 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases  through  quarantine 
and  disinfection.  Quarantine  is  still  an  important  adjunct  in  the  practice 
of  disease  prevention,  but  the  health  officials’  principal  activity,  today,  is 
directed  toward  the  necessity  of  education  of  the  people  in  matters  of 
hygiene  and  public  health. 

The  science  of  preventive  medicine  has  advanced  so  rapidly  that  com- 
munities must  be  taught  some  of  the  newer  ideas  before  they  can  be  proper- 
ly applied.  Practical  application  of  these  newer  measures  in  any  com- 
munity and  the  response  of  the  citizens  to  an  appeal  for  their  recognition 
and  adoption  is  certain  to  be  reflected  later  in  the  death  rate;  so  that  the 
death  rate  of  a city  is,  to  some  extent,  an  expression  of  the  intelligence  of 
the  community,  as  a whole,  in  its  attitude  toward  the  public  health. 
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We  feel  that  the  department  has  had  a very  successful  year  in  the 
campaign  of  education  which  it  has  attempted.  The  Health  Show,  public 
addresses  by  the  Health  Officer,  the  publication  of  newspaper  articles 
pertaining  to  health,  and  the  distribution  of  literature  on  diphtheria  pre- 
vention have  apparently  awakened  a local  interest  in  modern  health  ideas. 
In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  work  of  this  department,  noteworthy 
progress  during  the  year  in  disease  prevention  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  introduction,  of  measures  having  both  a practical  and  an  educational 
value  to  our  citizens.  Among  such  measures,  successfully  carried  out 
which  will  be  described  more  in  detail  further  on  in  this  report,  may  be 
mentioned:  (1)  the  elimination  of  sewage  from  the  Ten  Mile  River,  (2) 

the  Health  Camp  for  undernourished  children,  (3)  the  Health  Show,  (4) 
the  organization  of  the  Attleboro  Tuberculosis  Society,  (5)  Diphtheria 
Prevention. 

Our  city  has  a good  health  record  for  1924.  The  death  rate  has  been 
low  ill  comparison  with  that  of  other  cities  and  with  that  of  the  U.  S.  Regis- 
tration Area.  The  death  rate  in  the  Registration  Area  of  the  United  States 
in  1924  was  11.6  per  1000  of  population.  Attleboro’s  death  rate  was  11. 
per  1000.  Our  infant  mortality  also  has  a favorable  comparison  with  that 
of  other  communities. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year,  the  Attleboro  Tuberculosis  Society  was  organized 
by  this  department.  This  society,  during  its  first  year  of  work,  has  been 
of  material  assistance  to  the  Health  Department,  especially  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Health  Camp.  Its  successful  efforts,  thus  far,  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  this  organization  will  be  an  important  factor  in  future  years  in 
carrying  out  the  extensive  program  of  prevention. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  reported  to  the 
department  was  74;  the  yearly  total  of  deaths  was  39.  Excluding  non- 
residents, there  were  49  cases  reported,  with  15  deaths.  The  death  rate 
from  tuberculosis  in  Massachusetts  twenty  years  ago  was  about  three 
hundred  per  one  hundred  thousand  of  population.  This  rate  has  been 
cut  to  less  than  one  hundred  per  one  hundred  thousand  in  the  last  twenty 
years. 

Of  all  the  communicable  diseases,  tuberculosis  is  the  most  important 
with  which  health  departments  have  to  deal.  The  financial  loss  to  this 
city,  alone,  in  the  care  of  tuberculous  cases,  is  approximately  $25,000. 
annually.  In  a former  report,  we  stressed  the  necessity  of  formulating 
some  plan  which  might  lead  to  the  later  adoption  of  measures  directed 
toward  the  control  of  this  increasing  economic  and  financial  loss.  If  the 
situation  is  to  be  faced  squarely,  we  must  realize  that  relief  for  the  future 
will  be  afforded  only  by  the  adoption  of  means  to  prevent  the  development 
of  this  disease  among  children. 

The  state  and  counties  provide  for  the  care  of  the  incipient  as  well  as 
for  the  incurable  cases,  and  the  vast  sums  spent  are  increasing  yearly  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  a much  needed  system  which  will  afford  appropriate 
treatment  for  those  children  who  are,  without  doubt,  potential  cases  of 
tuberculosis, — the  innocent  victims  to  crowd  our  sanatoria  later.  The 
establishment  of  preventoria  will  be  the  final  answer  to  the  popular  demand 
that  must  be  created  when  the  citizens  are  better  informed  in  reference 
to  the  truth  of  the  whole  matter. 

The  immediate  needs  of  tuberculosis  prevention  work,  today,  are  too 
evident  to  permit  of  any  argument.  The  attempt  to  stem  the  tide  of  tuber- 
culosis deaths,  by  segregating  cases  that  are  in  more  or  less  advanced  stages 
of  the  disease  when  they  are  finally  admitted  to  sanatoria,  is  an  ex])ensive, 
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incomplete,  and  inefficient  method  of  attacking  this  problem.  We  have 
plenty  of  beds  for  these  adult  cases  in  sanatoria.  This  phase  of  the  pro- 
blem is  well  looked  after.  The  patients  are  well  cared  for  in  the  hospitals, 
and  after  their  discharge,  a group  now  numbering  thirty  thousand  or  more 
eases  in  the  state,  are  kept  under  necessary  and  efficient  suijervision  by 
the  follow  up  work  instituted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
tuberculosis  leagues,  and  local  health  departments.  The  contacts,  espec- 
ially the  children,  are  being  followed  up  all  over  the  state,  but  provision 
for  the  care  of  this  group  is  wholly  inadequate.  The  contact  cases  of  no 
other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  except  tuberculosis,  would 
be  allowed,  by  public  sentiment,  to  receive  so  little  consideration.  The 
situation  must  be  met.  It  is  a difficult  one  because  it  will  entail  a large 
expenditure  of  funds  for  building  and  maintenance  of  preventoria. 

What  groups  of  children  are  to  be  treated  in  the  preventorium? 
There  seems  to  be  some  doubt  in  the  minds  of  many,  as  to  proper  classifica- 
tion of  children  needing  treatment  in  this  respect. 

It  is  well  to  think  of  them  in  three  groups.  First,  the  frank  tul)er- 
culosis  case,  not  common  even  in  older  children.  The  sanatorium  is  the 
place  for  this  case.  Second, — the  underweight  child,  ten  percent  or  more. 
Nothing  can  be  demonstrated  in  the  chest,  clinically  or  by  X Ray,  to 
warrant  a positive  diagnosis.  That  is  the  ease  for  the  summer  camp. 
A few  weeks  in  the  summer,  under  proper  supervision,  with  correction  of 
defects  and  bad  health  habits,  with  proper  follow  up  afterward,  will  in- 
crease this  child’s  resistance  remarkably.  In  the  third  group  is  included 
the  contact  case  or  the  case  in  whose  family  tuberoulosis  has  existed.  This 
child  has,  during  a part  or  all  of  his  short  life,  been  exposed  and  infected. 
If  under-nourished,  a few  weeks  at  a summer  camp  will  do  him  little  good, 
especially  if  he  returns  to  a family  home  life  under  bad  surroundings, 
whether  or  not  the  contact  is  renewed.  It  is  for  this  group  alone,  I believe, 
that  the  preventorium  should  be  maintained.  It  is  toward  this  class  more 
than  all  the  others  combined,  that  preventive  efforts  should  be  directed, 
not  for  a short  time,  in  a health  camp,  but  over  a period  of  years,  in  a 
preventorium,  and  progress  noted.  Excellent  preventoria  are  now  opera- 
ting in  Toronto,  Farmingdale,  N.  J.,  lakeside,  and  our  Massachusetts  one, 
the  Prendergast  at  Mattapan.  The  latter  admits  only  those  children 
who  show  tuberculous  infection  or  in  whose  family  tuberculosis  has  existed. 

The  preventorium  affording  a continuous  healthy  out  door  life,  under 
proper  supervision,  with  attention  to  the  diet,  education,  and  training  of 
the  infected  child,  is  more  than  its  name  implies.  If  such  a system  is 
finally  instituted,  maintained,  and  endorsed  by  the  medical  profession,  it 
will  prevent  tuberculosis  by  attacking  the  disease  where  it  can  best  be 
prevented,  by  removing  to  a place  safe  from  harm,  its  intended  victims. 
More  than  this,  it  will  cure  tuberculosis  by  appropriate  treatment  of  the 
infection  at  that  period  when  treatment  offers  the  most  reasonable  hope 
for  cure,  in  its  incipiency. 


TEN  MILE  RIVER 

Early  in  the  Spring  of  1923,  the  Health  Department  began  a thorough 
survey  of  sanitary  conditions  along  the  Ten  Mile  River.  This  investiga- 
tion was  preliminary  to  the  carrying  out  of  a definite  plan,  having  as  its 
object  the  prevention  of  the  pollution  of  this  stream  with  sewage  and  other 
waste. 

The  efforts  of  this  department  were  directed  toward  the  transforming 
of  this  river  into  a thing  of  beauty,  and  to  make  of  it  a civic  asset  instead 
of  allowing  it  to  continue  to  function  as  a common  sewer,  to  remain  a 
disgrace  to  the  community,  and  to  present  evidence  of  local  neglect  and 
violation  of  the  rules  of  sanitation,  as  it  has  in  the  past. 
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Our  survey  disclosed  two  main  sources  of  pollution;  one, — by  the 
direct  emptying  of  sewage  into  the  river  from  factories  and  other  buildings 
located  along  its  banks;  the  other, — indirect  pollution  through  the  waste 
connections  of  certain  premises  with  drains,  wliich  emptied  finally  into  the 
river.  The  former  source  of  pollution  was  fairly  easy  to  correct.  The 
latter  or  indirect  pollution,  however,  presented  a problem  which  has  de- 
manded considerable  time  and  effort  on  our  part  for  correction,  and  which 
has  not  as  yet  been  completely  solved. 

A study  of  the  plan  of  the  old  drain  which  was  used  as  a sewer  prior 
to  the  installation  of  our  present  municipal  sewerage  system,  and  which 
in  former  days  carried  sewage  into  the  Ten  Mile  River,  furnished  evidence 
that  it  was  still  an  active  source  of  pollution  of  the  river,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  intended  and  should  have  been  employed  only  for  the  drainage 
or  surface  water.  Such  an  undesirable  condition  was  caused  by  the  fail- 
ure of  several  property  owners  along  the  line  of  the  municipai  sewer  to 
change  their  waste  connections  from  the  old  drain  to  the  new  sewer,  when 
the  latter  was  installed. 

In  addition  to  the  indirect  pollution  caused  by  this  old  drain,  there 
was  also  a certain  amount  of  pollution  contributed  by  the  Thacher  Brook 
Drain  which,  in  its  course  to  the  Ten  Mile  River,  collected  considerable 
sewage  from  cesspools  and  small  drains  adjacent  to  it. 

The  department  has  carried  on  a campaign  to  remedy  conditions 
along  the  river  and  while  the  work  has  not  been  entirely  completed,  the 
results  already  obtained,  indicate  that  nearly  all  of  the  former  sources  of 
pollution  of  the  stream  with  sewage  have  now  been  permanently  diverted 
into  the  municipal  sewer.  The  sewage  from  five  large  factories  which  for 
years  has  been  discharged  into  the  Ten  Mile  River,  now  empties  into  the 
sewer  so  that  no  factory  now  discharges  sewage  into  the  river.  The  sew- 
age from  other  buildings  along  its  course  has  been  removed  from  the  river. 
A large  number  of  property  owners  along  the  course  of  the  old  drain  on 
Park,  Pine,  Union,  East,  School,  Pearl,  Beacon,  South  Main  and  Olive 
Streets,  thirty-four  in  all,  have  recently  connected  with  the  sewer  at  the 
request  of  this  department,  one  of  these  buildings  having  twenty-five 
toilets  under  one  roof.  In  the  vicinity  of  Holman,  Emory,  Falmouth, 
Pearl,  School  and  Hazel  streets  bordering  on  the  Thacher  Brook  Drain, 
there  have  lieen  eight  recent  connections  made  with  the  sewer  and  two  of 
these  latter  are  factories.  All  of  this  sewage  formerly  entered  the  river 
indirectly  through  drains  which  seem  to  permeate  that  portion  of  the 
city,  in  many  instances  defying  detection.  As  soon  as  practicable  in  the 
Spring,  it  is  planned  to  complete  this  work,  and  to  remove  every  remain- 
ing cause  of  the  trouble,  including  those  few  sources  higher  up  the  river. 

CLINICS 

The  advantage  which  accrues  to  a city  from  properly  supervised 
clinics  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  We  believe  that  all  public  clinics 
should  e^'entually  be  under  municipal  supervision.  The  tuberculosis 
and  diphtheria  prevention  clinics  have  shown  a healthy  growth  during 
the  past  year,  and  may  be  regarded  as  a most  important  branch  of  local 
public  health  work.  It  is  through  the  agency  of  the  tuberculosis  clinic, 
that  proper  care  and  follow  up  of  all  suspicious  and  contact  cases  is  ob- 
served, and  it  is  through  this  means,  also,  that  necessary  supervision  and 
control  is  afforded  for  cases  being  admitted  and  discharged  from'  sanatoria. 
The  examination  and  follow  up  of  cases  admitted  and  discharged  from  the 
Health  Camp  is  also  served  by  this  clinic.  A complete  revision  of  the 
record  system  employed  in  this  clinic  has  been  attem])ted.  The  diphtheria 
prevention  clinic,  conducted  in  the  same  quarters,  has  added  to  the  de- 
partment’s labors,  but  the  community  advantage  of  such  work  will  un- 
doubtedly repay  the  city  many  times  in  value  for  the  extra  effort  and 
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slight  additional  expense  involved.  A complete  card  system  has  been 
installed  to  keep  a proper  record  of  all  immunized  children. 

The  department  maintains  a regular  system  of  visits  on  all  patients 
under  quarantine  with  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  through  the  Health 
Department  nurse,  who  gives  proper  instruction  to  householders  with  the 
idea  of  preventing  the  spread  of  these  communicable  diseases.  A system- 
atic visitation  is  also  made  on  cases  of  tuberculosis  throughout  the  city, 
and  contact  cases  of  this  disease  are  brought  to  the  clinic  for  examination. 
The  automobile  provided  for  the  nurse’s  use  in  this  connection  is  indis- 
pensable as  the  work  is  now  performed. 

Advice  has  been  given  the  District  Nursing  Association  relative  to 
the  conducting  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  which,  we  believe,  is  one  of 
the  most  important  and  necessary  clinics  in  the  city.  We  are  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  District  Nursing  Association,  and  call  attention  to  the 
valuable  asset  to  the  public  health  afforded  by  its  child  welfare  and  baby 
hygiene  conferences. 

A dental  clinic,  with  adequate  supervision,  is  planned  for  the  coming 
year  if  the  appropriation  is  forthcoming.  The  establishment  of  such  a 
clinic  with  a dental  hygienist  at  work  in  the  schools  is  now  a real  need,  and 
is  another  necessary  link  in  the  important  chain  of  disease  prevention  in 
childhood. 


THE  CITY  DUMP 

The  dumping  of  refuse  material  in  different  sections  of  the  city  by 
persons  who  consider  it  proper  procedure  to  dump  a load  of  rubbish  in 
any  convenient  spot,  has  caused  the  department  much  trouble  and  annoy- 
ance. The  placing  of  signs  on  some  of  these  places  has  stopped  the  prac- 
tice for  a time,  until  someone  removes  the  sign,  and  the  dumping  is  re- 
sumed. Warning  is  given  that  action  will  be  taken  against  violators  of 
the  law  who  are  careless  in  this  respect. 

The  City  Dump  has  again  been  moved.  It  is  now  located  on  Bishop 
Street,  where  it  is  apparently  sufficiently  removed  so  as  to  cause  little 
trouble  to  nearby  residents.  The  department  keeps  an  employee  at  work 
here  to  care  for  the  dump  and  to  prevent  damage  to  nearby  property. 
We  request  of  all  merchants  and  others  who  have  refuse  from  stores, 
factories,  and  dwellings  to  dispose  of,  that  they  use  the  city  dump  only 
for  the  disposal  of  such  material,  and  thus  assist  us  in  our  attempt  to  have 
city  present  a more  orderly  appearance.  Papers,  and  other  inflammable 
material,  decaying  vegetables  and  fruit  should  not  be  deposited  in  this  or 
any  other  dump  in  the  city  limits,  and  such  violation  of  the  city  ordinances 
will  be  properly  dealt  with  if  called  to  our  attention. 

We  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  a large  incinerator  should  be  installed, 
in  the  near  future,  to  take  care  of  this  material  in  a more  satisfactory^ 
manner. 

HEALTH  CAMP 

The  Attleboro  Health  Camp  first  inaugurated  in  1923,  when  it  began 
its  work  with  a day  camp  for  ten  boys,  is  now  one  of  the  city’s  permanent 
institutions.  Its  demonstration  this  year  of  what  can  be  done  with  a 
carefully  worked  out  and  definite  plan  to  build  up  the  resistance  of  under- 
nourished children  during  the  summer  months,  has  received  favorable 
comment;  the  assurance  of  future  community  support  to  the  idea  provides 
encouragement  for  similar  work  on  a larger  scale  next  season.  The  day 
and  night  camp  in  1924  took  care  of  thirty  boys,  for  a period  of  six  weeks. 
The  management  was  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  and  the 
Attleboro  Tuberculosis  Society.  Financial  assistance,  including  the 
erection  of  permanent  buildings,  and  the  provision  of  most  of  the  cost 
of  maintenance  for  the  year,  was  furnished  by  the  Attleboro  Lions  Club.’ 

Most  of  the  details  of  how  the  Health  Camp  was  conducted  are 
familiar  to  all  and  will  not  be  dwelt  on  in  this  report. 
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A complete  physical  examination  of  each  applicant  was  made  before 
the  camp  opened,  which,  with  individual  photographs  of  each  boy  made  on 
admission,  and  at  discharge,  furnish,  together  with  the  weiglit  charts, 
true  and  permanent  records  of  great  comparative  value.  No  child  was 
admitted  who  was  not  free  to  gain,  which  means  that  all  remediable  defects 
interfering  with  normal  growth,  were  corrected  before  admission. 

The  management  is  quite  certain  that  its  provision  of  not  admitting 
cases  who  were  known  to  come  from  tnljerculons  families  was  entirely 
reasonable  and  consistent  with  local  needs.  Other  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  latter  group  of  children  needing  treatment,  at  the  Bristol 
County  Hospital. 

The  applicants  for  the  camp  were  carefully"  selected  and  formed  a 
group  of  the  city’s  most  poorly  developed  and  undernourished  children. 
The  results  obtained  were  striking  and  compare'  favoraV)ly  with  those  of 
any  other  camp  in  the  state.  An  aggregate  gain  of  pounds  was 

made  by  the  boys  during  the  six  weeks  of  camp  life  with  an  individual 
average  gain  of  pounds.  Follow  up  work  is  now  being  done  on  these 
children  in  the  Health  Department  Clinic,  the  boys  reporting  in  small 
groups  at  intervals  for  examination. 

DIPHTHERIA  PREVENTION 

The  activities  of  the  department  in  diphtheria  prevention  are  now 
approaching  the  close  of  the  second  year,  and  it  is  estimated  that  nearly 
fifteen  hundred  children  will  have  been  protected  from  this  disease,  since 
the  work  of  immunization  was  started. 

Diphtheria  is  prevalent,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  fall  and  early  winter, 
and  it  is  at  that  season  that  we  plan  to  do  most  of  our  intensive  work  in 
prevention.  The  parents  of  the  young  children,  who  may  become  future 
victims  of  this  dread  disease,  will  not  be  able  to  present  the  excuse  that 
the  necessity  of  prevention  has  not  been  repeatedly  called  to  their  atten- 
tion or  that  opportunity  has  been  lacking  to  have  their  children  protected. 
As  we  mentioned  in  our  report  last  year,  the  responsibility  of  future  occur- 
rence of  diphtheria  in  children  has  now  been  put  squarely  up  to  the  parents. 
Each  fall  the  clinic  will  be  open  on  Saturday  mornings  at  the  Sturdj^  Hospi- 
tal, and  diphtheria  prevention  will  receive  as  much  publicity  as  we  can 
give  it  while  the  work  is  in  progress.  It  is  our  fond  hope  and  expectation 
that,  in  a few  years,  a noticeable  reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  diphther- 
ia will  be  shown,  locally,  as  a result  of  our  efforts.  The  department  notes 
a steadily  increasing  demand,  on  the  part  of  parents,  to  have  their  children 
immunized,  which  fact  makes  it  evident  that  here,  as  in  other  localities, 
parents  are  giving  some  forethought  to  the  prevention  of  this  terrible 
disease.  If  the  prevailing  death  rate  from  diphtheria  is  allowed  to  con- 
tinue, in  view  of  the  existing  knowledge  of  the  disease  and  its  prevention, 
one  can  only  infer  that  this  knowledge  is  not  being  put  to  use.  In  diph- 
theria prevention,  parents  must  bear  constantly  in  mind  the  greater 
fatality  of  diphtheria  in  children  of  pre-school  age  as  compared  with  the 
school  age  group.  The  disease  -is  nearly  twice  as  fatal  under  school  age, 
as  it  is  after  that  period.  Children  between  one  and  two  are  practi- 
cally all  susceptible,  and  the  disease  is  then  very  fatal  if  contracted.  Be- 
tween the  ages  of  two  and  six,  practically  all  children  are  still  susceptible, 
and  the  occurrence  of  diphtheria  in  this  age  group  is  a very  serious  affair 
indeed. 

A special  effort  will  be  made  by  the  department  from  now  on,  to 
advocate  the  general  immunization  of  children  at  the  age  of  one  year  with 
toxin-antitoxin,  and  of  those  other  children  of  pre-school  age.  who  have 
not  already  received  protection. 

We  have  had  no  difficulties  thus  far  in  our  immunization  work,  and 
none  are  anticipated.  The  immunization  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
children  all  over  the  country  has  demonstrated  sufficiently  the  practical 
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value  of  this  work,  as  well  as  the  harmlessness  of  its  application.  It  is 
planned  to  continue  this  work  next  fall  Avith  a full  educational  campaign. 

HEALTH  SHOW 

The  first  Health  Show  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  this  department 
in  April  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  use  of  the  whole  building  having  been 
kindly  donated  for  the  purpose,  by  the  directors  of  that  organization. 
During  the  two  days  of  the  exhibit,  there  was  an  estimated  attendance 
of  about  five  thousand  persons,  and  a marked  interest  was  manifested 
bj'  the  public  in  the  lectures,  and  demonstrations. 

As  an  educational,  attractive,  and  entertaining  exposition  on  public 
health,  the  event  was  entirely  successful,  and  the  favorable  result  of  the 
affair  in  greater  part,  was  due  to  the  combined  efforts  of  the  members  of 
a very  energetic  committee  of  public  spirited  citizens  who  had  charge  of 
the  details.  All  the  official  and  volunteer  health  agencies  of  the  city  were 
represented,  and  each  took  full  advantage  of  the  opportunity  thus  offered 
to  explain  in  detail,  to  the  large  gathering  of  interested  spectators,  its 
mission  in  public  health  work. 

Included  at  the  show  were  attractive  exhibits  on  health;  the  different 
clinics  were  shown  in  actual  operation,  and  a fine  educational  program  of 
interesting  talks  by  authorities  on  public  health  was  carried  out. 

Moving  pictures  on  health  subjects  were  shown,  and  a large  amount 
of  literature  on  health  topics  of  every  description  Avas  distributed.  The 
State  Department  of  Public  Health  furnished  complete  exhibits,  assisted 
materially  in  arranging  the  program  and  sent  seA-eral  of  its  representatives 
each  day,  many  of  whom  took  part  in  the  shoAv;  all  seemed  interested  in 
this  rather  novel  idea  of  presenting  the  subject  of  health  to  the  community. 
The  Attleboro  Doctors’  Club  rendered  valuable  assistance,  and  took  charge 
of  the  entertainment  of  out  of  town  guests.  It  is  planned  to  duplicate 
this  event  on  a someAA^hat  larger  scale  in  1926. 

CONCLUSION 

If  a fair  advance  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  common  welfare, 
in  public  health,  and  in  improved  sanitation,  such  progress  has  not  been 
made  entirely  by  this  department.  Real  progress  in  public  health  work  is 
never  made  by  any  health  department  alone  and  unassisted.  The  best 
results  in  such  Avork  are  attained  only  by  the  cooperation  and  by  some 
expression  of  real  interest  on  the  part  of  the  citizenship  as  a whole.  Our 
Avork  has  been  made  easier  by  the  support  giA'en  to  our  efforts  by  the  local 
unofficial  health  agencies,  by  the  physicians,  as  eAudenced  by  their  prompt- 
ness in  reporting  cases  of  communicable  diseases,  and  also  by  the  interest- 
ed attitude  of  the  Doctors’  Club  toward  preventiAm  medicine.  The 
citizens  as  a Avhole,  here  as  in  other  places,  liaAm  accepted  the  idea  that 
public  health  is  a community  affair,  that  the  health  of  each  is  the  concern 
of  all. 

We  desire  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  aid  and  assistance  that  has 
been  rendered  the  department  by  the  press,  on  which  we  depend  to  such 
a great  extent  for  publicity,  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  by  many  of 
the  nurses  and  public  school  teachers,  as  Avell  as  by  the  other  city  depart- 
ments. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  say  that  neAv  hopes  as  Avell  as  neAv  plans  may 
be  entertained  for  the  future.  Nothing  is  more  interesting  in  romance 
or  fiction,  or  more  encouraging  than  the  true  story  of  what  has  been  ac- 
complished by  preventive  medicine  in  saving  as  Avell  as  in  prolonging 
human  life.  Since  1910,  four  years  have  been  added  to  the  expectancy  of 
life;  Avhile  these  accomplishments  are  due  largely  to  the  work  that  has 
been  done  in  conserving  the  lives  of  infants  and  young  children,  recent 
reports  would  tend  to  indicate  that  results  are  coming  from  the  attention 
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sliown  in  the  last  few  years  to  the  early  discovery  of  disease  in  those  of 
middle  age  or  older. 

In  this  connection  and  at  this  time,  we  wish  to  make  a further  appeal 
to  the  citizens  concerning  the  advisability  of  periodic  physical  examina- 
tions of  adnlts.  One  needs  to  take  occasional  account  of  one’s  physical 
condition  as  well  as  one’s  financial  and  business  status.  To  this  end,  we 
urge  that  each  citizen,  especially  those  of  forty  or  over,  form  the  habit 
of  consulting  his  family  physician  on  his  birthday,  or  at  least  once  annually, 
for  the  purpose  of  ha\  ing  a health  examination  made  and  an  inventory 
taken  of  his  physical  condition.  Once  this  becomes  a custom  and  each 
individual  in  the  community  i)ractices  personal  disease  prevention,  the 
matter  of  personal  health  becomes  what  it  should  be  in  the  last  anaylsis, — 
the  foundation  of  public  health.

REPORT  OF  THE  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND 
AUTHORIZED  AGENT 


December  31,  1924 

To  Dr.  W.  0.  Hewitt,  Health  Officer 
Attleboro,  IMassachusetts 
Sir: 

I hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and 
Authorized  Agent  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

As  you  already  know,  1 have  been  in  office  only  since  September  1, 
1924,  and  so  my  report,  including  observations,  recommendations,  and 
work  done,  will  date  from  that  time. 
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The  laboratory  procedure  used  has  been  identical  with  that  of  Mr. 
Guild,  my  predecessor.  It  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  at  Washington,  and  has  been  used  with  great  success 
by  Health  Departments  all  over  the  country.  Almost  every  sample-  of 
milk  analysed  has  been  tested  bacteriologically  as  well  as  chemically. 
The  method  used  to  obtain  the  bacteria  count  of  the  milk  was  the  “Plate 
Method”.  This  method,  while  not  absolutely  accurate,  is  the  most  accu- 
rate of  any  of  the  methods  now  known.  The  chemical  tests  include  the 
findings  of  butter  fat  content,  total  solids,  solids  not  fat,  and  specific 
gravity;  as  well  as  tests  for  adulterants,  such  as  borax,  chloride  of  lime, 
peroxide,  water,  formaldehyde,  benzoic  acid,  salycilic  acid  and  others. 

Pasteurization  of  milk  is  one  of  the  big  problems  facing  those  dealing 
with  milk.  Properly  pasteurized  milk  is  milk,  not  more  than  seventy- 
two  hours  old,  subjected  for  a period  of  not  less  than  thirty  minutes  to  a 
temperature  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  forty,  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  and  forty-five,  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  immediately  thereafter 
cooled  to  a temperature  of  fifty  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  lower.  Many 
people  believe,  because  of  the  foreign  name  “Pasteurized”  applied  to  the 
process,  that  pasteurized  milk  is  milk  which  is  rejuvenated  or  renovated. — 
i.  e.  dirty  milk  passed  through  some  “new-fangled”  process  to  allow  its 
being  sold  as  fresh  milk.  This  is  absolutely  not  so.  Properly  pasteurized 
milk  is  milk  which  has  been  heated  to  kill  all  possible  potential,  pathogenic 
bacteria,  and  immediately  cooled  to  a low  degree  to  insure  that  the  number 
of  bacteria  remaining,  (for  no  process  has  yet  been  found  to  rid  milk  of 
all  bacteria)  shall  not  increase.  “Pasteurized”  is  merely  the  name  applied 
to  the  process  in  honor  of  the  inventor,  a Frenchman  whose  name  was 
Pasteur. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  advent  of  another  dealer  in  pasteurized 
milk,  which  is  surely  a step  in  the  right  direction.  IMany  of  the  large  cities 
have  passed  ordinances  requiring  the  pasteurization  of  all  milk  sold  within 
the  city’s  limits.  Attleboro  would  do  well  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
these  progressive  large  cities  and  lead  the  way  for  other  small  cities.  We 
now  have  two  distributors  of  pasteurized  milk,  the  Bristol  Farms,  Inc., 
and  the  Hood  Co.,  but  what  is  needed  is  a city  ordinance  requiring  the 
municipal  pasteurization  of  all  milk  sold  in  Attleboro. 

Tuberculin  testing  of  cows  producing  milk  for  consumption  is  another 
means  of  improving  the  sanitary  qualities  of  milk.  This  test  eliminates 
tuberculous  cows  from  the  herd,  thus  cutting  down  by  one  of  the  most 
important  the  list  of  diseases  spread  by  milk  to  man.  Most  forms  of 
tuberculosis,  other  than  pulmonary,  are  of,  or  can  be  of  bovine  origin. 
One  should  remember,  however,  that  this  touches  upon  only  one  phase 
of  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  tuberculosis  through  milk.  The  other 
phase  is  also  of  great  importance,  namely,  the  transmission  of  tuberculosis 
through  milk  by  tuberculous  persons  who  handle  the  milk.  This  brings 
out  another  point  in  the  question  of  Public  Health,  that  of  physical  ex- 
amination of  all  food-handlers.  At  present,  only  those  who  work  in 
bakeries  are  subjected  to  a physical  examination  to  determine  whether 
or  not  they  should  be  allowed  to  handle  food  to  be  sold  for  human  con- 
sumption. To  examine  all  food-handlers  would  mean  an  additional  ex- 
penditure of  time  and  money,  but  to  my  mind,  it  would  be  time  and  money 
well  spent  in  the  protection  of  Public  Health. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  frequently  throughout  the  year. 
It  has  been  my  policy,  as  it  was  that  of  my  predecessor,  to  keep  the  dealer 
guessing,  as  it  were.  In  this  way,  the  dealer  never  knows  when  his  milk 
is  to  be  subjected  to  a test,  and  hence  the  results  of  the  analyses  are  fair 
indications  of  the  quality  of  the  milk. 

On  taking  up  my  duties  as  Milk  Inspector,  I found  that  Mr.  Guild 
had  given  much  attention  to  dairy  inspection,  and  wherever  I went,  I 
found  the  dairies  in  excellent  condition.  Very  few  improvements  were 
needed,  and  when  I did  make  suggestions  for  changes  thej^  were  always 
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courteously  complied  with.  The  suggestions  made  were  nearly  all  minor 
ones  and  included  the  following: 

Screening  against  hies. 

Whitewashing  the  barn. 

Removal  of  manure. 

Removal  of  privy  vaults. 

Keeping  cows  cleaner. 

Cooling  and  straining  of  milk. 

Sterilization  of  equipment. 

Only  one  producer’s  permit  was  suspended,  and  that  was  an  insurance 
against  the  spread  of  typhoid  while  the  producer  was  living  in  the  same 
house  as  a typhoid  patient.  No  epidemics  have  occurred  during  the  past 
3^ear  that  were  attributable  to  Attleboro’s  milk  supply. 

The  thanks  of  the  department  are  extended  to  the  dealers  as  a body 
for  the  hearty  cooperation  they  have  given  us  since  1 have  l)een  in  office. 
Generally  speaking,  the  milk  dealers  here  are  honest  men,  endeavoring  to 
do  their  best.  It  has  been  my  policy  in  the  past,  as  it  will  be  in  the  future, 
to  cooperate  with  the  dealers  in  endeavoring  to  produce  l^etter  milk, 
rather  than  as  a police  officer  trying  to  enforce  certain  rules  and  regula- 
tions. 

Milk  licenses  and  producers’  permits  have  been  issued  to  those  dealers 
who  have  met  with  satisfaction  the  requirements  of  this  department. 
All  com})laints  regarding  milk  and  other  products  have  been  investigated 
by  me,  and  unsatisfactory  conditions  remedied.  The  phase  of  my  work 
concerning  nuisances  took  an  appreciable  part  of  my  time.  As  your 
agent,  I have  investigated  every  complaint  and  nuisance  as  you  requested. 
In  every  instance,  where  a nuisance  existed,  1 sent  notice  to  have  same 
abated  within  a reasonable  amount  of  time.  As  a rule  these  requests 
were  courteously  complied  with.  The  automobile  furnished  this  depart- 
ment aided  me  materially  in  carrying  out  these  duties. 

In  connection  with  the  nuisance,  something  might  well  be  said  of  the 
dump  situation  in  Attleboro.  A city  dump  has  been  established  on 
Bishop  Street,  but  it  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  concentrate  the  dump- 
ing of  rubbish  in  this  one  dump,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  numerous 
smaller  dumps  in  the  city  which  are  in  closer  proximity  to  many  of  the 
people  than  the  city  dump.  We  have  tried  to  prohibit  dumping  in  any 
Init  the  city  dump  with  more  or  less  success,  and  I think,  with  the  coopera- 
iton  of  the  people  of  Attleboro,  that  this  object  will  soon  be  attained. 

During  the  past  year  the  municipal  sewer  has  been  extended  to  out- 
lying parts  of  the  city.  This  has  resulted  in  the  connection  of  many  houses 
with  the  municipal  sewer,  thus  clearing  to  an  appreciable  extent  the  Ten 
Mile  River,  and  avoiding  the  necessity  of  unsightly  and  unhealthy  privy 
vaults.  With  your  assistance,  also,  many  houses  nearer  the  center  and 
abutting  on  the  municipal  sewer  were  requested  to  connect.  In  nearly 
every  ease  a satisfactory  connection  has  been  made. 

During  the  year  the  customary  routine  work  was  performed.  Baker- 
ies were  inspected  monthly  and  reports  of  insi)ections  submitted  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health.  The  bottling  establishments  were  visited 
during  the  year.  Restaurants  and  lunch  wagons  were  regularly  inspected. 
The  water  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  swimming  pool  was  also  analysed  regularly, 
and  found  to  be  unusually  clean  and  free  from  disease-producing  micro- 
organisms. 

1 recommend  the  following  matters  for  your  consideration  as  policies 
worthy  of  attention  for  the  ensuing  year: 

1.  Chlorination  of  the  municipal  water  supply. 

2.  Municipal  pasteurization  of  milk  and  cream. 

3.  Tuberculin  testing  of  all  cows  furnishing  Attleboro’s  milk. 

4.  Physical  examination  of  all  food  handlers.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

To  Dr.  W.  O.  Hewitt,  Health  Officer,  Attleboro,  Massachusetts 
Sir: 


I hereby  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  activities  as  Health 
Department  Nurse. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic  has  been  open  every 
Wednesday  from  four  until  five  o’clock  where  patients  discharged  from 
Tuberculosis  Hospitals  and  contact  cases  have  been  examined  at  regular 
intervals.  In  addition  to  these  cases,  underweight  children  referred  by 
the  School  Physician  and  School  Nurse  have  been  weighed  and  examined, 
and  instruction  as  to  diet  and  rest  have  been  given.  Whenever  it  was 
found  that  financial  conditions  in  the  home  prevented  the  necessary 
nourishment,  milk  was  provided  by  this  department  to  patients  ill  with 
tuberculosis.  In  the  cases  of  underweight  children,  milk  w'as  provided 
by  the  Associated  Charities. 
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Every  Saturday  morning,  clinics  have  been  held  at  the  Health  De- 
partment Dispensary,  where  the  Schick  Test  and  subsequent  treatments 
have  been  given  to  a large  number  of  children. 

Visits  have  been  made  on  all  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever 
reported  to  this  department,  and  instructions  in  each  instance,  have  been 
given  to  the  householder  as  to  the  proper  methods  of  observing  quarantine. 
In  diphtheria  cases,  families  in  that  vicinity  having  young  children,  have 
been  visited  and  advised  to  consult  the  family  physician  regarding  im- 
munization of  these  children. 

Daily  visits  were  made  to  the  Health  Camp  on  North  Main  Street 
during  July  and  August.  Every  Monday  the  thirty  boys  were  weighed 
and  record  made  of  each  boy’s  weight.  S])ecial  attention  was  given  to 
each  boy's  health  and  happiness.  These  boys,  as  you  know,  are  now 
making  regular  visits  to  the  Health  Department  Dispensary  where  their 
weights  are  still  recorded  and  general  health  observed.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  the  continued  improvement  in  these  boys.  By  the  aid  of  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  milk  has  been  provided  one  camp  boy  who  would  other- 
wise be  unable  to  have  it  regularly. 

In  April  a Health  Show  was  conducted  by  this  department  at  the 
Y.  ]M.  C.  A.  An  appreciable  part  of  my  time  was  spent  in  preparation 
of  this  event  and  in  attendance  at  the  Tuberculosis  and  Diphtheria  Pre- 
vention C’linics  while  the  Show  was  in  progress.

REPORT  OF  MISS  ALMA  C.  HILLMAN  AND 
GUYTON  C.  GARFIELD,  PLAYGROUND  SUPERVISORS 
Season  1924 

To  the  Park  Commissioners: — 

Gentlemen: 

The  Playground  Supervisors  herewith'  submit  their  annual  report  for 
the  season  1924. 

A normal  child  when  given  the  opportunity  will  naturally  play.  It 
should  be  the  aim  of  the  playground  not  merely  to  direct  this  play  but  to 
direct  it  along  the  right  channels  for  the  best  development  of  the  child. 
This  was  the  aim  of  the  supervisors  in  planning  the  activities  for  the  past 
season. 

One  of  the  most  essential  qualities,  and  one  which  needs  most  careful 
guidance  for  its  proper  development,  is  leadership.  There  has  been  for 
the  past  few  years  at  the  playground,  a Leader’s  Corps  of  ten,  chosen 
from  among  the  boys  and  girls  who  attend  the  sessions  regularly.  Cer- 
tain qualifications  are  necessary  before  one  may  be  a leader  and  as  this  is  a 
distinction  eagerly  sought  for,  it  may  be  readily  seen  how  it  tends  to- 
ward character  building.  These  qualifications  must  not  only  be  attained 
but  must  be  maintained.  If  any  fall  short  of  expectations  during  the 
season  he  or  she  may  be  demoted  and  a more  worthy  one  appointed.  So 
popular  and  helpful  has  this  group  proved,  that  it  is  safe  to  say  it  will 
become  an  established  custom. 

The  baseball  season  has  been  a particularly  successful  one,  the  play- 
ground league  games  being  played  three  times  a week.  This  league  was 
composed  of  six  teams  selected  by  the  boj^s  themselves  and  under  their 
own  management.  There  was  great  rivalry  and  good  spirit  among  the 
teams  and  not  until  the  last  game  had  been  won  was  the  winner  deter- 
mined. A tie  for  first  place  between  the  Hayward  Juniors  and  the 
County  Square  Nine  resulted  in  victory  for  the  latter  team  after  a great 
game.  Each  member  of  the  winning  team  received  a silver  baseball  with 
the  word  “Champions”  engraved  on  it,  which  could  be  worn  on  the  lapel 
of  the  coat.  Much  thanks  is  here  extended  to  those  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
who  so  efficiently  umpired  the  games  each  week. 
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Tennis  easily  held  first  place  among  the  sports.  The  interest  was 
never  lagging.  Even  with  the  addition  of  another  court,  the  crowds 
could  not  be  accomodated.  Daily,  when  the  weather  permitted,  the 
courts  were  in  use  from  six  in  the  morning  until  dark.  Some  excellent 
players  have  been  developed  and  during  the  playground  tournament, 
matches  were  played  which  older  players  might  find  hard  to  equal.  Through 
the  generosity  of  the  Bancroft  Company,  the  boy  and  girl  winning  the 
championship  received  splendid  “Bancroft  Winner”  rackets. 

Newcomb,  quoits,  volley  ball,  basketball,  and  other  games  proved  as 
popular  as  ever  with  the  older  children.  The  younger  children  enjoyed 
more  the  rhythmic  plays  and  singing  games,  and  the  simple  dances. 

With  the  addition  of  more  apparatus  in  the  grove,  it  has  necessitated 
more  supervision  and  much  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  free  play  there. 
Most  of  the  story  periods  were  conducted  there  rather  than  as  formerly 
at  the  Shelter  House. 

The  excessive  heat  of  the  past  summer  made  the  pool  an  especially 
attractive  place.  The  total  attendance  during  playground  hours  aggre- 
gated 3800  boys  and  2400  girls.  Though  used  so  extensively,  it  was  kept 
in  fine  condition  and  when  inspected  by  city  officials  it  received  the 
highest  commendation. 

Not  only  has  the  number  of  girls  in  the  classes  in  handwork  increased, 
but  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  boys  who  have  done  excellent 
work  along  this  line.  Mention  may  well  be  made  here  also  of  the  work 
done  by  the  boys  in  their  class  in  woodwork.  Particular  interest  was 
taken  in'  the  building  of  bird-houses.  Many  of  these  were  afterward 
turned  over  to  the  park  by  the  cihldren  to  be  placed  in  advantageous  places 
for  the  birds.  It  would  seem  proper  to  here  recommend  the  necessity  of  a 
few  tools  for  the  boys  to  use  in  this  highly  beneficiary  part  of  the  play- 
ground activities.  During  the  past  season  the  few  tools  that  were  ac- 
cessable  were  borrowed  from  the  different  homes  of  the  boys.  The  boys 
also  brought  their  own  wood,  which  was  usually  in  the  form  of  a box  ac- 
quired from  the  neighborhood  grocer. 

Many  good  times  were  enjoyed  such  as  swimming  hikes,  trips  and 
supper  hikes.  The  most  noteworthy  was  the  excellent  dinner  and  auto- 
mobile trip  given  by  the  Park  Commissioners  to  the  Leader’s  Corps. 

The  attendance  has  far  exceeded  that  of  previous  summers.  There 
was  an  aggregate  total  of  13,900  children  who  attended  during  playground 
hours.  These  figures  prove  the  evergrowing  popularity  of  Capron  Park 
as  a recreation  center  and  should  be  very  gratifying  to  the  Commissioners 
who  by  their  tireless  efforts  have  made  these  things  possible.  They  de- 
serve the  gratitude  of  all  who  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  of  Capron  Park 
Playground.

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REPORT  OF  ATTLEBORO  RECREATION  BOARD. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: — 

The  Recreation  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1924. 

The  year  was  one  of  the  most  successful  for  outdoor  sports  and 
recreation  in  Attleboro  since  the  City  took  over  the  supervision  of  the 
playgrounds. 

Hayward  Field  was  the  scene  of  considerably  more  activity  this  year 
than  in  past  years.  Thirty  three  baseball  games  were  staged  including 
10  games  by  the  High  School  Team,  10  games  by  the  Junior  League  and 
13  by  the  Attleboro  Baseball  team.  In  addition  to  these,  22  football  games 
were  played.  The  High  Schol  Team  played  5 home  games  on  Hayward 
Field,  the  East  Sides  7 games.  The  Steam  Rollers  7 games,  and  the  Tala- 
quega  A.  C.  3 games.  The  Elks  had  a field  day  in  September  during 
which  some  of  the  leading  athletes  of  the  vicinity,  including  a few  of  the 
1924  Olympic  Team  appeared. 

It  is  necessary  to  grade,  rake,  and  seed  down  Hayward  P"ield  at  the 
beginning  of  each  season,  if  it  is  to  be  kept  in  satisfactory  condition. 
The  football  playing  in  the  Fall  tears  up  the  sod  and  the  diamond  surface, 
making  it  advisable  to  give  them  considerable  attention  at  the  start  of  the 
season.  Carelessness  or  mischief  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  visitors  to 
this  field  increased  the  expense  for  keeping  the  property  in  good  condition. 
Re-roofing  the  grandstand,  repairing  the  barbed  wire  and  supports  on  the 
fence,  fixing  locks  and  hinges  on  the  dressing  rooms,  ticket  offices  and 
gates,  as  the  results  of  misuse  by  some  who  are  thoughtless,  are  some  of  the 
items  that  might  be  eliminated  if  this  fine  property  was  appreciated  by  all 
who  use  it. 

The  matter  of  water  for  Hayward  Field  for  next  year  is  a subject 
which  the  board  respectfully  calls  to  jmur  attention.  The  line  of  2"  pipe 
has  outlived  its  usefulness.  It  has  been  repeatedly  repaired,  and  in  its 
present  condition  will  not  serve  another  season.  We  feel  that  the  best 
solution  of  this  matter  is  to  install  a 6"  pipe  underground  where  it  will  not 
deteriorate  as  fast  as  the  present  line  which  is  above  ground  and  on  wooden 
supports  for  the  greater  part  of  its  length.  If  such  an  installation  is  made, 
it  would  be  well  to  place  a hydrant  inside  the  field  for  fire  protection.  In 
the  long  run  this  expense  would  be  offset  by  the  saving  on  the  fire  insurance 
premiums. 

Horton  Field  is  now  one  of  the  finest  playgrounds  in  the  state,  for  a 
city  of  Attleboro’s  size.  It  ranks  with  the  best  in  cities  much  larger  than 
Attleboro.  New  swings,  slides,  ladders,  and  sand  boxes  have  been  added 
for  the  smaller  children.  The  two  tennis  courts  have  been  unusually  busy 
throughout  the  entire  season.  A new  baseball  diamond  was  laid  out  and 
the  entire  field  seeded  down.  No  playing  was  allowed  until  July  4th, 
aftef  the  field  had  been  mowed  twice.  New  bleachers  are  in  place  along 
the  railroad  side.  On  this  field  13  ball  games  were  conducted  by  the 
Kenton  A.  C.  and  10  games  by  the  Junior  League. 

F"inberg  Park  was  also  the  scene  of  greater  activity  and  is  today  the 
favorite  playground  of  the  residents  of  the  East  Side.  A new  baseball 
diamond  was  laid  out  here  also  on  which  20  home  games  were  conducted 
by  the  Finberg  Club.  The  Junior  League  also  conducted  10  games  here. 
In  laying  out  the  diamond,  it  was  shifted  more  towards  the  woods  in  the 
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left  section  and  away  from  Park  Street.  The  backstop  was  made  liij^her 
and  wider.  Comparatively  few  balls  are  batted  or  thrown  out  of  tlie  i)lay- 
ing  field.  The  low  land  in  the  left  field  is  gradually  being  filled  in. 

A caretaker  was  hired  this  year  to  keep  the  fields  continually  in  good 
condition.  He  divided  his  time  between  the  three  playgrounds. 

Aleters  were  installed  this  year  at  Hayward  Field,  Horton  Field,  and 
Finberg  Park  and  bills  rendered  to  the  Recreation  board  for  water  used 
during  the  season. 

The  members  of  the  board  desire  to  thank  all  who  in  any  way  aided 
in  making  the  playgrounds  of  greater  benefit  to  the  people,  with  special 
thanks  to  the  Police  Department  and  the  Public  Works  Department  for 
their  co-operation.

Hon.  Geo.  A.  Sweeney,  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council  of  Attleboro: 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  494  of  Massachusetts  Statutes,  the 
Attleboro  City  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  ninth  annual  report. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year  with  a good  atten- 
dance of  the  members,  who  are  always  enthusiastic  over  the  work  which  is 
being  done  for  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

At  the  first  meeting  the  board  organized  with  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg  as 
Chairman  and  Mr.  Rol)ert  Mawney  as  Secretary. 

Zoning. 

Most  of  the  work  the  Planning  Board  accomplished  this  year  was  on 
zoning. 

On  Juh"  7,  1924,  the  City  Council  authorized  and  directed  the  Plan- 
ning Board  to  undertake  the  preparation  of  a zoning  ordinance  and  plan 
for  the  City  of  Attleboro,  and  provided  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000) 
for  its  expenses.  The  Planning  Board  appointed  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg  as 
the  Chairman  to  take  charge  of  the  work.  An  advisory  zoning  com- 
mittee was  appointed,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Planning  Board, 
three  members  of  the  City  Council  and  two  prominent  men  who  are  identi- 
fied with  the  welfare  of  Attleboro.  The  following  are  the  names:

On  July  23,  1924,  Mr.  Robert  Whitten,  who  had  prepared  the  zoning 
plan  for  Providence  and  many  other  cities,  was  retained  to  prepare,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  advisory  committee  on 
zoning,  a comprehensive  zoning  plan. 

]Mr.  Whitten  began  work  August  1st,  and,  with  the  coop^'ration  of  the 
zoning  committee  and  others,  has  worked  out  proposed  zoning  districts 
shown  on  a zoning  map.  The  zoning  regulations  which  have  been  pro- 
posed have  been  submitted  to  your  honorable  body  for  consideration. 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November  several  hundred  people 
were  invited  to  the  Council  Chambers  to  view  the  map  and  give  their 
opinions.  Mt.  Whitten  and  Mr.  Fisher,  his  assistant,  together  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  attended  most  of  the  conferences  and 
received  many  ideas  and  criticisms.  The  plan  was  also  shown  at  the 
Legion  House  and  South  Attleboro.  Several  meetings  were  held  with  the 
full  zoning  committee  to  discuss  the  ordinances.  A large  map  and  syn- 
opsis of  the  zoning  ordinance  was  published  on  Dec.  6th,  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Attleboro  Sun.  A public  conference  was  held  in  Chamber 
of  Commerce  hall  on  Dee.  12th  with  Mr.  Ralph  Estes  as  Chairman.

Plans  and  ordinances  were  submitted  to  the  city  council  on  Dec.  30 
1924,  with  the  request  that  a public  hearing  be  held.  This  is  according  to 
the  state  law  which  provides  that  a public  hearing  must  be  held,  after 
thirty  (30)  days  notice,  on  a proposed  zoning  ordinance  before  same  can  be 
passed  by  the  City  Council. 

We  trust  that  by  the  time  this  report  is  printed  that  the  zoning  or- 
dinance will  have  been  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  that  it  will  become  a 
law,  as  we  think  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  to  have  a 
zoning  ordinance.  In  Massachusetts  there  are  twenty-six  cities  and 
towns  zoned  and  twenty-six  at  work  on  zoning,  while  nine  places  are 
seeking  appropriations. 

The  town  of  Brookline  adopted  zoning  about  three  years  ago,  and  in 
their  report  of  1923  state: 

“The  zoning  law  has  now  been  in  effect  for  nearly  two  years,  and  it 
speaks  well  for  the  original  draft  that  no  amendments  have  as  yet  been 
made  to  this  by-law.” 

Widening  of  Dunham  Street: 

The  property  on  the  corner  of  Union  and  Dunham  Sts.,  formerly 
owned  by  Mr.  John  Trainor,  has  changed  hands.  A new  building  is  going 
to  be  erected  on  that  site,  and  we  recommend  that  the  street  be  widened 
to  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  between  curb  and  curb  and  that  the  sharp  corners 
be  eliminated. 

Building  Lines. 

We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  necessity  of  establishing  a 
building  line  of  fifty  (50)  feet  the  entire  length  of  Bank  St.  to  Holden  St., 
as  this  is  going  to  be  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  city  in  the  near 
future. 

That  a building  line  be  established  on  North  Main  St.,  from  the 
corner  of  Park  St.  to  the  railroad  crossing. 

According  to  information  from  the  press,  the  property  at  the  corner  of 
Park,  County  and  So.  Main  Sts.  has  changed  hands,  and  a new  building  is 
liable  to  be  erected  at  any  time.  We  therefore  urge  the  Council  to  adopt 
a building  line  on  So.  Main  St.  from  the  corner  of  Park  St.  to  Mill  St.,  and 
also  take  part  of  the  corner  at  County  Street  as  so  to  make  a wider  curve 
at  that  point. 

Board  of  Survey. 

We  again  emphasize  the  need  of  establishing  a board  of  Survey.  The 
condition  of  the  future  building  of  Attleboro  will  depend  largely  on  how 
the  new  house  lots  are  laid  out  in  new  land  developments.  Our  neigh- 
boring city  of  Taunton  accepted  the  Board  of  Survey  Act  by  a majority 
of  eight  to  one.  We  enclose  herewith  a synopsis  of  the  Board  of  Survey 
Act. 

Union  Street  Lot. 

We  again  ask  that  the  vacant  lot  on  Union  St.  near  the  firehouse, 
owned  by  the  city,  be  set  aside  for  a playground.  It  would  keep  the 
children  off  the  streets,  avoiding  danger  of  their  getting  hurt.  That 
section  of  the  city  has  no  public  playground  and  one  is  very  much  needed. 
The  expense  would  be  small  and  the  necessity  is  great. 
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City  Hall  Site. 

At  present  the  lot  on  North  Main  St.  for  the  City  Hall  is  unsightly. 
With  a very  little  work  it  could  be  made  to  look  attractive.  This  matter 
should  be  given  attention. 

Appropriations. 

We  ask  that  the  Council  appropriate  five  hundred  dollars  (SoOO)  for 
the  Planning  Board,  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  regular  use  and  four 
hundred  dollars  ($400)  for  the  following  reason: 

It  is  very  easy  for  us  to  suggest  things  to  the  IMayor  and  the  Council 
which  should  be  done,  but  we  have  no  way  of  putting  them  on  paper. 
The  city  engineering  plant  is  very  busy  on  projects  already  adopted  or 
being  discussed  by  the  meni})ers  of  the  street  committee  and  others,  so  we 
have  no  way  of  presenting  our  plans  in  a practical  form  unless  we  have  an 
engineer  or  a draftsman  to  do  it  for  us.  By  putting  an  amount  of  money 
at  our  disposal,  we  can,  from  time  to  time,  hire  someone  to  design  and 
lay  out  our  projects  for  your  honorable  body’s  consideration.  This  work 
requires  measurements  and  specifications  which  cannot  be  done  by  any- 
one but  a person  who  is  trained  to  it. 

The  Planning  Board  has  carefully  used  any  funds  at  their  disposal, 
and  shall  continue  to  exercise  due  economy  with  the  above  amount  if  this 
request  is  granted. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council, 
the  Public  Works  Department,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  those  who  have 
worked  hard  on  the  zoning  committee,  and  also  the  Attleboro  Sun  for  its 
efforts  in  behalf  of  zoning  and  other  matters  during  the  past  year.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen : — 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Police  Department,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  regular  force  consists  of  a Chief,  Lieutenant,  two  Sergeants, 
thirteen  Patrolmen,  and  five  Reserve  Officers.

CRIME. 

On  the  evening  of  June  7,  Alee  Stone  alias  “Jimmy  the  Pole”,  a 
notorious  thug  and  gunman,  fired  two  shots  at  Patrolman  Brown,  as  the 
officer  was  attempting  to  apprehend  him  for  a violation  of  the  automobile 
law.  He  was  overpowered  however,  before  he  did  any  material  injury  to 
the  Patrolman,  and  was  arraigned  in  the  Fourth  District  Court  on  June  9. 
He  is  now  at  large  having  defaulted  bail  in  the  sum  of  $1500.  Two  cart- 
ridges in  the  revolver  carried  by  the  gunman  failed  to  explode,  this  in  my 
opinion,  explains  why  the  officer  was  not  at  least  seriously  injured. 

On  November  19,  a serious  shooting  affray  took  place  in  a house  at  the 
corner  of  Wilmarth  and  Slater  streets,  during  which  Mary  Pires,  her 
father.  Virgin  Veluee,  and  her  brother  Manuel  Veluce,  were  seriously  in- 
jured. Joseph  Pires,  husband  of  Mary,  who  did  the  shooting,  shot  him- 
self immediately  afterwards. 

All  were  carried  to  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  in  the  Police  Am- 
bulance, where  Joseph  died  within  a few  hours. 
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The  above  mentioned  crimes  are  the  only  ones  out  of  the  ordinary 
that  occurred  during  the  year,  the  officers  have"  been  alert  and  interested  in 
their  duties,  with  the  result  we  believe,  that  no  city  in  the  country  is 
cleaner  or  more  free  from  crime  than  ours. 


TRAFFIC. 

Today  one  of  our  most  trying  and  important  functions  is  the  regula- 
tion of  traffic.  With  the  increasing  number  of  motor  vehicles  each  year, 
and  with  a city  like  Attleboro  which  has  such  narrow  streets,  to  properly 
enforce  the  traffic  rules  means  Police. 

Three  new  traffic  beacons  have  been  purchased  recently,  but  are  not 
yet  installed,  one  will  be  located  at  the  junction  of  Mill  and  South  Ivlain 
streets,  one  at  County  Square,  and  the  third  might  be  placed  to  advantage 
either  at  Briggs  Corner,  or  on  the  Washington  Street  Pike,  South  Attle- 
boro, at  the  intersection  of  Washington  street  and  Highland  Avenue, 
provided  the  State  will  allow  it. 

Two  Police  Officers  on  motor  cycles  have  been  assigned  to  patrol  the 
streets  of  the  city  during  the  summer  months,  with  the  result  that  autoists 
have  been  held  in  check,  and  the  worst  offenders  prosecuted  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court. 

1 am  proud  to  state  that  we  have  cut  down  the  number  of  serious 
accidents  and  deaths  during  the  year,  only  one  person  died  as  the  result 
of  automobile  accident,  as  compared  with  three  deaths  in  1923. 

The  parking  of  pleasure  cars  continues  to  be  a serious  problem,  es- 
pecially on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  evenings  when  the  stores  are  open. 
Our  public  parking  space  is  at  present  inadequate  and  will  be  more  so  in 
the  near  future.  Very  few  autoists  are  taking  advantage  of  the  generous 
offer  of  the  School  Committee,  allowing  them  to  use  the  Sanford  School 
lot  for  parking  after  4 P.  M.  The  Department  has  been  criticised  for  not 
enforcing  the  traffic  rules  more  rigidly,  but  I believe  that  the  solitary  day 
Patrolman  that  is  available  for  this  duty,  has  done  very  well. 


LIQUOR  TRAFFIC. 

We  do  not  have  a liquor  squad,  but  each  officer  has  instructions  to 
collect  such  evidence  as  will  guarantee  the  issuing  of  Warrants  for  sus- 
pected places  on  his  route.  Now  that  Police  Departments  have  the  right 
to  prosecute  for  the  manufacture  and  transportation  of  liquor,  we  hope 
to  do  away  with  any  “bootlegging”  that  may  exist.  Notwithstanding 
propaganda  to  the  contrary  I believe  the  liquor  situation  in  Attleboro  is 
much  better  than  in  any  other  place  of  like  size  in  the  State. 


WELFARE  WORK. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  done  considerable  welfare  work, 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  correct  a delinquent  without  Court  procedure. 
Miss  Alice  C.  Daley,  Agent  for  the  M.  S.  P.  C.  C.  is  doing  good  work 
two  days  each  week  in  this  city,  the  rest  of  her  time  is  taken  up  in  Taunton 
and  North  Attleboro. 

This  young  lady  has  gone  into  the  work  whole  heartedly,  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Police  Department,  much  has  been  done  that  the 
average  citizen  knows  nothing  about. 
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EQUIPMENT. 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  a combination  Patrol  and  Ambu- 
lance, Studebaker  Special-Six  touring  car,  a Ford  runabout,  and  three 
motorcycles  of  the  Harley  Davidson  make.  All  are  in  fair  condition 
except  the  motorcycle  used  in  the  Hebronville-Dodgeville  section.  This 
machine  has  now  been  three  years  in  use,  it  has  given  good  satisfaction, 
but  is  now  gone  by  for  work  of  this  kind. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  officers  in  South  Attleboro  who  patrol  in 
the  Ford,  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  its  purchase  for  the  patrolling 
of  this  section  of  the  city. 

The  Police  equipment  carried  by  officers  is  in  good  shape,  each  Regu- 
lar Patrolman  is  supplied  with  a pair  of  Smith  and  Wesson  cuffs  of  the 
latest  pattern,  and  a 38  calibre  Colt  revolver.  Three  riot  guns  kept  in 
the  Police  Station  for  emergency,  are  always  ready  for  use,  should  the 
occasion  arise. 


THE  POLICE  FORCE. 

Our  force  now  consists  of  seventeen  regular  men,  including  the 
Superior  Officers,  one  Patrolman  is  assigned  to  Traffic,  one  to  iict  as 
Patrol  driver  and  to  answer  calls  during  the  early  part  of  the  night,  and 
one  is  kept  busy  doing  plain  clothes  work.  There  remains  only  ten  men 
to  patrol  the  city  both  day  and  night,  and  I believe  it  is  not  enough  for  a 
city  of  the  size  of  Attleboro. 

« 

Patrolman  Arthur  F.  Gaffney  has  now  completed  more  than  the 
required  number  of  years  to  be  entitled  to  a pension,  he  has  given  faithful 
service  to  the  Town  and  City,  and  the  matter  of  retiring  him  on  pension 
should  be  given  consideration  at  this  time. 

" REVOLVER  PRACTICE. 

Revolver  practise  is  something  the  members  of  the  Department  do 
not  have,  for  the  reason  that  no  appropriation  was  ever  made  for  ammun- 
ition. The  shooting  of  Police  officers  by  hi-jackers  and  bandits  has  in- 
creased so  in  recent  years,  that  it  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  an  officer  to 
be  expert  in  handling  a revolver.  I trust  that  the  Council  will  see  its  way 
clear  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  then  the  officers  will  be 
asked  to  give  one  afternoon  each  week  to  target  practise,  and  good  results 
will  undoubtedly  be  obtained. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I again  recommend  the  erection  of  a suitable  building  for  Police 
Headquarters  with  a garage  large  enough  for  the  motor  apparatus  within 
easy  reach.  We  are  handicapped  very  much  by  having  to  keep  the  cars 
in  the  city  barn,  almost  a quarter  of  a mile  away  from  the  Station,  it  is 
now  just  as  important  to  have  the  Patrol  wagon  available  immediately, 
as  a piece  of  Fire  Apparatus. 

Every  citizen  knows  as  well  as  the  City  Council,  of  the  conditions 
sanitary,  etc.  of  the  Police  Station,  and  I hope  in  the  near  future  you  will 
find  some  way  to  take  care  of  your  Police.  A proper  home  should  be  pro- 
vided for  them,  and  a sanitary  prison  for  juveniles,  women  and  men 
prisoners.  This  is  a serious  question  and  may  you  give  some  thought  and 
attention  to  it. 
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With  the  erection  of  a new  Police  Station  should  be  installed  a Recall 
Gamewell  system,  with  the  colored  lights  attached,  this  would  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Department  and  amply  repay  for  its  installation  and 
upkeep. 

Until  such  time  as  this  can  be  done,  probably  some  arrangement 
could  be  made  with  the  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Company,  to  turn 
the  lights  out  and  on  again  twice  in  succession,  to  warn  the  officers  on  the 
street  at  night  to  get  in  touch  with  Headquarters  at  once.  It  would  be 
necessary  to  do  this  only  when  a serious  crime  had  been  committed,  or 
in  ease  of  an  emergency  should  arise  when  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
station  wanted  to  get  in  communication  with  the  officers  on  the  street 
immediately. 

I recommend  the  purchase  of  a Ford  runabout  instead  of  a motor- 
cycle for  the  patrolling  of  the  Hebronville-Dodgeville  section.  A motor- 
cycle can  be  used  only  in  the  summer  season  and  when  the  weather  is  dry, 
whereas  an  automobile  could  l>e  used  all  the  year  round,  and  the  cost  of 
upkeep  is  not  so  much  more. 

The  automobile  used  in  South  Attleboro  has  been  operated  on  an 
average  of  30  miles  a week,  this  means  more  than  18,000  miles  a j^ear.  1 
believe  it  would  be  good  judgment  to  turn  it  in  for  a new  one,  as  a fair 
cash  value  can  be  realized  for  it  in  exchange,  and  if  kept  another  year  the 
cost  of  repairs  will  be  large. 

I recommend  favorable  action  by  your  Honorable  Board  on  the 
petition  of  the  officers  for  an  increase  in  wages,  with  the  high  cost  of 
uniforms  and  rubber  goods  that  have  to  be  purchased  by  them,  they  can- 
not keep  their  families  in  a respectable  manner  on  the  amount  now  re- 
ceived by  them. 

The  office  of  supervisor  of  motor  vehicles  has  been  added  to  the  duties 
of  the  Chief  of  Police.  Licenses  are  now  being  issued  by  the  Municipal 
Council  to  persons  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire,  and  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  will  necessitate  considerable 
time  and  work  by  that  official,  in  addition  to  his  other  duties.  I trust 
that  3'our  Honorable  Board  will  bear  this  matter  in  mind  when  regulating 
salaries  for  the  coming  year. 

APPRECIATION. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Superior  Officers  and  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  loyalty  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year, 
each  officer  performed  his  duties  faithfully  and  well,  and  conducted,  him- 
self, with  a very  few  exceptions,  in  a commendable  manner. 

I thank  especially  Patrolmen  Brown  and  Brogan  for  the  excellent 
work  performed  by  them  in  South  Attleboro,  both  being  new  officers  and 
assigned  to  a district  where  cool  judgment  is  needed  at  all  times,  they  have 
demonstrated  their  ability  to  cope  with  any  situation  that  may  arise. 

CONCLUSION. 

I wish  to  thank  His  Honor,  Mayor  George  A.  Sweney,  the  Members 
of  the  Municipal  Council,  the  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District  Court, 
Court  Officials,  Miss  Alice  C.  Daley  of  the  S.  P.  C.  C.,  Miss  Ruth  M. 
Hyslop  of  the  Associated  Charities,  Chief  Clark  and  members  of  the  P^'ire 
Department,  City  Hall  Emploj^ees,  newspaper  men,  and  all  others  who 
assisted  the  Department  in  any  way  during  the  year.

Attleboro,  Mass.,  Dec.  15,  1924. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: — 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  from  January  1, 
1924  to  December  15,  1924. 

This  year  marks  the  largest  number  of  licensed  dogs  that  the  city 
has  ever  had,  according  to  the  records  of  the  City  Clerk  we  have  now 
about  1300  licensed  dogs,  not  including  the  kennel  licenses  that  have  been 
issued.  During  the  year  I have  had  occasion  to  answer  297  complaints 
concerning  the  keeping  of  dogs  and  have  also  killed  80  dogs  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Attleboro.  I have  had  a list  of  204  delinquent  names 
of  owners  of  unlicensed  dogs  given  me  by  the  City  Clerk,  three  of  which 
were  prosecuted  according  to  Chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

I think  it  quite  fitting  that  I should  call  your  attention  to  the  pro- 
blem which  seems  to  be  increasing  year  by  year  of  the  disposal  of  the 
dead  bodies  of  dogs,  those  that  have  been  killed  by  accident  on  the  street, 
together  with  those  that  had  to  be  killed  according  to  the  Chapter  of  the 
General  Laws  relating  to  dogs.  Permission  is  not  easily  obtained  for  the 
burying  of  these  animals,  consequently  it  necessitates  their  conveyance 
to  the  rendering  plant  of  N.  Roy  & Son,  South  Attleboro,  Mass. 

I have  previously  recommended  to  your  honorable  body  that  a 
larger  appropriation  be  made  to  compensate  for  the  increasing  work  of 
this  department  and  I would  therefore  recommend  again  that  SlOO  addi- 
tional be  appropriated  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  department  for  the 
year  of  1925.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  Attleboro: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924.  The  past 
year  has  been  another  busy  and  successful  year  for  our  Library,  as  you 
will  observe  by  the  circulation  of  books  which  totaled  123,520,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  5420  volumes.  There  has  also  been  an  increase 
in  the  use  of  books  read  in  the  library  of  which  no  record  is  made.  We 
now  have  a total  of  26,645  volumes  in  the  library.  2171  volumes  were 
added  last  \"ear;  306  of  these  were  gifts  and  292  purchased  from  invested 
funds. 

The  South  Attleboro  Branch  which  was  opened  during  the  year  has 
circulated  5665  volumes  and  the  Washington  School  Branch,  2900  vol- 
umes. Therefore,  it  is  apparent  that  the  citizens  in  these  sections  of  the 
city  are  making  good  use  of  the  branches,  and  we  expect  the  circulation 
will  increase. 

We  have  presented  our  budget  to  cover  expenses  for  the  year  1925. 
The  total  amount  required  is  $15,300,  an  increase  of  $518  over  1924.  In 
view  of  the  extra  expense  of  the  branches  and  the  constant  demand  for 
new  books,  necessary  repairs  and  the  unavoidable  changing  of  the  electric 
wiring  to  conform  to  the  new  system  adopted  in  the  center  of  the  citj^  we 
feel  we  have  held  the  amount  of  our  budget  down  to  a minimum,  if  we 
continue  to  give  the  service  which  we  are  confident  you  desire. 

The  money  expended  for  building  repairs  and  re-finishing  last  year 
has  made  a decided  improvement  but  shows  up  the  parts  which  have  not 
been  refinished  to  great  disadvantage.  The  money  requested  for  building 
repairs  for  1925  covers  only  the  most  important  of  the  re-finishing  that 
is  yet  to  be  done,  but  we  desire  to  keep  up  the  appearance  of  the  building 
as  well  as  possible. 

The  duties  of  our  staff  have  been  carried  on  satisfactorily  under  the 
efficient  direction  of  our  librarian,  and  we  feel  that  the  public  is  pleased 
with  the  service  rendered  by  the  Attleboro  Library. 

Our  Librarian,  Mrs.  Lucinda  F.  Spofford,  has  submitted  a complete 
report  for  the  year  1924  which  is  herewith  appended,  and  we  are  sure 
that  this  will  give  you  a comprehensive  idea  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  year.  We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  annual  re])ort 
of  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Raymond  Horton. 

Again,  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who 
have  helped  in  the  success  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library.

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LIBRARIANS’  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen:. 

1 have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report,  covering  the 
operations  of  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1924. 

In  spite  of  the  number  of  years  that  the  Public  Library  has  stood  for 
something  in  the  life  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  there  are  still  tliose  who 
consider  it  merely  a monument  of  learning,  a mere  collection  of  accumu- 
lated wisdom,  a supply  of  information,  and  reading  matter  to  those  wdio 
happen  to  call  for  help.  Therefore,  it  is  for  a clearer  understanding  of  its 
ideals  of  informed  intelligence,  of  sober  and  quiet  consideration  of  serious 
things  by  the  great  masses  of  our  people  that  we  have  striven  Today  all 
lives  have  so  much  that  is  ephemeral  and  hectic  and  hurried  that  deliber- 
ate intelligence  seems  at  times  threatened  with  extinction,  and  it  is  for  such 
institutions  as  ours  to  make  clear  statement  of  our  ideals. 

One  of  the  satisfactory  developments  is  the  increasing  intimacy  in 
the  relation  of  the  library  with  the  societies  and  organizations  having 
similar  interests.  The  Attleboro  chapter  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Arts  has  held  twm  exhibits  in  the  library  rooms  with  an  attendance  of 
nearly  6,000.  The  first,  held  in  March,  an  exhibition  of  paintings,  water- 
colors  and  pottery  and  the  second,  in  November,  wdth  paintings  by  C. 
Arnold  Slade  and  sculpture  by  Christian  Petersen,  both  local  men. 
Three  lectures  w^re  given  on  art  subjects,  in  the  lecture  hall. 

The  library  feels  that  in  encouraging  these  activities  it  is  fostering 
and  developing  one  more  agency  of  cultural  value  in  the  community. 

The  lecture  hall  has  been  used  this  year  for  four  LTniversity  extension 
courses.  The  Etario  Club,  North  Purchase  Club,  Attleboro  Mother’s 
Club,  have  held  lectures  and  readings.  The  Trustees’  room  has  been 
used  many  times  for  committee  meetings  as  well  as  meetings  of  Book 
clubs. 

The  library  lined  up  with  practically  all  of  the  welfare  organizations 
at  the  Health  show  which  was  held  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  A booth  w^as  taken 
by  the  library,  and  by  charts,  pictures,  and  books  on  health,  advertised 
the  library  idea.  One  visitor  asked  the  librarian,  “What  do  you  sell?” 
“We’re  selling  the  idea  of  the  public  library  to  the  people  of  Attleboro 
along  wdth  the  showing  of  our  books  on  health”  replied  the  librarian. 

It  w'as  amazing  to  find  out  the  number  of  people  who  live  in  the  City 
wTm  never  use  the  Library,  and  those  w'ho  do  use  it  wdio  fail  to  realize 
the  extent  of  its  entire  service  to  the  community.  It  was  valuable  exper- 
ience, one  met  the  public  on  new  ground  and  learned  something  of  the 
business  principles  w^hich  enter  into  making  a thing  of  that  kind  a suc- 
cess. 


The  “Sun”  has  helped  in  every  w'ay  to  extend  the  librarj^  message. 
We  are  always  under  obligations  to  the  press  of  the  city  for  space  given 
us  for  annotated  lists  of  new  books,  as  w'ell  as  for  many  items  of  lib- 
rary interest. 
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ACCESSIONS  AND  CIRCULATION. 


The  total  circulation  for  the  year  1924  amounted  to  123,520  an  in- 
crease of  5420  volumes.  Only  the  year  1922  has  seen  a larger  circulation. 
The  classes  that  show  the  largest  increase  comprise  books  on  science,  useful  . 
arts  and  biography.

Few  people  realize  what  an  economical  expedient  a public  library  is 
for  supplying  the  book  needs  of  a community,  and  what  large  returns  the 
public  get  from  money  expended.  The  total  maintenance  of  the  public 
lilmary  costs  the  city  about  $.64  per  capita. 

The  person  who  buys  one  new  book  in  the  course  of  a year,  probably 
pays  three  times  that  amount.  It  costs  the  patrons  of  circulating  lib- 
raries $.64  in  a very  few  weeks  for  a single  book.  Through  the  Public 
Library  and  its  branches,  every  citizen  for  his  $.64  not  only  may  draw 
novels,  but  any  reasonable  number  of  other  books.  Besides  books,  the 
library  circulates  music,  stereoscopic  views,  pictures,  magazines,  and 
clippings. 

For  this  amount  comfortable  quarters,  lighted  and  heated,  in  which 
to  study  and  read.  Then,  there  is  a corps  of  librarians,  who  are  ready  to 
help  in  the  finding  of  books  and  information.  Not  only  is  the  service 
given  to  the  adult,  but  the  children  are  helped  in  every  Avay  to  cultivate  a 
wholesome  taste  for  reading. 

Not  a small  part  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  directed  toward  bring- 
ing books  to  the  attention  of  those  who  do  not  realize  to  the  full  the  great 
opportunity  that  awaits  them  in  the  use  of  the  Public  Library. 

Besides  the  books  taken  home  there  is  an  increasing  use  of  books  in 
the  building  of  which  no  record  is  kept.  A wider  understanding  of  how 
much  the  community  benefits  from  a library,  and  at  what  small  cost  will 
lead  to  larger  support — public  or  private — and  greater  support  is  nec- 
essary if  we  keep  pace  with  the  demands  that  come  from  the  various  parts 
of  the  city. 

During  the  year  2171  volumes,  of  which  306  were  gifts,  and  292  were 
purchased  from  funds,  were  added;  1533  volumes  were  worn  out,  leaving 
a net  gain  of  642  volumes.  The  total  stock  now  comprises  26,645  vol- 
umes. 


Children’s  Room  and  School  Use. 


The  children’s  room  is  the  natural  point  of  approach  for  those  young 
readers  who  are  below  the  age  of  entering  High  School,  therefore  it  is  a 
busy  and  animated  place. 
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“Good  Book  Week”  was  observed.  The  library  emphasized  the  fact 
that  it  stood  ready  to  aid  younger  readers  and  parents  in  the  choice  of 
books,  by  posters  and  the  distribution  of  copies  of  a selected  list  of  books. 
For  one  week  one  of  our  local  book  stores  had  a window  display  of  some  of 
the  books  recommended  by  the  Public  Library. 


During  the  summer  months  a successful  “Vacation  reading  club” 
with  a membership  of  130  was  formed.  556  books  were  read  and  reviews 
written. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  year  the  reading  from  the  “State  reading 
list”  was  suggested  to  one  teacher.  From  that  suggestion  grew  an  almost 
overwhelming  demand  for  books  on  the  lists.  96  certificates  have  been 
issued  and  11  honor  certificates.  The  state  offers  to  any  child  who  reads 
five  books  chosen  from  approved  graded  lists,  a certificate  which  bears  the 
name  of  the  state  superintendent  of  education,  the  director  of  the  division 
of  public  libraries  and  the  local  librarian,  and  an  honor  certificate  for 
twenty  books  read. 

To  meet  this  very  urgent  demand  for  books  is  one  of  our  real  problems 
for  not  only  are  the  children  interested  but  teachers  and  principals  are 
urging  the  reading  upon  the  children. 

We  have  been  able  to  discontinue  the  school  deposits  in  the  Wash- 
ington and  South  Attleboro  Schools  as  the  branches  are  accessible  to  the 
children.  The  Tiffany  and  Briggs  Corner  schools  are  now  the  only  build- 
ings where  the  children  are  unable  to  have  access  to  a real  library.  The 
teachers  from  all  of  the  schools  make  use  of  their  teacher’s  cards  to  supply 
themselves  and  their  classes  with  supplementary  material. 


The  circulation  of  the  children’s  room  totaled  31,574.  The  entire 
juvenile  circulation  including  schools  and  branches  was  42,190.  The 
circulation  to  teachers  for. class  room  use  was  1476.  1860  pictures  were 

circulated. 


Branches. 


It  has  been  felt  for  some  time  that  the  Attleboro  Public  Library 
needed  to  extend  and  develop  its  constituency  even  more  than  its  circula- 
tion of  books.  There  were  whole  groups  of  possible  or  prospective  readers 
who  had  not  been  brought  into  a position  where  they  were  ready  to  use  the 
library  resources  either  on  account  of  too  great  distance  or  from  not  having 
it  brought  to  their  attention. 

As  a result  of  this  thinking,  feeling,  doing  and  a very  keen  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  Mother’s  Club  of  the  Washington  School  and  the  people 
of  South  Attleboro  village  this  year  has  seen  the  opening  of  two  branches. 
The  South  Attleboro  Branch  located  in  a rented  building  at  486  Newport 
Ave.  and  the  Washington  Branch,  conducted  in  the  Washington  School. 
From  the  South  Attleboro  Branch  there  has  been  a circulation  of  5665 
with  258  registered.  The  Branch  was  formally  opened  in  April  with  the 
Mayor,  Trustees  and  people  of  South  Attleboro  present.  The  building 
had  under  gone  extensive  repairs  and  the  necessary  furniture  was  installed. 
Money  for  these  changes  was  provided  by  people  interested  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  The  Mother’s  Club  gave  a Webster’s  International 
dictionary.  Magazines  have  to  a great  extent  been  provided  by  local 
women.  Curtains  were  made  by  the  same  loyal  members  of  the  Mother’s 
Club. 
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Vacation  reading  club  was  carried  on  during  the  summer  months  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  In  the  fall  a book  party  was  given  at  which 
eacii  member  of  the  club  entertained  a guest. 

During  “Good  Rook  Week”  an  exhibition  of  suitable  books  for 
Christmas  purchase  was  held  during  one  afternoon  and  evening. 

In  May  the  Washington  Branch  opened  in  the  Washington  School. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  the  School  De})t.  and  the  keen  interest  of  Mr. 
Pales  consent  was  obtained  by  a committee  from  the  Mothers’  Club  to 
have  shelves  made  in  a small  room  and  in  this  way  the  branch  became  an 
actuality.  As  the  library  had  no  money  to  carry  on  the  work  members  of 
the  club  have  been  willing  to  give  their  time,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  librarian,  in  order  that  the  people  might  have  library  privileges. 

During  the  fall  all  of  the  children  of  the  school  were  registered.  Three 
afternoons  a week  are  library  days  for  the  school  children.  This  part  of 
the  program  is  cared  for  by  the  Principal,  Mrs.  Clayton.  In  the  four 
months  that  the  Branch  has  been  open  2900  books  have  circulated. 

In  INIarch,  the  High  School  Librarian  was  taken  over  by  the  School 
Department.  This  is  a very  satisfactory  arrangement  as  the  Public 
Library  needed  a full  time  assistant  and  the  entire  time  of  the  librarian 
was  demanded  at  the  High  School. 

The  Library  has  continued  to  loan  books  to  the  High  School  in  as 
large  numbers  as  last  year  for  required  reading. 

At  the  Dodgeville  Branch  the  circulation  has  been  2780  a gain  of  293 
over  tlie  previous  year.  Since  Se])tember  the  Dodgeville  Neighborhood 
House  has  been  closed  and  all  social  activities  of  the  Association  trans- 
ferred to  the  Dodgeville  School. 

During  the  winter  months  Mrs.  William  F.  Eastwood  conducted  a 
very  successful  series  of  story  hours.  The  close  of  the  series  was  celebrated 
I\V  a Alayday  party. 

From  the  Hebronville  Branch  there  has  been  a eirculation  of  5246. 
Airs  Dorothy  Poland  has  had  the  direct  charge  of  the  work  under  Miss 
. Roberts’  symi)athetic  guidance. 

The  Girls’  Club  raised  money  and  placed  three  years’  subscriptions 
for  magazines. 


GIFTS. 


The  library  expresses  its  thanks  to  all  donors  of  books  and  pamph- 
lets. To  the  book  collection  in  the  Children’s  Room  there  have  been 
additions  to  the  amount  of  $300  from  Airs.  Gertrude  Sweet.  The  annual 
Chaminade  Club  concert  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  library  and  $50 
was  received  as  an  addition  to  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  Alusic 
Fund.  Airs.  Tilda  Einstein  gave  a curtain  for  the  lecture  hall  and  Air. 
Leonard  Lamb  and  Prof.  Arthur  Lamb  gave  a balo])ticon.  The  sum  of 
$278  was  received  from  the  Library  Aid  Association  and  funded. 


STAFF. 


Changes  have  taken  place  in  the  staff  during  the  year.  Aliss  Alar- 
garet  Kanaly  of  the  Belmont  Library  joined  the  staff  in  Alarcli,  and  Aliss 
Carolyn  Towle,  for  the  past  year  Children's  Librarian,  resigned  to  con- 
tinue her  studies.  Aliss  Ethel  S.  Bickford,  a Radcliffe  College  graduate 
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came  to  us  in  December.  But  for  the  excellent  spirit  of  service  to  meet 
growing'  demands  during  the  winter  season,  the  vacation  periods  with 
its  reduced  working  force  and  added  work  necessitated  by  the  opening  of 
more  Branches,  our  service  would  be  much  less  effective. 

One  or  more  members  of  the  staff  have  attended  the  professional 
meetings  of  the  Round  Table  for  Children’s  Librarians,  Old  Dartmouth 
Club  at  Fall  River  and  the  Library  Institute  held  in  Boston  under  the 
direction  of  the  Alassachusetts  Library  Commission.  Miss  Dorothy 
Richardson  took,  at  her  own  expense,  the  six  weeks  summer  course  at 
the  New  York  State  Library  School.  The  library  was  represented  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  in  Saratoga  Springs 
l>y  the  Librarian. 

The  Librarian  spoke  before  the  Washington  School  Alothers  Club, 
South  Attleboro  Neighborhood  meetings,  Taunton  Alothers’  Club,  Pierian 
Club,  Round  Table,  Women’s  Christian  Temperance  LInion  and  the 
Girl  Scouts.  She  gave  instruction  to  the  girls  of  the  Continuation  School 
as  well  as  book  talks  and  readings  to  visiting  classes. 

The  Librarian  wishes  to  express  her  thanks  to  the  Trustees  for  their 
support,  and  to  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  and  constant 
cooperation  in  the  work  of  the  year.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen:— 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  tentli  animal  report  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1924. 

The  writer  completed  his  first  term  as  Superintendent  in  April  and 
was  reappointed  for  a second  term,  which  aj)pointment  was  approved  by 
the  Municipal  Council.  The  appeal  to  the  District  Court  by  Mr.  D.  F. 
Vaughn  to  be  restored  to  his  duties  as  foreman  in  the  Highway  Division 
was  decided  in  favor  of  the  City.  It  is  interesting  to  note  in  this  con- 
nection that  the  efforts  of  the  department  were  record  breaking  in  several 
instances,  and  it  has  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  elimination  of  the 
above  mentioned  foreman  has  worked  out  as  an  economy  in  the  control  of 
the  efforts  of  the  personnel. 

The  cooperation  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Muni- 
cipal Council  in  projecting  our  prolilems  after  due  study  is  worthy  indeed 
of  appreciation. 

Resides  covering  in  on  emergencies  outside  of  our  usual  jurisdiction, 
this  department  has  taken  care  of  work  upon  our  public  highways,  side- 
walks, street  lighting,  oiling,  street  signs,  house  numbering,  street  cleaning, 
surface  drainage  (construction  and  maintenance);  the  water  system,  its 
care,  upkeep  and  extension,  the  Pumping  Station,  filter  beds,  storage 
reservoir,  standpipe,  and  maintenance  of  the  A.  IL  C.  St.  Ry.,  as  well  as 
supervising  the  contract  operation  of  same. 

The  weather  during  the  year  has  been  difficult  to  forecast  and  nu- 
merous long  established  weather  bureau  records  for  this  locality  have 
been  broken.  In  the  main  the  weather  conditions  operated  as  a hardship 
in  the  planning  and  performance  of  outdoor  work.  Starting  the  year  the 
winter  was  unusually  open.  However,  in  the  late  winter  we  had  record 
breaking  gales  and  snow  storms  which  caused  us  to  expend  considerable 
snow  and  ice  money  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  The  spring  started 
with  rainy  weather,  and  then  turned  dry,  so  that  going  into  the  summer 
there  was  considerable  suffering  from  drought  in  and  about  this  vicinity. 
The  fall  was  open  but  cool  and  the  last  quarter  was  remarkably  in  our  fav  or 
considering  the  fact  that  we  were  allowed  to  continue  trench  excavation 
right  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  well  to  mention  at  this  time  that 
there  were  two  unusually  heavy  gales  during  the  summer  and  early  fall 
which  wrought  considerable  destruction  in  our  midst  blowing  down  trees, 
clogging  up  drains,  and  vv^ashing  out  roads  in  South  Attleboro  learling  to 
St.  Jean  plat. 

As  a matter  of  record  I wish  to  report  that  this  department  has  once 
more  lived  within  the  gross  funds  allowed  it  by  the  IMayor  and  the  Aluni- 
cipal  Council  in  the  budget.  There  was  a change  in  our  gross  lighting 
figure  which  was  not  considered  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  budget,  so 
that  an  auditor’s  adjustmelit  in  finally  settling  our  accounts  will  show  the 
covering  which  was  authorized  by  the  Munici])al  ('’ouncil. 
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The  outstanding  features  affecting  our  work  and  expenditure  in  this 
department  for  the  year  are  as  follows: — 

1.  The  granting  of  the  necessary  authority  for  the  construction  of 
electric  conduits  by  the  Attleboro  Steam  & Electric  Company  in  the  center 
of  the  city. 

2.  The  commencement  of  a new  lighting  policy  under  a new  con- 
tract covering  the  new  lights  in  the  center  as  amended  and  extended,  and 
an  all  night  clause  covering  the  entire  city.  The  new  contract  taking 
effect  October  1,  1924. 

3.  The  authorization  for  l)onds  to  cover  sewer  extensions  was 
granted  for  the  first  time  in  several  years.  It  was  received  by  this  de- 
partment August  9,  1924.  Sewer  extensions  were  authorized  on  Water 
Street,  West  Street,  Lexington  Avenue,  Riverside  Avenue,  Short  Street, 
and  South  Alain  Street.  Drain  construction  was  authorized  under  the 
same  l)ond  issue  on  West  Street  and  Hodges  Street.  The  work  on  all  of 
these  projects  was  well  started  before  the  closing  of  the  year. 

4.  The  general  effectiveness  of  a policy  of  conservation  and  follow 
up  inspection  in  the  Water  Division  proved  its  worth  conclusively  in  face 
of  the  recorded  shortage  of  water  all  around  us. 

5.  The  completion  in  replacement  and  extension  of  5546'  of  6"  C.  1. 
pipe  and  416'  of  8"  as  listed  below. 

6.  The  amiable  and  practical  working  out  of  a co-ordinated  program 
between  this  department  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
covering  the  construction  of  a cement  highway  on  Washington  Street 
between  the  Noth  Attleboro  line  and  Highland  Avenue,  and  including  use 
of  and  repair  to  the  necessary  road  detours. 

7.  The  continuation  of  our  established  policy  of  working  out  within 
reasonable  limits,  from  our  current  funds,  improvements  whose  factor  of 
life  is  as  extensive  as  possible  was  clearly  shown  in  bridges,  culverts, 
sidewalks,  and  highways. 

8.  An  initial  expenditure  for  a modern  improved  group  of  buildings 
and  storage  yard  for  this  department  on  the  lot  on  Forest  Street,  as 
exemplified  by  the  garage  constructed. 

9.  The  public  advance  in  knowledge  of  the  bus  problem  by  the 
competitive  entry  of  different  companies  here  in  our  city.  This  know- 
ledge of  course  being  applicable  in  the  finality  of  any  future  policy  es- 
tablished to  cover  the  A.  B.  C.  St.  Ry. 

10.  The  sincere  cooperation  of  this  department  with  the  Health  De- 
partment in  the  work  of  eliminating  pollution  from  Thacher  Brook  and 
the  Ten  Alile  River. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  office  of  this  de- 
partment, and  it  has  been  without  question  a very  great  advantage  to 
have  the  aid  of  girls  who  are  familiar  with  and  experienced  in  the  details 
which  arise  from  day  to  day  in  the  routine  of  department  operation.  In 
the  past  the  Superintendent  has  seen  fit  to  recommend  increases  for  each 
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of  these  young  ladies,  but  the  budget  for  the  past  year  has  not  been  such 
that  the  desired  result  could  be  accomplished.  In  the  pressure  which 
falls  upon  these  young  ladies  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  recognize  their  extra  work  as  far  as  possible  with  the  funds 
available. 


I feel  that  at  this  time  it  is  well  to  call  your  attention  to  the  direct 
need  of  a more  equitable  distribution  of  the  work  which  falls  upon  these 
young  ladies  during  the  water  bill  periods,  i.  e.,  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  order  that  the  spirit  of  the  ordinance  govern- 
ing water  bills  may  be  properly  lived  up  to.  I feel  tliat  in  this  con- 
nection a conference  which  will  include  the  Council  Committee,  the 
IMayor,  the  City  Collector,  and  the  Superintendent  might  work  out  a 
more  advantageous  arrangement  for  all  concerned. 

On  the  night  of  September  9,  a spout  and  gutter  clogged  in  the 
building  housing  the  office  and  the  water  worked  through.  The  ceilings 
and  walls  collapsed  and  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  furnishings 
and  records.  On  the  following  morning  the  general  office  was  moved  to 
the  Engineer’s  room  and  the  forces  performed  their  duties  there  for  about  a 
month.  An  adjustment  was  made  by  the  Savings  and  Loan  Association 
on  the  rental  bill  which  was  satisfactory. 

Having  observed  since  the  spring  of  1921  the  operation  of  this  de- 
partment, I feel  that  a primary  requisite  for  coordinating  properly  the 
efforts  of  the  several  divisions  one  with  another,  and  all  towards  the 
general  good,  is  the  construction  at  the  Forest  Street  property  of  a pro- 
perly built,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  administration  building  to  house 
the  general  offices,  for  the  Superintendent  and  administrating  clerks,  as 
well  as  the  engineering  forces.  This  construction  would  be  a great  step 
forward  in  the  convenient  handling  of  this  department  because  it  would 
eliminate  or  minimize  to  the  smallest  possible  degree  the  running  about 
that  must  exist  with  the  general  yard  for  the  highway  on  one  side  of  the 
city,  the  general  offices  for  the  department  in  tlie  center,  and  the  sewer 
and  water  yards  and  shops  in  a third  location.  I feel  that  in  making  this 
recommendation,  I am  calling  to  your  attention  the  logical  step  towards 
the  consolidation  which  was  initiated  some  years  ago  in  the  purchase  of 
the  Cummings  property  to  the  rear  of  the  old  highway  yard  adjacent  to 
it  and  to  the  Taunton  branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad.  Further  desirable  details  of  this  scheme,  as  outlined,  will  be 
presented  during  the  coming  year. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION. 

This  division  has  had  adequate  work  for  the  personnel  employed. 
For  the  highway  section  of  the  department  they  have  made  street  surveys 
of  Bank,  Leroy,  Bicknell,  Hope  and  Peck  Streets  for  the  Bank  Street 
widening  project;  and  for  the  Peck  Avenue  drainage  scheme,  as  proposed 
and  submitted.  This  project  in  conjunction  with  the  grade  changes  on 
Bank  Street  and  the  casement  of  approaches  to  the  Bank  Street  bridge 
was  considered  to  be  excellent,  but  was  not  executed  because  of  the  fact 
the  expense  at  this  time  was  considered  too  great,  as  1 understand  it. 
The  records  of  several  streets  which  to  all  intents  and  purposes  have  been 
accepted  for  some  years  past  were  found  to  be  incomplete,  and  steps  were 
taken  to  clear  up  the  titles.  Among  these  I would  mention  Maple  Street 
between  Park  and  Brook  Streets,  for  which  plans  have  been  made,  and  also 
Hodges  Street  between  Mechanic  Street  and  the  Railroad.  It  is  expected 
to  submit  the  information  obtained  on  Maple  Street  in  the  coming  year 
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and  at  that  time  to  have  included  a drainage  scheme  to  relieve  conditions 
which  are  not  at  all  good  in  the  low  lying  land  in  and  around  George, 
Maple,  and  Solomon  Streets.  The  Council  accepted  a relocation  of 
Railroad  Avenue,  Payson  Street,  round  corners  at  Pearl  and  Pine  Streets, 
Elizabeth  and  Hodges  Streets,  and  Fourth  and  Jackson  Streets  upon  the 
details  worked  out  by  the  division. 

On  our  drainage  problems,  surveys,  plans  and  estimates  were  made  on 
Oak  Street,  Hodges  Street,  Bank  to  Peck  Street,  as  mentioned  above. 
West  Street,  Caleb  Orr’s  drain  in  South  Attleboro,  and  the  lower  part  of 
the  Cambridge  Street  drain.  For  the  sewer  extension,  which  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  recommend,  the  engineering  work  was  followed  from 
its  inception  through  the  actual  construction,  as  recorded  before.  In 
conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  a very  considerable  number  of 
service  connections  have  been  added  during  the  current  year,  and  the  co- 
ordination between  thet  wo  departments  is  directly  responsible  in  my 
opinion  for  this  result. 

Bridge  studies  were  made  on  Read  Street  and  on  Newport  Aven 
and  culverts  as  required  were  laid  out  on  Newport  Avenue  between  Caleb 
Orr’s  and  the  large  brook  crossing. 

For  the  Water  Division  the  usual  blue  prints  and  records  were  kept  up 
as  well  as  possible  for  gate  and  service  locations,  and  main  extensions, and 
an  investigation  was  made  covering  the  Tappan  building,  as  a result  of 
which  a large  rebate  was  authorized  covering  water  which  in  years  past 
had  been  metered  twice  and  for  which  the  owners  had  made  application. 
The  1924  extensions  to  main  line  were  checked  up  for  detail  by  our  en- 
gineering party,  and  lines  and  grades  for  all  of  our  current  maintenance 
and  construction  work  as  well  as  our  record  plans  were  brought  into  order 
by  this  division. 

A considerable  amount  of  detail  was  placed  upon  this  office  in  their 
connection  with  the  new  duet  line  location  construction  and  the  improved 
sidewalk  replacement  made  necessary  by  this  work.  Because  of  the  close 
cooperation  needed  between  our  engineers  and  the  employees  of  the 
several  divisions  composing  this  department,  I feel  that  a detailed  analysis 
of  the  engineering  work  for  the  year  would  convince  any  interested  party 
that  the  recommendation  above  for  an  administration  building  at  a general 
yard  is  desirable  from  this  standpoint. 

The  City  Survey  which  the  late  Mr.  Frank  T.  Westcott  of  North  Attle- 
boro started  in  the  southerly  end  of  the  city  was  to  have  been  continued 
in  the  fall  of  the  year  under  his  supervision  in  areas  with  which  he  had 
considerable  experience.  His  sudden  death  in  the  fall  of  the  year  upset 
considerably  the  outline  as  it  had  been  projected,  and  it  is  without  ques- 
tion reasonably  certain  that  a different  line  of  procedure  will  be  under- 
taken in  furthering  our  City  Survey  work  during  the  coming  year.  The 
controlling  feature  of  our  policy  in  this  work  during  its  initial  period 
having  been  the  accumulated  knowledge  and  familiarity  of  Mr.  West- 
cott in  his  long  years  of  engineering  work  with  this  locality.  We  are 
expecting  further  definite  information  later  on  as  to  what  will  satisfy  the 
assessors  and  councillors  in  the  proposed  policy  for  the  city  survey  and 
when  these  desires  have  been  considered,  it  is  our  intention  to  proceed  in 
accordance  with  them.  If  the  funds  are  made  available  for  a definitely 
laid  out  program  covering  more  than  one  year  for  this  work,  I feel  that  it  is 
only  fair  to  urge  the  purchase  of  a Ford  car  for  the  use  of  this  division  in 
order  to  expedite  their  continuous  movement  which  will  be  required  in 
any  such  program. 
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HIGHWAY  DIVISION. 

Five  years  ago  it  was  considered  that  oiir  highways  here  in  New 
England  were  being  sn])jeeted  to  very  intense  traffic,  and  a constant  im- 
provement would  have  to  be  onr  policy  toapproximateacomparisonbe tween 
improved  highwaj"  mileage  and  the  increase  of  vehicles  using  the  highways 
measured  in  thousands.  A chart  published  by  the  “Attleboro  Sun”  of 
December  4,  1924  showing  the  growth  of  motor  vehicles  in  New  England 
convinces  one  that  the  number  of  vehicles  on  our  New  England  roads  has 
practically  doubled  since  1920.  An  editorial  from  the  same  paper  on 
December  8,  calls  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  October  of  the  current 
year  the  number  of  closed  cars  built  exceeded  the  number  of  open  cars  by 
four  percent. 

More  definite  proof  of  the  public  intention  to  demand  highway's  open 
to  motor  traffic  twelve  months  in  the  year  cannot  to  my  mind  be  produced. 
The  maintenance  problem  on  onr  highways  therefore  is  being  broadened 
in  leaps  and  bounds.  The  construction  program  of  highways  in  this 
country  which  has  been  a gigantic  one  covering  funds  from  the  nation, 
state,  county,  cities  and  towns  has  fallen  considerably  short  of  maintain- 
ing the  direct  ratio  between  the  per  thousand  unit  of  motor  vehicles  and 
the  miles  of  improved  highway  for  the  current  year  as  compared  to  1920. 
By  far  out  reaching  in  mathematical  ratio  the  highway  construction,  the 
automotive  industry  has  forced  a discussion  upon  the  so-called  point  of 
saturation  for  motor  vehicles.  However,  1 cannot  feel  that  this  point  is 
immediately  at  hand  because  in  Massachusetts  during  the  fiscal  year, 
which  ended  November  30,  1924,  there  was  an  increase  in  motor  vehicles 
registered  of  about  twenty  percent  over  the  pervious  year  for  passenger 
vehicles  and  about  ten  percent  for  trucks.  It  does  not  seem  to  me  that 
there  would  be  such  a wide  step  between  two  consecutives  years  if  the 
point  of  saturation  Avas  close  upon  us.  Therefore,  in  considering  the  work 
Avhich  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  and  the  Avork  Avhich  we  would 
like  to  do  in  the  coming  year,  it  is  advisable  to  measure  our  results  and 
desires  against  the  definite  facts  Avhich  are  herein  set  forth.  The  ratio  of 
expenditure  for  highAvays  computed  as  a proportionate  part  of  our  gross, 
tax  levy  has  been  a constantly  reducing  factor  since  1921.  This  fact  in 
face  of  the  conditions  spoken  of  above  merits  due  consideration  in  measur- 
ing the  Avork  of  this  division. 


RESURFACING. 


Under  this  account  7,697  square  yards  of  penetration  conforming  to 
State  specifications  Avas  laid  to  replace  gravel  surface.  This  is  in  line  AAuth 
our  already  established  policy  of  reducing  AAffiereA^er  possible,  and  con- 
ditions warrant  it,  the  graA^el  road  which  falls  Avithin  the  first  or  second 
classes  of  our  traffic.  It  is  an  increase  for  this  kind  of  Avork  of  over  tAA^nty- 
five  percent  as  measured  against  last  year. 

On  South  Main  Street  about  1350  feet,  18'  AAude,  Avas  put  in  to  connect 
two  pieces  of  stone  road  already  built  and  in  good  shape  between  Thurber 
Avenue  and  Atwell’s  curve.  This  completes  the  section  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  cemetery  doAvn  to  the  intersection  of  Knight  AA^enue  and 
South  Main  Street.  Conditions  made  a second  penetration  imperative 
on  South  Main  Street  between  the  DodgeAulle  sAAutch  and  the  Mill  yard 
gate.  This  improvement  seems  to  be  greatly  appreciated.  It  is  desir- 
able to  further  extend  this  type  of  road  on  South  Main  Street  in  the 
coming  year. 
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On  Wall  Street,  a main  cross  town  street  between  County  and  South 
Main  Streets,  it  was  necessary  in  the  interests  of  public  safety  to  put  down 
a rough  surface  heavily  built  penetration  job  to  accommodate  the  condi- 
tions due  to  grade  and  curvature  which  had  to  be  met.  This  is  from  the 
river  bridge  easterly  to  Dexter’s  driveway.  This  street  surface  should  be 
completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  Newport  Avenue  between  the  Eire  Station  and  Cumberland 
Avenue  in  the  late  fall  a piece  of  road  was  laid  under  conditions  covered 
by  our  heading  of  Newport  Avenue. 

On  Hayward  Street  between  North  Main  Street  and  Hodges  Street 
we  had  a very  poor  surface  and  yet  good  drainage  and  good  natural  base. 
After  writing  off  our  crushed  stone  at  prices  considered  fair  and  below  the 
current  market  there  was  available  about  one  hundred  tons  of  No.  1 stone, 
which  was  used  to  fill  out  the  job  of  putting  a light  penetration  on  Hay- 
ward Street.  This  being  a side  street,  I feel  that  this  light  road  will  give 
us  excellent  results  and  the  charges,  as  you  will  notice  in  the  attached  list 
which  include  asphalt  and  labor  and  some  stone,  but  not  the  hundred 
tons  mentioned,  is  a very  creditable  figure  bearing  in  mind  that  we  ob- 
tained about  1300  square  yards  of  road  surface. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  again  in  the  latter  months  of  the 
year  advantage  was  taken  of  the  weather  and  some  of  our  so-called  back 
roads  were  improved  at  points  which  had  heretofore  been  impassable  in  the 
spring  of  the  year.  Bishop  Street,  which  crosses  Bearswamp,  was  very 
noticeably  improved  crossing  the  swamp  so  that  our  citizens  who  have  to 
use  this  highway  will  bd  kept  out  of  the  mud  in  the  future.  Clifton 
Street,  between  Deantown  Road  and  the  boundary  line,  was  taken  up 
favorably,  as  one  of  the  worst  places  close  to  a good  gravel  pit,  to  be  im- 
proved. Some  of  the  mud  holes  were  fixed  up  and  it  is  expected  that  on 
both  of  these  streets  further  work  will  be  done  in  the  coming  year.  Handy 
Street,  Lindsey  Street,  and  Mechanic  Street  all  had  bad  holes,  which 
needed  gravel,  and  this  department  was  glad  to  improve  them.  Lindsey 
Street,  particularly,  owing  to  the  growing  traffic  upon  it  will  need  con- 
siderably more  work  westerly  from  the  railroad.  Mendon  Road  in  South 
Attleboro  was  worked  to  some  extent  between  Brown  Street  and  Leed- 
ham  Street  and  the  loam  that  was  stripped  therefrom  was  used  to  upbuild 
and  protect  the  slopes  on  the  Bacon  Street  causeway  between  the  two 
ponds.  Oak  Hill  Avenue  has  had  considerable  work  done  on  it  this 
year.  The  first  job  was  between  Reynolds  Avenue  and  end  of  the  good 
road  put  in  in  1922.  This  was  lightly  graveled  and  oiled  at  least  twice, 
and  a light  coat  of  binder  applied  in  the  late  fall.  It  has  been  a real 
improvement.  The  second  job  on  Oak  Hill  Avenue  started  at  Thurber 
Avenue  and  went  up  to  the  improved  road  laid  in  1923.  This  received  the 
same  treatment  as  the  first  piece  and  made  the  total  of  10,880  square  yards 
of  treated  gravel  surface  for  1924  on  Oak  Hill  Avenue.  On  Thurber 
Avenue,  between  Oak  Hill  Avenue  and  the  westerly  edge  of  the  camp 
grounds,  the  department  was  called  in  the  spring  of  the  year  to  build  up 
with  stone  fill  some  bad  mud  holes.  Later  from  the  gravel  bank  ad- 
jacent this  piece  was  graveled  and  treated  with  dust  layer  and  then  with  a 
heavier  oil.  The  results  have  been  a satisfactory  elimination  of  another 
rainy  weather  and  spring  bug-a-boo.  On  Steere  Street  w'here  the  road 
dips  just  easterly  about  750  feet  from  Park  Street  a start  was  made  in 
graveling  across  the  low  place,  and  it  is  expected  that  we  will  be  able  to 
continue.  Our  idea  being  as  in  the  other  cases  to  have  the  road  usable  for 
loads  twelve  months  in  the  year.  On  Richardson  Avenue,  Read  Street, 
and  Pike  Avenue  some  of  the  worst  places  were  picked  out  and  graveled 
enough  to  immediately  improve  the  conditions  for  general  traffic.  Fur- 
ther work  must  be  done  at  these  locations  to  satisfy  the  users. 
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Twelfth  Street  in  that  part  which  was  newly  accepted,  and  Thacher 
Street  westerly  from  Snell  Street  where  there  were  some  bad  mud  holes 
had  work  sufficient  to  cover  complaints  performed  thereon.  Tiffany 
Street  received  some  gravel  between  the  river  and  South  Main  Street 
from  No.  2 South  Main  Street  job.  Robert  Street,  Prairie  Avenue,  Park 
Street,  Hodges  Street,  James  Street,  Hawthorn  Street,  County  Street, 
Brown  Street  in  South  Attleboro,  Bank  Street  and  Wolfenden  Street  are 
among  those  streets  which  were  worked  in  conjunction  with  other  jobs  to 
obtain  some  benefits  in  an  economical  manner,  as  had  been  worked  out  by 
the  Superintendent.  The  penetration  job  from  the  Braid  Mill  corner  to 
Orr’s Corner  was  sealed  over  and  has  taken  a remarkable  lacing  due  to  the 
construction  of  Washington  Street.  Wilmarth  Street  and  several  mud 
holes  on  Slater  Street  can  be  recorded  as  having  been  improved  to  a very 
considerable  extent,  and  it  is  a great  satisfaction  to  find  the  Wilmarth 
Street  residents  going  out  of  their  way  to  mention  it. 

The  removal  of  the  loam  top  soil  on  Bacon  Street  between  Allen 
Street  and  Washington  Street  has  been  completed,  and  of  course  has  im- 
proved not  only  the  highway  but  the  long  slopes  which  needed  the  pro- 
tection of  the  loam  and  seed.  It  is  expected  that  we  will  be  able  to  put 
coarse  gravel  in  the  soft  spots  on  this  new  street  in  the  coming  year  so  that 
it  will  be  open  twelve  months  of  the  year  for  fire  apparatus  or  other  heavy 
trucking  to  travel  to  the  Plat.  Considerable  work  was  done  to  carry  out 
our  constant  improvement  of  West  Street,  and  it  is  noticed  that  a great 
deal  of  light  traffic  follows  West  Street  from  North  Main  crossing  to  South 
Attleboro  giving  definite  proof  that  the  improvements  on  this  highway 
are  of  value  to  the  community. 

In  our  attached  statement  of  this  account  you  will  notice  miscellan- 
eous charges  both  labor  and  material,  and  unders.tand  that  they  are 
written  off  to  cover  some  of  our  hay,  grain,  gasoline,  oil,  running  repairs 
on  sheds,  carts,  etc.,  horse  shoeing,  $125.00  for  water  sprinkling  charge, 
and  numerous  details  which  are  bound  to  arise  in  carrying  a current 
account  of  this  sort. 


NEWPORT  AVENUE. 

In  the  late  fall  of  1923,  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  State 
of  Massachusetts  awarded  a contract  to  T.  J.  Quinn  & Son,  of  Ashton, 
R.  I.,  to  construct  a concrete  highway  on  Washington  Street  from  High- 
land Avenue  in  Attleboro  to  where  the  old  post  road  crosses  Washington 
Street  in  North  Attleboro.  The  contractor  did  some  of  the  trench  work 
in  the  fall  of  1923,  and  arrangements  were  made  through  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council  to  allow  the  contractor  15,000  yards 
of  gravel,  more  or  less,  from  the  Pumping  Station  bank  at  the  rate  of  10c, 
payment  for  which  would  be  the  continuation  of  the  State  drain  project 
liehind  the  Reed  property  on  Newport  Avenue  and  Caleb  Orr’s  house  as 
an  open  joint  vitrified  pipe  drain. 

The  contractor  performed  this  work  finishing  early  in  the  year,  and 
then  made  preparations  to  work  the  gravel  pit  on  West  Street,  opposite 
the  Pumping  Station.  Up  until  April  first  no  definite  arrangements  had 
been  made  by  the  State  Board  with  this  department  covering  the  working 
agreement  to  handle  the  detour  on  Newport  Avenue  from  Washington 
Street  to  the  North  Attleboro  line.  A tentative  agreement  covering  the 
estimated  cost  seems  to  have  been  reduced  considerably  between  the  late 
fall  of  1923  and  the  spring  of  1924.  Mr.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Works,  however,  called  on  the  writer  and  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  about  the  first  of  April  and  agreed  to  the  direct  need  of  great  haste 
in  preparing  this  detour  for  the  most  heavily  traveled  road  that  we  know 
of  in  this  country. 
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Acting  upon  the  word  of  the  Chairman,  this  department  went  ahead 
and  put  the  detour  in  fair  passable  shape,  widening  and  banking  the  turns, 
patching,  and  sealing  up  bad  places,  and  oiling  the  entire  length.  Before 
the  work  was  completed  the  resident  engineer  for  the  State  had  occasion 
to  interrupt  our  progress  by  turning  two-way  traffic  over  the  road  we  were 
working  on.  It  seemed  unreasonable  at  that  time  that  there  should  have 
been  so  much  haste  imposed  upon  this  department  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
nothing  had  been  done  in  the  previous  four  months  to  make  definite  ar- 
rangements to  handle  the  traffic  to  be  detoured.  However,  in  its  finality 
the  opinion  of  the  writer  has  been  revised  somewhat  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  Public  Works  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  has  been  reasonably 
fair  in  meeting  all  of  the  charges  which  we  submitted  to  them,  the  total 
of  which  was  in  excess  of  what  they  first  advised  us  they  would  allow. 
The. items,  however,  including  labor,  material,  and  machinery  and  plant 
rentals  were  in  detail  and  itemized  at  current  prices.  The  cost  of  the  work 
on  Newport  Avenue,  as  paid  by  this  department  is  to  be  found  in  more 
than  one  maintenance  account,  i.  e.,  some  of  the  work  on  the  sidewalks 
as  required  will  be  found  under  “Sidewalks  Maintenance”;  the  road  work 
will  be  under  Resurfacing,  Dust  Layer  and  Tar  and  Patching”.  The 
items  in  our  report  are  all  expenditures  by  the  city. 

I am  calling  you  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a difference  be- 
tween this  figure  and  the  gross  cost  of  the  work  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
job  being  on  a split  basis  of  payment  between  the  State  and  City  had  the 
unit  rentals  for  City  plant  in  addition  to  the  regulation  payrolls  and  in- 
voices. 

After  the  work  of  putting  this  detour  in  shape  and  maintaining  the 
same  until  the  construction  of  the  concrete  highway  was  completed,  the 
matter  of  rehabilitating  this  general  route  was  taken  up  with  the  State. 
They  refused  to  listen  to  any  improved  change  of  surfacing.  However, 
they  were  reasonable  in  that  they  would  apply  their  share  of  what  was  the 
estimated  cost  for  restoring  the  whole  detour,  as  the  judgment  of  this 
department  working  with  their  district  engineer  should  require.  As  a re- 
sult we  obtained  a short  piece  of  penetration  road  from  the  Fire  Station  to 
Cumberland  Avenue.  1279  sq.  yds.  were  placed  upon  the  grade  line  as 
accepted  recently  on  the  relocation,  and  also  we  were  able  to  repair  the 
worst  faults  as  they  presented  themselves.  A bad  feature  of  the  last  part 
of  the  work  was  the  extreme  lateness  of  the  season  which  was  due  entirely 
to  the  red  tape  which  had  to  be  gone  through  in  order  to  receive  our  notice 
of  funds  from  the  State  Board. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  this  road  be  further  improved,  in  view  of 
the  heavy  traffic  which  is  normal  for  it,  from  West  Street  to  Washington 
Street  at  once,  and  it  is  also  in  my  opinion  definitely  important  that  a 
decision  governing  the  street  ear  line,  which  passes  along  one  side  of  the 
road  in  these  limits,  should  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  the  City’s 
investment  in  an  improved  highway  may  be  adequately  protected. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  paid  $2,901 . 15  in  three  payments. 


BRIDGES,  FENCES  AND  CULVERTS. 


From  the  carried  over  account  on  the  Bank  and  Water  Street  bridges, 
money  as  expended  on  Bank  Street  to  dress  up  the  sidewalk  and  approach- 
es where  settlement  which  is  to  be  expected  at  this  location  had  taken 
place. 
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At  Water  Street  the  guard  fences  were  painted  and  a cobble  gutter 
laid  to  approach  the  basin  reported  in  the  previous  report.  There  was 
money  transferred  from  this  account  to  allow  the  work  on  the  Dunham 
Street  Thacher  Brook  crossing  to  be  constructed. 

The  old  wooden  structure  at  Dunham  Street  crossing  Thacher  Brook 
was  badly  in  need  of  repair,  particularly  underneath  the  decking.  A 
short  study  was  made  and  it  was  decided  to  replace  the  existing  structure 
by  repairing  the  abutments,  pouring  a concrete  slab,  and  installing  a pair 
of  catch  basins  to  handle  the  gutter  flow  at  the  westerly  side  of  the  bridge. 
Funds  were  made  available  and  the  abutments  were  brought  into  line  and 
grade,  after  which  the  concrete  slab  for  the  roadway  and  two  sidewalks 
was  poured.  Besides  standard  gratings  were  built  on  the  westerly  side 
of  the  stream  at  the  bridge  basins  and  the  overflow  was  connected  through 
the  westerly  abutment  with  the  brook.  A guard  fence  was  set  where  need- 
ed on  the  down  stream  side  and  three  foot  returns  were  placed  at  the  end  of 
short  pieces  of  curb  to  act  as  wheel  guards  for  travel  coming  onto  the  bridge 
from  the  east.  All  of  this  work  was  completed  with  the  personnel  of  the 
department,  and  a very  satisfactory  result  obtained  with  a minimum 
expenditure. 

Prior  to  this  work  at  Dunham  Street,  the  department  had  replaced  at 
School  Street  over  Thacher  Brook  a wooden  decking  with  a concrete  slab 
in  a similar  manner.  The  basins  at  School  Street,  however,  are  not 
carrjdng  standard  gratings  and  were  included  at  this  time  at  very  small 
cost  as  an  expedient  to  cover  the  immediate  demand,  bearing  in  mind  the 
j)robable  further  improvements  westerly  from  the  creek  in  drainage  con- 
trol on  School  Street.  The  engineering  department  is  expected  to  submit 
something  on  this  improvement  in  the  coming  year.  It  is  a pleasure  to 
record  these  two  concrete  crossings  at  Thacher  Brook,  as  we  have  had  in 
the  past  several  calls  on  holidays  and  Sundays  to  make  small  repairs,  at 
these  locations. 

On  NeAvport  Avenue  southerly  from  Highland  Avenue  where  the  6" 
Avater  extension  had  passed,  an  old  stone  culvert  was  uncovered  and  found 
to  be  in  need  of  replacement.  This  is  located  between  Irving  Avenue  and 
Orr  Street.  The  forty-eight  feet  of  15"  corrugated  iron  pipe  and  bands 
used  here  was  taken  from  stock  that  had  been  purchased  under  drains. 
The  labor  will  show  as  consolidated  on  the  double  barrel  30 "culvert  which 
handles  the  brook  draining  the  large  swamp  area  westerly  of  the  race 
track.  The  crossing  of  the  highway  at  this  brook  has  always  been  rather 
dangerous  in  these  modern  times  because  of  the  fact  that  two  vehicles 
could  not  pass  within  the  limits  of  the  approaches.  Therefore  some  30" 
galvanized  corrugated  iron  pipe  which  was  a surplus  from  the  South  Main 
Street  drain  was  utilized  and  an  additional  piece  purchased,  which  shows 
in  this  account,  to  construct  a double  barrel  culvert  about  thirty-three 
(33')  feet  long.  A channel  guard  dry  wall  and  a wing  wall  were  laid  up  on 
the  upstream  side  of  the  culvert  to  meet  the  head  wall  which  was  set.  On 
the  down  stream  side  the  head  wall  was  not  completed,  but  some  heavy 
granite  stone  was  hauled  in  for  this  work.  A tree  adjacent  to  the  brook 
was  cut  down  and  it  was  found  that  the  stump  will  have  to  be  removed 
before  the  completion  of  the  down  stream  walls.  The  approach  fills  were 
made  and  the  culvert  put  into  use  late  in  the  year.  It  is  expected  that 
this  work  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  it  is  reasonably  possible  after  the 
Spring  rains. 

The  continuity  of  our  program  replacing  with  neAV  fence  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  guard  fences  along  our  railroad  approaches,  or  bad  river 
bends,  was  maintained  on  Lamb  Street,  Olive  Street,  Starkey  Avenue, 
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Holden  Street,  and  Thaeher  Street.  These  fences  with  a couple  of  coats 
of  white  paint  are  of  considerable  aid  to  traffic  safety  many  people  report 
to  this  office. 

I wish  to  be  recorded  as  very  strongly  in  favor  of  continuing  this  new 
fence  construction  in  annual  sequence  at  our  dangerous  highway  points  so 
that  the  future  will  not  find  us  in  the  same  fix  tht  we  were  in  recently,  i.  e., 
all  of  our  approach  fences  broken  down  because  of  being  approximately 
the  same  age. 

It  is  well  to  mention  at  this  time  that  the  Thaeher  Street  overpass  at 
the  New  Haven  Railroad  and  the  approach  fences  seem  to  have  been 
neglected  in  detail  in  the  order  promulgated  by  the  County  Board  in  di- 
recting that  this  construction  be  completed.  Whereas  the  original  peti- 
tion for  the  work  was  from  the  railroad  company,  and  prior  to  the  last  act 
governing  grade  separation  in  this  State,  the  finality  of  settlement  as  to 
who  shall  pay  the  charges  against  this  bridge  maintenance  seems  to  me  a 
point  to  be  settled  by  our  legal  experts.  The  work  performed  by  this 
department  on  the  fences  was  demanded  by  public  safety.  The  work  on 
the  bridge  and  sidewalk  which  is  included  in  our  miscellaneous  bridge  re- 
pairs also  has  been  demanded  by  public  necessity.  However,  a real 
understanding  should  be  brought  about  at  once  between  the  New  Haven 
Railroad  and  the  City  of  Attleboro  covering  in  detail  the  requirements 
at  this  location,  and  I recommend  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to 
consummate  this  agreement. 

Besides  the  new  fence  which  we  mention  in  our  attached  statistical 
list,  numerous  small  repairs  have  been  made  on  most  all  of  our  guard  rails 
as  required  either  by  wear  and  tear  or  having  been  struck  by  some  vehicle. 
Materia]  for  these  repairs  has  been  purchased  to  maintain  our  stock  in  the 
yard,  and  what  fence  rail  we  expected  to  use  until  the  early  spring  has 
been  purchased  and  primed. 

Under  our  miscellaneous  bridge  repairs,  bridge  planks  have  been  set 
on  Brook  Street  board  walk;  washouts  on  the  fill  around  the  fence  posts 
on  Brown  Street  have  been  repaired;  emergency  lights  put  out  on  the 
South  Main  Street  bridge  at  Dodgeville  to  aid  the  public  safety;  and  the 
slopes  at  the  Hebronville  mill  overpass  bridge  have  been  built  up  to  some 
extent.  On  Knight  Avenue,  where  a sidewalk  crossing  had  been  rebuilt 
a fence  was  reset  and  some  small  repair  work  was  done  on  the  overpass 
foot  bridge  at  Hebronville.  At  Pike  Avenue,  Lindsey  Street,  Starkey 
Avenue,  Thaeher  Street,  Mendon  Road,  Thurber  Avenue,  and  sidewalk  at 
Pleasant  View,  new  planking  was  required  and  set  to  replace  that  which 
was  worn  out.  On  May  Street  using  some  surplus  stock  from  the  yard 
at  a culvert  crossing  westerly  from  Washington  Street  guard  rails  were 
constructed.  At  Read  Street  back  of  the  Braid  Mill  a bridge  crossing  the 
Seven  Mile  River  should  be  replaced  at  the  first  opportunity  as  the  trucks 
using  this  bridge  are  constantly  going  into  larger  sizes. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  a gravel  bank  has  been  opened  up  over 
there  very  recently  and  this  bridge  is  due  to  get  a severe  pounding.  The 
river  bridge  over  the  Bungay  River  at  Holden  Street,  which  has  to  be 
watched  and  repaired  frequently  is  also  in  urgent  need  of  replacement. 
If  this  work  is  not  recommended  in  1925,  it  is  our  intention  to  utilize 
materials  which  we  have  on  hand  to  strengthen  this  structure  consider- 
ably. At  the  present  time  this  bridge  has  been  posted  for  six  tons.  On 
Maple  Street  crossing  Thaeher  Brook  is  an  old  wooden  deck  on  stone 
abutments  which  is  not  correct  for  grade  or  line,  and  is  bound  to  need 
replacement  in  the  very  near  future.  This  has  been  kept  in  passable 
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repair  but  as  this  highway  is  a main  connecting  highway  between  County 
Street,  South  Main  Street  and  Pine  Street  on  one  side,  with  Park  Street, 
and  the  road  to  Briggs  Corner,  Rehoboth,  and  Taunton  on  the  other,  I 
feel  that  the  expenditure  required  to  do  a proper  job  on  this  crossing 
would  be  well  worth  while. 


SIDEWALKS. 

The  best  efforts  of  our  interested  people  in  the  past  in  endeavoring  to 
establish  a progressive  sidewalk  improvement  policy  covering  a term  of 
years  and  going  into  all  sections  of  our  city  seemed  to  have  failed.  The 
large  ratio  of  increase  on  light  motor  vehicles  on  our  highways,  however, 
forces  the  attention  of  bur  pedestrians  to  the  need  for  a sidewalk  with  ex- 
cellent surface  and  long  life.  In  order  to  insure  its  proper  use,  this  improv- 
ed walk  must  be  more  attractive  than  our  smooth  improved  highway. 
The  decision  made  by  the  duly  constituted  authorities  to  place  the“  White 
Way”  duct  lines  within  the  limits  of  our  sidewalks  in  the  center  forced  an 
issue  on  sidewalk  replacement  which  I believe  has  resulted  beneficially  to 
the  city. 

This  department  has  always  urged  a point  in  favor  of  generous 
appropriations  for  extending  our  granite  curb  and  laying  granolithic 
cement  sidewalks.  It  has  been  noticed  that  an  extensive  stretch  of  this 
type  of  sidewalk  is  usually  an  excellent  salesman  for  further  yardage.  It 
has  also  been  noticed  that  the  ladies  particularly,  with  their  light  shoes, 
show  a real  appreciation  of  this  improved  type  of  walk  and  exhibit  this 
appreciation  by  their  constant  use  of  the  improvement.  Words  are  not 
adequate  to  express  the  lasting  benefit  to  the  merchants  and  the  com- 
munity in  general  of  a real  first-class  sidewalk. 

SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE. 

Our  older  sidewalks  in  the  city  here  are  constantly  crying  for  attention. 
With  the  gravel,  cinder  or  stone  dust  walk,  where  there  is  no  curb,  the 
constant  effect  of  rains  is  shown  in  a new  crop  of  gullies  after  each  heavy 
storm.  I do  not  feel  that.it  is  a proper  kind  of  walk  for  the  city  to  be 
responsible  for,  and  I am  sure  this  department  will  appreciate  the  ex- 
tension of  granite  curb  and  the  further  installation  of  a permanent  type 
of  walk.  Our  tar  concrete  walks  seem  to  have  given  all  that  could  have 
been  expected  from  them.  It  is  noticeable,  however,  that  we  have  many, 
bad  places  in  our  sidewalks  where  the  surface  is  tar  concrete  from  violent 
frost  heaves  indicative  of  poor  foundation  as  well  as  from  raised  root 
heaves  caused  by  constant  enlargement  of  main  root  fibers  from  the  trees 
which  are  set  in  our  sidewalks.  I am  heartily  in  favor  of  retaining  any 
trees  that  can  be  maintained  without  too  great  an  expenditure  in  our 
highways.  However,  I believe  that  we  have  locations  where  the  trees  are 
spaced  too  close  and  as  a result  they  nullify  our  lighting  effort,  menace 
our  pedestrians,  as  mentioned  above,  force  their  fibers  into  our  sanitary 
sewers  and  drains  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  health  and  comfort,  re- 
sist the  efforts  of  the  sun  to  dry  out  the  highway  surface  and  in  general 
cause  the  city  departments  to  expend  money  which  is  not  apparent  to 
the  uninitiated  observer. 

On  Newport  Avenue  where  the  stone  road  section  was  built  in  the 
late  fall,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  establish  to  a proper  outline  the  side- 
walk, and  in  doing  this  work  $1 10 . 00  was  spent  for  the  labor  and  no  charge 
was  made  for  the  soft  coal  cinders  which  came  from  our  Pumping  Station. 
A question  is  apparent  in  the  advisability  of  continuing  and  extending  this 
policy  in  South  Attleboro  village. 
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Accompanying  this  report  is  a list  of  the  streets  worked  upon  under 
this  account  and  a distribution  of  the  material  and  labor  as  worked  out. 

Replacing  Cement  and  Concrete  Sidewalks 

When  the  G.  M.  Gest  Company  awarded  the  contract  by  the 
Attleboro  Steam  & Electric  Light  Company  for  installing  their  duct 
during  the  past  year,  had  back  filled  their  trenches,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  replace  some  improved  granolithic  cement  sidewalks  and  it  was  deemed 
advisable  also  to  replace  with  tar  patch  some  of  the  sidewalks  on  streets 
of  lesser  importance.  The  substitution  of  granolithic  cement  walks  for 
this  tar  concrete  was  taken  up  with  the  owners  whenever  a likely  opportun- 
ity presented  itself  by  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  his  efforts  in  this  di- 
rection were  responsible  for  many  additional  yards  of  cement  concrete 
above  the  original  estimate,  as  you  will  notice  in  checking  up  the  total 
number  of  yards  in  the  contract  under  sidewalks  and  curbing. 

In  replacing  the  cement  sidewalks,  Olof  Pearson,  was  called  in  and 
submitted  a satisfactory  day  work  program.  Our  Engineer  was  directed 
to  keep  in  touch  with  unit  costs  under  this  program  and  has  reported  that 
for  this  sort  of  work  they  were  very  reasonable.  The  average  unit  price 
per  square  yard  closely  approximates  the  submitted  contract  price  for 
the  year,  and  I believe  shows  a worthy  spirit  of  cooperation  from  the  con- 
tractor and  his  rnen.  The  unit  is  a variable  one  depending  upon  the 
exact  local  conditions  of  course. 

Louis  Allard,  a tar  concrete  contractor,  also  submitted  some  samples 
of  his  work  for  our  approval.  I consider  this  work  expensive  in  its  final 
result.  As  the  funds  dwindled  and  the  area  to  be  covered  still  remained 
large,  late  in  the  year  the  city  forces  mixed  up  a cheap  patch  and  took 
pains  to  cover  as  much  of  the  open  area  as  possible  before  real  heavy 
winter  weather  set  in.  It  is  expected  that  what  few  places  were  not 
taken  care  of  this  year  will  have  either  a tar  concrete  patch  or  a new 
cement  walk  in  the  coming  year.  The  usual  statement  of  distribution 
accompanies  this  report. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING. 

This  account  takes  care  of  our  granite  curbing  extensions  and  our 
permanently  improved  sidewalks.  However,  I wish  to  call  your  attention 
at  this  time  to  the  fact  that  under  sidewalk  maintenance  when  the  abutter 
has  dealt  with  a satisfactory  contractor  in  cash  building  a walk 
suitable  to  our  engineer,  the  city,  through  this  department,  has  deemed 
it  advisable  to  pay  its  share.  Each  year  a few  people  seem  to  take 
advantage  of  this  workable  understanding  and  as  a result  Mr.  Crosby 
and  Mrs.  Elsbree  on  Beacon  Street,  and  the  G.  A.  R.  Building  owners  and 
Mr.  Snell  on  County  Street  have  received  a granolithic  walk  under  the 
above  conditions. 

On  Fourth  Street,  on  Jackson  Street,  and  on  Robert  Street  between 
Wolfenden  and  Sixth  Streets  long  stretches  of  new  curb  were  set.  On 
Hodges  Street  at  Elizabeth,  and  at  Mechanic  Street  some  round  corners 
were  put  in  under  this  account,  and  on  Elizabeth  Street  a short  piece  of  curb 
was  set  and  also  some  sidewalk  in  front  of  Mr.  Brown’s  property.  As  yet 
this  has  not  been  completed  as  there  is  no  gutter  set  and  the  assessment 
will  be  made  upon  completion  of  this  work. 

On  Park  Street  a dressed  curbing  which  had  been  paid  for  from  the 
1923  funds  was  set  in  front  of  the  Bank  Building,  adjacent  to  Railroad 
Avenue.  On  Railroad  Avenue  the  Standard  curb  required  to  parallel  the 
new  building  was  purchased  and  set  in  order  that  the  granolithic  walk 
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might  be  constructed  before  the  arrival  of  winter  leaving  the  way  access- 
ible for  the  merchants  located  upon  this  street.  The  curb  for  this  work 
was  paid  for  under  this  account,  whereas  the  labor  was  charged  off  under 
sidewalk  maintenance.  There  was  no  betterment  assessment  carried  on 
this  work  under  the  terms  of  the  taking,  and  the  decision  therefore  was 
made  to  pay  for  labor  under  sidewalk  maintenance. 

CROSSWALKS  AND  TRAFFIC  PAINTING. 

There  will  perhaps  be  noticed  under  machinery  and  tools  the  purchase 
of  a small  machine  which  has  been  of  great  service  in  marking  out  parking 
spaces  and  crosswalks  here  in  our  city.  I am  firmly  convinced  that  for  the 
work  performed,  which  will  include  under  this  item  the  labor  and  material, 
the  resulting  unit  price  per  foot  will  compare  very  favorably  with  any  of 
our  neighbors  in  this  section. 

THACHER  BROOK  AND  TEN  MILE  RIVER. 

We  were  able  in  the  spring  and  fall  of  the  year  to  send  men  familiar 
with  the  task  along  the  Thacher  Brook  drain  clearing  out  brush,  rubbish, 
and  other  types  of  blockade  which  interfered  with  the  continuity  of  flow 
along  this  creek.  The  results  obtained  were  well  worth  while  as  com- 
plaints from  this  brook  during  the  past  year  have  been  entirely  absent. 

At  intervals,  when  the  proper  conditions  made  it  available,  some  of 
our  men  were  put  into  the  Ten  Mile  River  to  clean  out  its  worst  portions 
between  Mechanic  Street  and  the  Railroad.  The  problem  as  presented  by 
this  river  is  more  complex  than  appears  to  the  casual  observer.  It  has 
been  noticed  and  reported  by  our  men  that  several  of  the  factory  buildings 
adjacent  to  the  river  are  the  main  sources  for  considerable  of  the  material 
blockading  the  flow.  Also  instances  are  called  to  our  attention  of  people 
dumping  adjacent  to  the  river  in  such  a way  that  high  water  reaches  the 
rubbish  allowing  some  of  it  to  be  carried  into  the  channel.  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  as  I understand  it,  upon  being  informed  of  these  conditions 
in  several  instances  has  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  owners  so  that  I 
believe  we  may  look  for  some  improvement  in  the  future.  However,  it  is 
a matter  that  will  require  considerable  attention  and  I am  sure  the  earnest 
cooperation  of  all  of  the  abutting  owners  along  the  Ten  Mile  River  will  be 
appreciated  by  everybody  interested  in  a low  maintenance  charge  in 
properly  keeping  clear  the  channel. 

DRAINS— MAINTENANCE. 

The  established  policy  of  cleaning  our  basins  at  last  twice  during  the 
year  and  in  special  instances,  such  as  under  the  arches,  as  often  as  is  war- 
ranted, was  carried  out  in  a proper  manner  by  men  who  were  familiar  with 
this  work.  It  is  true,  however,  that  in  rare  instances  some  of  the  very 
small  basins  which  we  are  replacing  as  often  as  the  opportunity  and  money 
are  available  gave  us  some  trouble  through  heavy  rains.  At  Park  and 
Brook  Streets,  there  were  four  of  these  basins  which  besides  being  in- 
adequate became  dangerous  and  they  were  entirely  rebuilt  with  much 
larger  sand  catchers,  standard  gratings,  and  throat  stones. 

On  Robert  Street,  between  Wolfenden  and  Sixth  Streets,  there  was  a 
mean  condition  which  was  properly  eliminated  by  the  construction  of  two 
catch  basins  with  out-fall  connections  to  the  30"  pipe  carrying  the  brook 
under  the  street  adjacent  to  these  basins.  This  construction  will,  I feel 
sure,  improve  greatly  the  conditions  which  have  existed  heretofore  at  these 
locations.  It  was  necessary  to  make  some  small  repairs  to  drains  and 
basins  on  Garden  Street,  South  Avenue,  Union  Street,  in  front  of  the  Fire 
Station,  and  at  the  northeasterly  corner  of  Peck  and  Bank  Streets. 
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There  was  also  charged  off  under  this  account  four  12'  lengths  of  15" 
pipe,  and  two  12'  lengths  of  20"  pipe  made  of  pure  iron  corrugated,  which 
were  used  on  the  Newport  Avenue  extension  (see  B.  F.  C.).  Labor  for  the 
installations  will  be  recorded  under  the  bridge  account. 

SNOW  AND  ICE. 

In  reviewing  the  snow  and  ice  problems  of  the  past  year,  January 
stands  out  as  a very  open  month  with  light  snow  fall.  P^ebruary  increases 
considerably  over  January,  but  still  can  be  considered  as  a good  outside 
working  month.  In  March,  when  winter  was  considered  to  be  practically 
gone,  we  got  some  very  severe  weather  involving  considerable  snow  fall. 
This  was  really  the  heavy  month  of  the  year,  as  our  closing  months,  Nov- 
ember and  December  gave  us  practically  no  trouble  at  all  as  far  as  the 
weather  was  concerned;  but  for  the  necessity  of  putting  our  plant  into 
condition  and  making  proper  preparations  our  expenditures  would  have 
been  practically  nil  for  these  last  two  months. 

In  itemizing  the  account,  the  bulk  of  our  charges  are  covered  by  our 
payrolls.  There  are,  however,  different  materials  such  as  salt,  snow  plow 
repair  parts,  truck  operating  charges,  tractor  snow  cleats  and  operating 
charges,  sizeable  barn  charges,  because  of  our  need  for  holding  horses  for 
sidewalk  work  and  storm  covers  for  horses,  as  well  as  rain  coats  and  boots, 
etc.,  for  the  men.  It  may  be  well  to  mention  at  this  time  that  when  other 
cities  around  us,  even  the  large  ones,  were  unable  to  maintain  in  face  of 
the  weather  their  forces  at  work  on  clearing  up  the  storm,  the  personnel  in 
this  department  never  faltered  but  carried  their  work  right  through  the 
storm  and  continued  until  the  back  of  the  blockade  was  broken.  Con- 
siderable credit  goes  to  these  men  for  the  efforts  so  splendidly  given  in  the 
time  of  public  need. 


STREET  SWEEPING. 

Employed  as  regular  street  sweeping  patrolmen  for  the  past  year  are 
two  old  men  who  without  doubt  are  doing  their  best.  It  has  been  deemed 
advisable,  however,  because  of  necessity  at  different  times  to  send  in  some 
of  our  other  forces  to  aid  in  properly  taking  care  of  the  street  sweeping  job 
in  the  center.  It  is  necessary,  in  my  opinion,  to  differentiate  between  the 
two  regular  sweepers.  McCarthy  is  a man  who  has  been  in  the  employ 
of  this  community  as  a town  and  city  for  a very  great  number  of  years,  and 
I feel  as  though  he  should  be  taken  care  of  either  with  a pension  or  some 
other  proper  means  as  may  be  decided  upon.  The  other  man  without 
question  does  as  well  as  his  health  will  permit,  but  as  he  has  only  been  in 
in  the  employ  of  the  city  for  a couple  of  years,  I do  hot  believe  the  depart- 
ment has  the  same  responsibility  which  it  has  in  the  first  case.  It  is  ex-, 
pected  that  there  probably  will  be  some  changes  in  the  near  future  to  ac- 
comodate the  demands  that  it  is  expected  will  arise.  I might  add  at  this 
time  that  our  citizens  by  using  more  care,  and  our  merchants  by  handling 
their  own  individual  problems  could  be  of  material  aid  in  keeping  present- 
able our  public  highways.  It  is  also  possible  in  my  opinion  that  the 
officers  on  the  center  beats  could  be  a valuable  aid  in  maintaining  a 
cleaner  appearance. 


STREET  PATCHING. 

As  time  goes  by  and  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  vehicles 
using  our  highways  continues,  and  the  persistent  using  of  chains  in  the  icy 
eather  is  allowed,  as  well  as  consideration  of  the  ever  expanding  tendency 
to  utilize  the  highways  twelve  months  in  the  year,  the  problem  of  street 
patching  can  be  appreciated  in  a community  such  as  ours  having  a large 
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road  mileage,  large  area,  and  relatively  small  population  and  valuation. 
It  is  further  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  there  are  miles  of  untreated 
roads  which  were  never  before  utilized  to  any  great  extent  for  current 
traffic.  There  are  also  miles  of  lightly  treated  roads  for  which  funds  for 
replacement  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  to  come  out  of  our  real  estate. 
Other  expensive  maintenance  is  where  our  street  railroads  have  to  peek 
and  patch  constantly  because  of  their  poor  financial  condition.  This 
policy  on  their  part  has  caused  and  is  causing  this  city  considerable  ex- 
pense. Because  of  the  experience  of  this  department,  I think  that  at  this 
time  it  is  only  fair  to  remark  on  the  conditions,  as  mentioned  above,  which 
are  bound  to  impose  a continually  increasing  burden  over  a period  of  years 
on  the  real  estate  and  business  of  the  city.  Therefore,  1 feel  that  all  of  our 
responsible  citizens  should  become  interested  enough  in  the  problem  to  aid 
in  establishing  a proper  assessment  of  charges  to  cover  our  highway  im- 
provements along  lines  laid  out  by  our  governor. 

The  tank  on  the  Majmard  Street  property  is  being  used  so  that  with 
our  tar  patch  in  bulk  this  has  been  a good  investment  for  our  department. 

The  details  of  our  accompanying  statistics  will  illustrate  the  wide 
range  of  ground  and  the  sizeable  amount  of  material  utilized  under  this 
account. 

STREET  CLEANING. 

The  Cleveland  tractor  purchased  last  year  has  again  been  used  in  the 
spring  and  fall  scraping  and  has  really  given  splendid  service  doing  this 
kind  of  work.  Considering  our  traffic  conditions,  it  seems  to  me  that  a 
tractor  a size  larger  would  be  a good  piece  of  machinery  to  invest  in  to  cover 
the  heavy  road  scraping  and  back  road  snow  plowing  which  will  be  de- 
manded from  now  on.  In  the  center  in  addition  to  the  spring  and  fall 
cleaning  of  gutters  there  were  instances  where  streets  were  accumulating  a 
particularly  heavy  litter  of  gutter  dirt  which  was  picked  up.  In  spite  of 
the  previous  recommendations,  for  relief  for  the  problem  of  fall  cleaning 
nothing  seems  to  have  been  done.  This  past  fall  we  were  particularly  for- 
tunate in  that  we  were  able  to  burn  without  trouble  or  risk  a very  consid- 
erable amount  of  the  fallen  leaves. 

After  the  budget  had  been  made  up,  and  when  additional  factors  of 
improvements  had  cropped  into  the  program,  through  necessity  the  expen- 
ditures under  this  account  were  curtailed  as  much  as  was  possible  to  aid 
other  items.  It  is  only  reasonable  to  believe  that  this  was  possible 
because  of  the  record  work  done  by  our  tractor  last  year  and  this  spring. 

DUST  LAYER  AND  TAR. 

The  policy  of  comparing  past  years  with  the  coming  year  for  the 
expenditure  under  this  account  prior  to  the  publishing  of  the  seasonal  price 
on  the  road  oil  products,  is  not  a logical  one  in  my  opinion.  I believe  that 
there  are  numerous  factors  which  should  enter  into  the  estimate  governing 
the  needs  projected  under  this  account,  and  not  the  least  of  these  is  the 
price  for  the  maximum  expenditure,  an  item  which  is  approximately  sixty 
percent  of  the  total;  that  is  road  oils,  asphalt  and  tar.  As  the  side  streets 
in  and  about  our  center  continue  to  improve  through  their  annual  appli- 
cations of  black  oil  the  problem  is  presented  as  to  when  the  turn  over 
period  will  arrive  based  on  the  different  sets  of  prices  which  will  make  re- 
sonable  the  next  grade  of  improved  surface  for  these  streets.  In  the 
coming  years  costs  will  be  worked  out  and  compared,  so  that  a conservative 
progressive  program  may  originate  to  cover  our  coming  needs.  During 
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the  past  years  here  in  this  city,  it  has  been  our  experience  that  the  lowest 
bidder  in  road  oils  is  not  always  the  cheapest  man  to  do  good  work.  Ex- 
perience in  this  particular  has  been  very  definite. 

Our  city  has  been  fortunate,  however,  in  that  the  responsible  companies 
have  gone  to  considerable  pains  to  cooperate  with  the  requests  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  have  even  been  glad  to  send  us,  whenever  possible, 
personnel  with  their  equipment  whom  we  were  positive  had  the  ability 
required  for  our  type  and  standard  of  work. 

Our  results  and  costs  on  the  continued  use  of  our  loaded  and  the 
development  of  our  sand  bank  has  been  really  a source  of  considerable 
satisfaction  during  this  past  year. 

CRUSHERS. 

Under  our  crushers  account  arrangements  were  made  to  trade  in  our 
old  Acme  at  North  Avenue  and  for  S700  additional,  plus  the  freight,  we 
received  a rebuilt  Acme  of  the  same  size  and  capacity.  On  the  whole  and 
considering  that  the  price  for  a new  machine  would  be  close  to  three  times 
what  we  did  paj"  for  a machine  from  which  we  will  obtain  the  same  service, 
the  trade  may  be  considered  to  the  City’s  advantage.  In  addition  to  this 
charge  under  crushers  there  was  a payroll  for  dismantling  and  handling  the 
old  crusher  out  of  place  and  the  rebuilt  crusher  into  place,  as  well  as  taking 
care  of  running  repairs  to  elevators,  screens,  and  other  appurtenances 
during  the  year.  Also  this  payroll  covered  money  expended  to  dismantle 
and  raise  from  its  deep  pit  at  Forest  Street  our  ancient  Farrell  crusher, 
which  was  used  in  advertising  for  another  replacement.  The  balance  of 
the  money  approximating$125  was  for  running  repair  parts  such  as  crusher 
jaws,  boxes,  drive  chains,  etc. 

MACHINERY  AND  TOOLS. 

Our  old  Farrell  crusher  having  been  utilized  to  advertise  for  a trade, 
the  offer  received  from  the  Acme  Company  for  a rebuilt  crusher  in  ex- 
change, plus  S800  net  on  the  cars  here  at  Attleboro,  the  crusher  being  the 
same  type,  kind,  and  size  as  the  previous  unit  mentioned  from  this  com- 
pany, was  considered  as  the  best  opportunity  for  the  city.  The  deal  was 
consummated  toward  the  very  end  of  the  year  and  arrangements  made  to 
have  the  shipment  of  this  crusher  handled  for  the  late  winter  or  early 
spring.  To  make  the  proper  hook  up  for  this  unit,  it  will  without  question 
be  necessary  to  obtain  gear  shafting,  elevator  parts,  etc.,  in  addition  to  that 
material  which  we  have  already  on  hand. 

Two  sidewalk  snow  plows  were  also  purchased  under  this  account, 
and  a dump  Ford  cab  and  body  to  go  with  a unit  to  be  jointly  used  by  this 
division  and  the  Water  Works  division  was  charged  off  under  this  ac- 
count. In  the  early  part  of  the  season  a highway  line  marker  was  pur- 
chased to  use  in  our  traffic  painting  and  has  indeed  given  good  service. 
This  machine  does  not  look  intricate  or  costly,  but  the  price  in  my  opinion 
is  set  by  the  limited  market  and  patented  protection.  I feel  that  the 
machine  was  a fine  proposition  during  the  past  year  and  without  question 
will  be  of  considerable  service  to  us  in  the  coming  year. 

Besides  this  new  equipment,  repairs  on  our  old  equipment  to  keep  it 
constantly  in  shape  for  work  were  found  to  be  necessary,  and  in  addition 
our  small  tools  and  equipment  such  as  lanterns,  shovels,  wrenches,  and 
numerous  other  small  articles  were  purchased  as  needed  and  charged  under 
.this  account  for  our  maintenance  purposes.  I wish  to  call  to  your  attention 
at  this  time  the  fact  that  our  bonded  jobs  have  always  had  written 
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off  against  them  as  a fair  charge  their  proportionate  share  of  small  tools 
and  our  charge  under  this  account  is  kept  as  small  as  is  possible,  bearing 
in  mind  all  of  the  conditions  affecting  the  various  accounts. 

ROLLERS. 

In  our  steam  roller  account,  under  materials,  the  large  item  approx- 
imating $334.69  is  for  a car  of  coal  for  the  use  of  the  rollers  during  the 
season.  Another  relatively  large  item  is  $43.75  for  oil.  In  addition  to  this 
the  boiler  inspection,  and  miscellaneous  valve  parts  and  wearing  parts 
on  the  engine  of  the  steam  roller  total  up  the  balance,  except  for  a small 
charge  for  rewiring  the  roller  shed,  which  is  included  herewith.  Our 
labor  item  is  composed  of  the  charges  for  unloading  coal,  $35.18;  over- 
hauling our  two  rollers  and  portable  boiler,  $140.48;  and  painting  the  roller 
building,  $22.89,  and  it  is  well  to  note  there  that  no  charge  is  written  off 
for  the  material  which  is  carried  over  from  a previous  year.  The  balance 
of  this  item  is  for  miscellaneous  repairs,  ai)i)roximating  $41.77,  and  covers 
numerous  incidental  small  items  properly  chargeable  against  this  account. 

1 feel  that  at  this  time  the  urgency  of  the  existing  demand  of  this 
department  for  a second  serviceable  road  roller  with  scarifier  attachment 
cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly.  In  considering,  the  opportunities  for 
use,  the  conditions  and  fair  depreciation  charges  which  should  be  made 
against  our  present  equipment,  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 

AUTOMOBILES. 

During  the  years  1921,  1922,  1923  and  1924  our  two  Mack  trucks 
have  given  a wonderful  exhibition  of  motor  truck  service.  From  the  most 
strenuous  construction  jobs  in  the  summer  to  pushing  and  handling  snow 
in  the  winter  their  tasks  have  been  many  and  varied.  However,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  fact  that  their  replacement  period  as  a commercial  invest- 
ment has  arrived,  T feel  that  an  additional  truck  larger  and  heavier  than 
our  S}/2  ton  should  be  included  in  our  highway  fleet,  and  therefore  I re- 
commend urgentlj'^  the  purchase  of  a heavy  duty  five-ton  dump  body  motor 
driven  truck  for  the  highway  division  in  the  coming  year.  In  addition 
to  these  large  units,  we  have  had  in  service  continuously  during  1922, 
1923,  and  1924  an  International  one  ton  chassis  with  a hand  dump  body 
which  has  given  remarkable  service.  I say  this  advisedly  because  it  has 
been  assigned  most  of  the  time  to  patrol  job  work  and  other  runabout 
jobs  which  subject  a truck  in  constant  starting  and  stopping  to  a severe 
wearing  strain.  Consideration  of  this  service  must  be  given  this  unit, 
and  a replacement  for  it  figured  upon  in  the  near  future. 

A light  Ford  runabout,  purchased  in  1923,  has  been  utilized  to  great 
advantage  for  numerous  small  jobs  and  owes  us  nothing.  In  addition, 
the  Ford  chassis  purchased  last  year  by  the  Water  division  with  a dump 
body  paid  for  from  highway  funds  has  been  used  by  the  highway  division 
whenever  there  was  an  opportunity  so  that  it  may  be  considered  as  having 
been  of  very  considerable  service  to  the  highway  division  in  its  operations. 

During  the  past  year  a like  purchase  added  another  Ford  unit  to  our 
fleet,  and  it  has  l3een  found  that  this  closed  cab  hand  dump  body,  one  ton 
Ford,  low  geared,  is  a very  real  aid  in  taking  care  of  numerous  small  de- 
tails which  constantly  crop  up  under  modern  highway  operating  condi- 
tions. 

It  is  to  be  expected,  of  course,  that  the  automobiles  of  this  division 
should  be  replaced  and  added  to,  as  mentioned  above,  so  that  the  main- 
tenance fund  covering  the  e.xpenses  which  go  to  the  upkeep  of  such  ma- 
chines will  be  kept  within  a reasonable  limit. 
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INCIDENTALS,  FREIGHT  AND  INCIDENTALS. 

The  control  of  maintaining  our  vacation  figure  within  conservative 
limits  under  highway  accounts  in  face  of  tlie  ever  increasing  highway 
l)roblems,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  law  which  this  city  has  accepted, resolves 
itself  into  a problem  warranting  serious  thought. 

Under  the  insurance  item  for  highways  there  is  an  account  for  com- 
pensation insurance  which  accounts  for  the  largest  part  of  the  money 
expended.  In  addition  to  this  there  is  a further  contractor’s  liability 
policy  which  is  also  a very  sizeable  item.  The  amount  of  these  two 
policies  depends  directly  as  you  know  upon  the  payroll  audits  at  rates  set 
and  approved  by  the  proper  insurance  bureau  and  the  State  officials,  as  I 
understand  it.  In  addition  there  are  small  items  for  fire  insurance  cover- 
ing highway  buildings  and  contents. 

The  incidentals  which  have  been  charged  off  under  our  highway 
account  during  the  past  year  are  mostly  for  recording  new  street  layouts. 
This  item  has  been  very  conservatively  handled,  and  wherever  possible, 
charges  have  been  placed  to  cover  jobs  directly  concerned  as  it  is  not  our 
intention  to  run  up  a large  incidental  account  if  it  is  possible  to  avoid. 

DRAINS  CARRIED  OVER  FROM  1923. 

The  so-called  South  Main  Street  drain  was  built  across  a platted 
street  on  the  Lamb  property  between  South  Main  Street  and  the  river 
with  the  understanding  there  would  be  adequate  cover  for  the  pipe,  shaped 
to  fall  in  with  the  profile  of  the  proposed  street.  This  covering,  or  grading, 
was  to  be  outlined  within  three  years.  Therefore,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
current  year,  after  the  proper  charges  for  replacing  in  stock  some  15" 
vitrified  pipe,  which  had  been  used  under  the  sidewalk  on  South  Main 
Street,  were  written  off,  the  surplus  available  under  this  account  was 
utilized  toward  the  grading,  as  understood  by  this  department.  Most  of 
the  gravel  and  material  used  was  hauled  from  the  South  Main  Street  bank 
and  the  right  of  way  brought  to  a reasonably  close  outline  of  the  proposed 
way  mentioned  above.  As  a matter  of  record  I wish  to  state  that  it  is  the 
understanding  of  this  department  that  this  property  has  since  changed 
hands. 

It  will  be  noted  from  last  year’s  report  that  there  was  a considerable 
surplus  on  Cambridge  Street  drain.  It  is  mentioned  that  this  surplus 
showing,  as  of  the  31st  of  December  1923,  was  built  up  to  a considerable 
degree  by  utilizing  for  the  Cambridge  Street  drain  material  of  different 
kinds  on  hand  at  our  different  yards.  This  included  some  pipe,  iron  work, 
brick,  considerable  sheeting  and  tools,  such  as  trench  jacks,  hand  tools, 
etc.  It  seemed  only  fair  that  a proper  distribution  of  overhead  charges  and 
a replenishment  of  stock,  which  might  be  used  in  light  drainage  work  as 
projected  for  the  current  year,  should  be  charged  off  against  this  account. 
This  was  done  accordingly.  Much  of  the  material  replacement  written 
off  under  this  account  was  turned  to  good  advantage  on  the  Hodges  Street 
drain,  which  had  been  authorized  late  in  the  year  1923,  and  the  final  funds 
for  which  were  voted  under  the  1924  Sewers  and  Drains  bond  issue  of 
August,  current  year.  A shifting  bottom  on  the  lower  end  of  this  Cam- 
bridge Street  drain  called  for  some  additional  labor  and  the  dressing  off  of 
the  Perry  hayfield,  rounding  the  corners  at  Angell  Street,  and  other  work 
required  to  properly  complete  this  project  was  taken  up  during  this  year. 
From  the  balance  carried  over  on  Emory  Street,  a small  charge  covering 
the  proportionate  share  of  hand  tools,  etc.,  was  written  off,  and  I believe 
that  the  balance  available  with  any  surplus  from  Cambridge  Street  will  be 
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taken  up  in  a final  consolidation  of  the  charges  accruing  under  the  1924 
sewers  and  drains.  It  is  reasnable  to  believe  that  with  the  conditions 
which  were  uncovered  on  these  1924  projects  this  money  will  be  needed  to 
aid  in  the  final  payment  of  these  accounts. 

1924  SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

In  October  of  1923,  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council  voted  to  have 
plans  and  estimates  made  for  the  extension  of  the  sewer  system  on  Lexing- 
ton Avenue,  Short  St.,  Riverside  Ave.,  Water  Street,  West  Street,  and 
North  Avenue  and  the  Mayor  was  requested  to  recommend  the  necessary 
appropriations.  When  this  project  was  finally  taken  up,  the  Committee 
eliminated  North  Avenue;  but  included  in  the  bond  issue,  the  surface  drain 
voted  in  October  of  the  previous  year  for  Hodges  Street  between  John 
Street  and  Mechanic  Street,  and  also  included  a surface  water  drain  on 
West  Street  extending  from  the  brook  just  easterly  of  the  intersection  with 
North  Avenue  to  the  Sharp  property,  adjoining  Brady’s  rear  line,  where 
there  has  been  a continual  complaint  owing  to  lack  of  drainage.  This 
point  and  the  sag  in  the  street  profile  adjacent  to  the  schoolhouse  property 
were  two  compelling  factors  in  the  decision  to  construct  the  West  street 
drain. 

The  desirability  of  properly  improving  Hodges  Street,  the  hill  of 
which  was  continually  washed  out,  governed  the  approval  of  drainage  for 
Hodges  Street  prior  to  surfacing  the  highway. 

On  Lexington  Avenue  and  Short  Street  overflowing  cess  pools  have 
been  the  cause  of  steady  complaint  to  the  Health  Officer,  so  I understand 
for  several  years,  and  it  is  without  doubt  a serious  public  necessity  to 
relieve  the  conditions  complained  of.  In  order  to  conform  to  the  sewer 
lay-out  and  relieve  Short  Street,  it  was  necessary  to  construct  a lateral 
through  Riverside  Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  Short  Street,  and  thence 
on  Short  Street  to  the  terminus  laid  out. 

In  Lexington  Avenue  the  gravity  layout  as  projected  originally  to 
handle  this  locality  was  upset  because  of  the  great  unproductive  expendi- 
ture the  original  plan  would  require  in  order  to  tap  the  trouble  spots  on 
Lexington  Avenue. 

The  work  toward  relieving  the  Farmers  district  and  West  Street  was 
initiated  because  of  high  ground  water  level  not  allowing  adequate  cess 
pools  in  the  district  around  North  Avenue  and  West  Street,  and  including 
lower  Water  Street.  In  addition  to  this  reason,  I believe  a series  of  com- 
plaints covering  pollution  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  and  small  brook  tribu- 
taries in  this  locality  are  on  record. 

There  was  also  included  under  the  bond  issue  a small  extension  from 
South  Main  Street  at  the  end  of  the  present  sewer  southerly  to  include 
the  next  street  intersection  to  accomodate  Mrs.  Johnson.  An  inspection 
of  this  program  and  the  desirability  for  its  accomplishment  bearing  in 
mind  the  need  of  helping  the  department  organization,  if  possible,  during 
the  winter  decided  the  construction  methods. 

On  the  Hodges  Street  drain  the  city  forces  having  opportunity  at 
hand  in  the  late  spring  had  already  taken  hold  of  the  project  and  in  an 
economical  manner  brought  it  from  Mechanic  Street  northwesterly  to 
the  foot  of  the  hill.  This  work  was  prior  to  the  bond  issue  and  was  made 
possible  by  the  use  of  material  including  pipe,  bracing,  etc.,  which  was  on 
hand  and  available  as  a credit  replacement  of  stock  written  off  against  the 
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Cambridge  Street  drain,  as  noted  above.  In  making  up  the  final  costs 
of  Hodges  Street,  a recapitulation  particularly  of  material  would  include 
items  from  these  two  accounts  mentioned.  The  economical  development 
made  possible  by  this  method  can  be  understood  by  summarizing  tiie 
costs  listed  under  Hodges  Street  drain  included  in  our  statistics. 

The  iron  pipe  sanitary  sewer  extension  through  the  Farmers  district 
and  West  Street  was  advertised  as  a contract  and  awarded  to  Charles 
Callahan,  lowest  bidder,  of  Boston,  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Work 
on  this  project  began  at  once.  The  bulk  of  the  work  on  the  West  Street 
drain  has  been  accomplished  by  the  city  forces  from  the  brook  to  the  wet 
places  mentioned.  There  are  places  where  this  is  a deep  cut,  wet  bottom, 
and  fine  running  sandy  soil,  difficult  to  handle  but  at  this  time  almost 
completed. 

On  Lexington  Avenue  the  city  forces  undertook  what  was  relatively  • 
a short  trench  job  which  in  reality  turned  out  to  be  a very  mean  under- 
taking having  considerable  rock  excavation,  loose  coarse  gravel  overlay, 
and  nests  of  boulders  in  the  trench  bottom  to  be  overcome.  The  work, 
however,  was  interesting  and  ideal  considering  the  season  of  the  year 
(winter). 

On  Riverside  Avenue  and  Short  Street  rapid  progress  was  made  by 
the  city  forces.  The  excavation  was  through  sandy  material  and  the 
river  controlling  the  ground  water  level  was  low  enough  so  that  there 
was  no  interference  with  the  work  through  this  means.  Because  of  the 
wintry  weather  most  of  the  trench,  which  ranged  in  depth  from  six  to  nine 
feet,  was  excavated  without  the  need  of  bracing,  the  frost  acting  as  an 
ally  to  the  workmen.  I am  convinced  that  this  advantage  more  than 
offset  the  usual  loss  which  can  be  charged  off  in  this  kind  of  work  to 
winter  weather. 

The  short- piece  of  sewer  on  South  Main  Street  to  complete  the  sewer 
program  can  easily  be  taken  care  of  very  soon.  The  early  spring  will  see 
the  sewers  constructed  by  the  city  forces  in  operation  and  the  drains, 
Hodges  Street  and  West  Street,  while  not  completed  in  detail  at  present 
are  already  doing  the  work  for  which  they  were  constructed.  The  Hodges 
vStreet  drain  in  the  second  stage  from  the  foot  of  the  hill  northwesterly  to 
John  Street  was  worked  out  along  original  lines  consolidating  catch 
basins  with  manholes  to  avoid  conflict  in  alignment  with  the  gas  and 
water  pipes  which  appear  to  have  been  located  without  any  reasonable 
definite  control,  as  compared  to  the  street  or  curb  outline.  In  looking  up 
this  drainage  construction  project,  it  was  found  that  the  record  of  Hodges 
Street  as  an  accepted  way  was  absent  from  the  road  book,  and  the  pro- 
cedure of  properly  outlining  and  recording  the  desired  highway  was 
legally  gone  through  in  order  to  protect  the  city’s  investments  of  the 
past,  present,  and  future  in  this  location. 

The  statistical  record  included  in  this  report  will  show  the  status  of 
these  sewers  and  drains,  as  of  December  31,  current  year. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Municipal  Council  having  voted  in  December 
of  1923,  and  the  Mayor  having  approved  the  rounding  of  corners  and 
elimination  of  rolled  gutters  at  the  intersection  of  Pine  and  Pearl  Streets 
necessitating  an  improvement  of  drainage  conditions  at  this  location, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  utilize  the  funds  available  for  this  drainage 
improvement.  This  project  called  for  rebuilding  of  an  existing  catch 
basin  and  the  construction  of  three  new  basins,  complete  with  throat 
stones,  with  the  necessary  connections  to  the  manhole  centered  over  the 
drain  outlet  to  be  used.  The  repaving  of  the  adjusted  gutter  was  also 
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taken  care  of,  and  the  highway  at  this  intersection,  after  the  excavating 
and  back  filling,  was  brought  into  first-class  condition  with  trap  rock 
and  asphalt  penetration.  This  work  also  includes  the  purchase  and 
setting  of  the  circle  curb  as  shown  in  the  lay-out  recorded.  The  finished 
job  is  indeed  a very  attractive  improvement  and  a good  example  to  use 
in  favor  of  eliminating  other  bad  street  intersections  on  Pine  and  Union 
Streets. 

It  is  our  intention  to  further  dress  up  this  vicinity  by  having  a grano- 
lithic sidewalk  placed  at  the  four  rounded  corners,  and,  if  possible,  induce 
the  street  railway  company  to  accomodate  the  increased  throat  entry  to 
Pearl  Street  on  their  side  with  additional  paving  to  maintain  the  surface 
between  the  rails. 


LIGHTING. 

Before  the  year  had  advanced  very  far  into  the  second  quarter,  a 
policy  of  improving  our  street  lighting  in  the  center  was  developed  and  it 
was  also  decided  that  it  would  be  advisable  when  this  new  system  was 
inaugurated  to  have  all  night  lights  here  in  our  city.  These  improvements 
it  is  expected  will  add  approximately  fifty  percent  to  our  annual  lighting 
bill,  but  the  decision  for  the  improvement  was  probably  governed  by  a 
serious  study  based  upon  similar  experience  as  to  the  benefits  which  ob- 
tain for  a progressive  and  growing  modern  community.  The  G.  M.  Gest 
Company  working  under  contract  with  the  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric 
Company  installed,  in  accordance  with  plans  on  file  and  under  an  agree- 
ment approved  by  the  proper  authorities,  the  necessary  duct  lines  and 
fixtures.  The  old  lighting  agreement  expired  as  of  September  30,  and  the 
new  program  was  opened  up  as  effective  October  1st.  There  was  con- 
siderable celebrating  of  the  occasion  with  music  and  dancing  in  Monument 
Square. 

There  will  without  any  question  be  a further  extension  of  these  im- 
proved lights  in  coming  years,  and  I believe  that  constructive  suggestions 
from  our  citizens  will  be  appreciated  in  the  future  dev  elopment.  I feel  that 
different  groups  of  citizens  in  the  outlying  districts  should  consolidate  in 
their  efforts,  in  conjunction  with  the  Steam  & Electric  Company  and  the 
city  authorities,  to  obtain  properly  planned  extensions  to  serve  the  isol- 
ated population  with  new  lights. 

GARAGE. 

Under  the  authority  granted  by  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  a 
contract  was  entered  into  with  Fuller  and  Barrowman  to  construct  a brick 
garage  with  tar  gravel  roof  and  sky  lights  at  the  Forest  Street  yard.  In- 
cluded were  foundation,  walls,  and  roof  with  electrical  details,  windows, 
doors,  painting,  etc.,  excluding,  however,  the  floor  and  partition.  This 
garage  was  to  house  all  of  our  highway  vehicles  and  allow  protection  not 
only  to  the  machines  but  to  the  workers  handling  them  for  running  repairs 
and  other  details  required  in  their  opera-tion  and  upkeep.  The  excavation 
of  considerable  clay  material  for  a proper  foundation  for  a heavy  floor  was 
completed  by  highway  forces,  and  Olof  Pearson  put  in  a very  satisfactory 
cement  job  designed  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  the  heavy  loads  which  it 
would  have  to  sustain.  In  addition  a connection  with  the  sanitary  sewer 
was  constructed  by  the  city  forces,  and  also  a connection  for  the  drain 
passing  in  Forest  Street  emptying  into  the  brook  so  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  wash  our  vehicles  whole  housed.  This  is  the  first  modern  building 
which  this  department  has  had  in  a number  of  years,  and  in  view  of  the 
existing  prices  of  construction,  I consider  a very  adequate  return  was  re- 
ceived on  the  money  invested. 
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A.  B.  C.  ST.  RY. 

In  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  weather  conditions  were  favorable 
to  winter  operation  on  this  line  and  except  for  two  derailments  the  usual 
business  was  handled.  On  March  11,  however,  during  a very  severe  snow 
storm  this  line  went  out  of  commission  in  spite  of  the  best  efforts  of  our 
men  in  raising  and  staying  the  overhead,  and  plowing  ice  and  snow  from 
the  rails.  We  were  unable  to  get  into  service  until  INlonday,  Alarch  17th 
The  temporary  trolley  wire  carriers  remained  in  use  until  the  summer  sea- 
son came  on  when  the  J.  O.  poles  were  replaced  by  the  telephone  company. 
In  addition  to  those  which  had  fallen  they  looked  over  the  line  and  put  in 
such  sticks  as  they  decided  would  need  replacement  in  order  to  avoid  a 
repetition  of  the  experience  which  we  had  just  passed  through. 

The  problem  of  reducing  the  cost  of  our  ties  was  studied  and  several 
reject  main  line  ties  from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford, 
while  not  good  enough  for  their  high  speed  heavy  service,  were  valuable 
to  us  on  the  A.  B.  C.  were  sandwiched  in  with  some  new  ties  and  our 
track  expenditure  was  thus  stretched  over  a further  reach  then  would  have 
been  possible  otherwise.  This  department  because  of  the  kindness  of  the 
New  Haven  in  this  and  other  instances  has  always  tried  to  reciprocate  in 
like  way  and  manner  with  the  New  Haven  when  the  opportunity  has 
presented  itself. 

The  matter  of  wage  scales  for  car  operators  and  the  policy  for  the 
operation  of  our  railroads  in  Attleboro,  including  the  A.  B.  C.,  has  taken 
a different  trend  during  the  year  just  past.  Whereas  the  operators  started 
out  with  an  award  for  increased  wages  by  arbitration,  the  Interstate  Com- 
pany finding  itself  unable  to  meet  bills  due  went  into  a receiver’s  hands 
and  the  receiver  in  dealing  with  the  men  and  municipal  authorities  ex- 
plained exactly  why  they  could  not  operate  at  the  going  scale  of  wages. 
An  adjustment  was  made  which  in  my  opinion  has  extended  the  life  of 
those  lines  affected.  The  problem  of  transportation  was  further  com- 
plicated by  unlicensed  buslines  operating  between  Attleboro  and  Provi- 
dence making  this  traffic  interstate,  and  not  subject  to  any  usual  State 
law,  affecting  materially  perhaps  the  intentions  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
pany, which  of  course  reacted  on  any  plans  which  might  be  in  the  making 
for  the  operation  of  the  A.  B.  C.  under  the  contract  with  the  above  men- 
tioned Interstate. 

A study  covering  the  period  of  operation  of  this  A.  B.  C.  Railroad 
over  the  last  six  years  with  attention  being  paid  particularly  to  gross 
receipts  will  convince  the  interested  observer  that  automobiles,  having 
come  to  stay  and  tending  to  operate  more  and  more  twelve  months  in  the 
year,  have  cut  in  materially  to  revenue  which  was  available  in  the  past 
for  this  trolley  line.  The  problem  of  its  future  has  got  to  be  faced  and  it 
would  seem  to  me  that  an  evasion  or  a postponement  of  this  daj’  of  settle- 
ment, all  factors  being  considered,  is  not  good  business.  Until  further 
instructions  are  received,  it  will  be  our  policy  to  continue  to  do  our  best  in 
operating  and  maintaining  this  railroad  with  the  facilities  at  our  command. 
Numerous  jobs  on  both  the  track,  over  head,  and  rolling  stock  are  being 
constantly  postponed  awaiting  the  outline  of  a policy  covering  a period  of 
years  which  would  warrant  the  expenditures  required. 

SIGNS,  CLOCK,  AND  NUMBERS. 

A number  of  new  signs  with  a composition  back  and  aluminum  num- 
bers and  frame  were  erected  on  metal  posts  in  important  streets  in  and 
about  the  center.  From  what  comment  this  department  has  heard,  it 
will  probably  be  desirable  to  expand  our  policy  in  detail  by  placing  a 
greater  number  of  these  much  needed  street  signs  in  the  coming  year. 
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The  usual  care  was  taken  of  the  city  clock  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Josselyii. 

The  rifle  range  used  by  our  state  troops  and  cared  for  by  the  city 
had  the  usual  running  repairs  which  were  needed,  including  chain  re- 
placement, painting,  small  telephone  pole  erections,  and  some  clearing. 
Also  two  tax  bills,  one  for  1923  and  the  other  for  1924,  were  paid  to  the 
Town  of  North  Attleboro. 


SEWER  DIVISION. 

The  gross  expenditure,  as  will  be  noticed,  covering  sewer  maintenance 
during  the  past  year  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1923.  The  inspector  at 
the  beds  has  a charge  which  is  about  the  same.  The  cleaning  of  beds 
including  removing  of  material  was  very  slightly  reduced,  but  the  flushing 
labor  charge  was  slightly  increased.  Our  insurance  renewal  policies  were 
brought  down  while  the  taxes  paid  the  Town  of  Seekonk  on  this  property 
increased  slightly.  Also  there  was  a slight  increase  in  our  miscellaneous 
articles  so  that  our  total,  as  recorded,  is  within  a few  dollars  of  the  figure 
for  1923. 

Acting  on  the  advice  of  the  State  inspector,  a further  change  of  policy 
was  adopted  in  the  last  half  of  the  year  at  the  filter  beds  when  the  program 
covering  rotation  of  the  complete  set  was  put  into  force.  It  is  probably 
to  be  expected  after  ten  years  of  use  that  this  rotation  will  improve  our 
filter  process  under  the  handicap  mentioned  above.  A very  definitely 
strenuous  effort  to  compel  entry  into  the  sanitary  sewer  of  property 
owners  who  were  connected  with  the  Ten  Mile  River  has  been  quite 
effective,  and  as  a result  we  have  had  eighty-four  new  connections  serving 
ninety-two  buildings  made  during  the  past  year.  This  is  almost  twice  as 
many  as  we  had  in  1923.  There  will  without  doubt  be  a continuation  of 
this  program  in  the  coming  year.  While  it  is  true  that  it  interferes  ma- 
terially with  maintaining  the  surface  of  the  streets,  in  which  the  con- 
nections have  to  be  put,  there  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  ultimate 
public  benefit  derived  from  insisting  upon  these  connections. 

It  is  no  doubt  time  to  consider  the  future  development  of  a sanitary 
sewer  in  South  Attleboro,  a constantly  growing  section,  and  I feel  that  this 
project  should  be  looked  into  at  once.  It  was  indeed  a revelation  to  find  a 
sizeable  extension  program,  as  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  covering 
the  most  pressing  demands  for  sewer  service  in  different  parts  of  our  city 
included  in  our  current  program.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  develop- 
ment will  continue  until  all  of  the  reasonable  demands  which  can  be  made 
upon  our  system  are  satisfied. 


WATER  DIVISION. 

The  continuity  of  effort  by  the  personnel  in  this  di\4sion  towards 
extending  the  life  of  our  present  system  through  splendid  care  and  con- 
servation has  been  well  maintained  during  the  past  year.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  our  annual  total  of  gallons  pumped  was  approximately  three 
million  less  than  had  been  pumped  in  1923.  Our  daily  average  was 
1,070,295  gallons  against  1,079,860  gallons  for  1923.  This  reduction  has 
been  in  the  face  of  one  of  the  worst  droughts  in  our  local  history,  and  also 
in  the  face  of  the  largest  year  we  have  had  measured  by  the  number  of 
new  services  installed  and  old  ones  replaced.  The  drought  is  mentioned 
at  this  particular  time  because  of  course  you  will  understand  that  in  time 
of  drought  peak  loads  are  usually  required  from  water  plants. 
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The  efforts  of  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the  Station,  Mr.  George  Cook, 
were  recognized  beginning  January  1,  by  the  Mayor.  Other  expenses  at 
the  station  which  changed  favorably  included  the  annual  coal  bill,  and  it 
was  indeed  a treat  during  the  past  year  to  buy  good  soft  coal  at  a reason- 
able price.  The  outside  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  plant  extension  have 
been  ably  taken  care  of  by  the  Mayor  and  Water  Committee  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  working  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  J.  J.  VanValkenburgh, 
consulting  engineer.  There  have  been  times  when  we  in  this  department 
were  able  to  be  of  some  slight  service  and  it  has  always  been  a pleasure  to 
do  wdiatever  was  possible. 

The  continuous  and  rapid  growth  accompanied  by  a steady  demand 
for  water  from  the  south  end  of  the  city,  warrants  a coordinated  program 
in  my  opinion  from  our  municipal  authorities.  1 recommend  that  this  be 
covered  in  a practical  way  to  accommodate  our  extensions  to  a wholesome 
plan  distributed  over  a period  of  years.  The  solid  benefits  of  our  Pito- 
meter  water  waste  survey  were  in  my  opinion  responsible  for  a consider- 
able share  of  our  success  in  passing  through  the  past  dry  year.  The 
definite  facts  gleaned  from  this  survey  allowed  alert  concentration  of 
effort  which  resulted  in  the  figures  spoken  of  above. 

There  isn’t  the  slightest  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  it  would  be  good 
business  for  our  municipal  authorities  to  promulgate  such  orders  as  are 
required  to  insure  the  speeedy  payment  of  all  of  our  debt  on  the  present 
water  plant,  primarily  of  course  the  proper  valuation  and  system  of 
assessments  in  conjunction  with  a lay-out  of  carrying  charges  would  be 
required  in  the  face  of  the  large  proposed  expenditures.  In  the  near 
future  it  seems  to  me  that  a community  of  our  size  should  consider  well  the 
proper  balancing  into  a safe  relative  position  a revenue  department  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  city. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  past  year  and  the  year  1923  were  away 
below  the  average  in  rainfall,  therefore  it  is  to  be  expected  that  with  two 
consecutive  dry  years,  such  as  wehave  just  passed  through,  an  accurate 
test  of  the  capacity  of  our  plant  has  indeed  with  the  present  load  been 
recorded.  These  conditions  also  were  favorable  to  ascertaining  important 
facts  on  the  water  shed  being  studied  for  additions  to  our  present  equip- 
ment. 

MAIN  LINE. 

In  Bicknell  Street  material  for  excavation  being  loose  boulder  gravel 
close  to  three  hundred  feet  of  6"  pipe  were  laid  connecting  dead  ends.  On 
Jackson  Street  between  Fourth  and  Dennis  Street  approximately  six 
hundred  feet  of  6"  pipe  replaced  a very  small  service  pipe,  and  also  allowed 
us  to  go  through  the  cold  weather  without  incapacitating  service  to 
several  families  through  freezing,  which  trouble  they  had  been  bothered 
with  heretofore.  A hydrant  was  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  block  and 
proper  gates  cut  in  so  that  considerable  satisfaction  has  been  given  to  the 
people  served,  as  well  as  to  the  fire  department  and  water  division.  At 
Water  Street  the  dead  end  which  had  to  be  constantly  flushed  at  the  river 
bridge  was  connected  to  another  6"  line  on  West  Street,  and  gives  added 
assurance  of  positive  supply  for  domestic  and  fire  use  in  the  Farmers 
section.  It  is  indeed  a worthy  improvement  and  saves  a considerable 
volume  of  water  wasted  heretofore  in  flushing.  On  Brown  Street,  Fenton 
Avenue,  Gardner  Ave.,  Hall  Ave.,  Jessie  Ave.,  Newport  Ave.,  Simpson 
Ave.,  Washington  Street,  and  Orr  Street  in  South  Attleboro,  petitions  for 
water  extensions  were  granted  and  the  construction  and  installation  of  the 
main  and  services  was  properly  taken  care  of  by  this  division.  On  Locust 
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Street,  Mary  Street,  and  Payson  Street  further  extensions,  duly  author- 
ized, were  constructed  to  accomodate  petitioners  who  had  complied  with 
stipulations  in  the  ordinance. 

On  Bank  Street  close  to  Holden  Street  to  accomodate  a new  house 
and  garage  an  8"  main  was  laid.  This  start  being  governed  as  a part  of  a 
proposed  future  artery  to  feed  this  growing  hill  section.  A second  8" 
extension  was  constructed  from  the  dead  end  on  School  Street  under 
Thacher  brook  across  the  Speedway  where  a service  'was  connected  and  a 
h^ulrant  installed  for  the  benefit  of  a new'  industry  just  starting  here  in 
Attleboro,  the  Panelon  Underwear  Company  factory  building. 

In  passing  it  might  be  said  that  French  cast  iron  pipe  came  into  the 
market  in  the  fall  and  it  is  perhaps,  in  the  face  of  prices  w'e  have  l)een 
paying  for  cast  iron  pipe  in  late  years,  a good  thing  for  the  trade.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  price  of  cast  iron  pipe  wull  become  less  so  that  a re- 
duction in  our  costs  per  foot  may  start  as  is  proper  at  the  foundry.  It  is 
further  well  to  bear  in  mind  in  looking  over  our  units  covering  mam  line 
construction  that  all  of  the  known  factors  are  considered,  and  the  prices 
made  for  our  guarantee  figures  are  fair  prices  to  use  in  adding  to  the 
valuation  of  our  system. 


SERVICES. 

In  conjunction  with  our  usual  service  installations,  it  might  be  fair  to 
note  a slight  reduction  in  the  unit  price  for  the  year.  The  eighty-three  1 " 
services  laid,  as  has  been  stated,  set  a new  figure  for  our  city  in  recent  years 
and  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that  these  additions  will  continue.  Besides 
this  normal  growdh,  there  was  a replacement  at  the  Robinson  building  of  a 
13^"  service,  and  another  2"  service  into  their  No.  1 building  was  con- 
nected so  that  the  industries  resident  thereto  may  have  proper  and  ade- 
quate service. 

L.  G.  Balfour  Company,  owning  the  Blake  building  on  South  Main 
Street,  also  had  a larger  installation,  i.  e.,  a 2"  to  replace  their  existing 
service  for  reasons  similar  to  those  mentioned  just  above. 

On  Knight  Avenue  on  the  B.  B.  & R.  Knight  property  a temporary 
replacement  w-as  put  in  to  cover  a group  of  little  buildings  such  as  had  been 
in  use  fdi*  a very  considerable  number  of  years.  The  uncertainty  govern- 
ing the  disposal  of  this  property  and  an  unwillingness  to  impose  at  this  time 
any  burdens  that  could  be  avoided  upon  this  property  controlled  this 
temporary  repair.  Without  any  question  a study  of  the  tw'o  groups  of 
mill  properties,  one  in  Hebronville,  and  the  other  in  Dodgeville,  wdll  be 
taken  up  when  definite  information  is  obtained  as  to  what  can  be  con- 
sidered a final  disposition  as  to  ownership  for  all  of  these  buildings. 

SHOP  AND  BARN. 

The  largest  item  under  this  account  for  the  Water  department  is  a 
coal  figure  of  $386.74  which  includes  the  winter  supply  of  ha'-d  coal  for 
heating,  as  well  as  the  blacksmith’s  soft  coal.  In  addition,  running 
expenses  of  light,  telephone,  and  towels  take  up  the  balance  except  for  a 
miscellaneous  item  of  $128.49  which  includes  die  stock  and  fittings, 
emery  wheel,  and  a wiring  job  to  conform  to  the  law,  and  current  expend- 
itures such  as  are  needed  constantlj"  in  operating  a plant  of  this  kind. 

It  seems  strange  that  whereas  the  Water  division  operates  as  a revenue 
division  of  a city  department,  that  the  Police  department,  utilizing  the 
barn  of  the  Water  division  as  headquarters  for  housing  their  patrol  and 
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other  machines  and  motor  cycles,  is  not  assessed  any  of  the  expense  in  its 
upkeep  and  maintenance.  It  would  be  only  reasonable  in  my  opinion 
that  they  should  pay  the  lowest  charge  for  the  twenty-four  hour  service 
they  obtain,  which  would  be  an  actual  proportionate  share  per  vehicle 
housed  of  the  costs  entering  into  this  maintenance  and  operation. 

METERS. 

The  persistent  effort  toward  checking  up  unusual  features  connected 
with  our  water  service  has  been  going  on  during  the  past  year,,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  reports  conditions,  some  of  which  originated  years  ago  and 
are  contrary  to  the  existing  rules  and  ordinances,  have  been  improved.  It 
is  also  to  be  noted  at  this  time  that  during  the  past  few  years  there  has 
been  a constant  improvement  from  our  meter  readers  and  inspectors  as  is 
shown  by  a reduction  in  the  complaints  we  hear  during  the  payment  on 
our  water  bills.  In  years  past  this  division  seems  to  have  had  in  use 
meters  from  numerous  manufacturers.  Some  of  these  types  of  meter  do 
not  seem  to  be  up  to  the  performance  required,  as  recorded  under  test  by 
our  employees,  and  therefore  as  they  wear  out  it  has  not  seemed  reasonable 
to  have  them  replaced.  The  matter  has  been  studied  and  our  labor  and 
material  item  has  been  balanced  against  the  proper  service  to  be  expected 
from  a repaired  meter  governed  on  our  experience,  and  balanced  against 
the  age  of  the  meter  and  the  cost  of  replacement  for  a new  meter. 

The  general  movement  covering  the  past  few  years  of  keeping  our 
replacements  to  a minimum  with  the  idea  of  eliminating  our  machines 
that  are  expensive  to  maintain  has  practically  ended,  and  this  year  the 
expenditures  under  this  account  have  jumped.  First,  to  accommodate  the 
great  amount  of  new  business;  and  second,  to  cover  renewals  made  necess- 
ary by  the  junking  of  ancient  meters  which  were  not  assets  to  this  division. 
The  complaint  card  record  shows  a total  of  1310  reports  recorded  and 
answered,  with  such  work  as  required  having  been  completed.  It  is  well 
to  bear  in  mind  the  numerous  positive  factors  such  as  age,  electrolysis, 
corrosion,  etc.,  which  entered  into  our  normal  woes  in  this  maintenance. 
It  is  also  well  to  remember  that  several  of  these  factors  are  not  within  the 
control  of  this  department. 

I wish  to  further  call  to  your  attention  that  out  of  this  great  number 
of  responses,  the  amount  of  night  work,  owing  to  our  policy  of  following 
up  inspector’s  reports,  has  been  marvelously  reduced  demonstrating  clearly 
the  value  of  our  follow-up  policy,  as  inaugurated  a few  years  ago. 

WATER— AUTOMOBILES. 

The  1921  Reo  truck  was  exchanged,  and  with  $1100  additional,  an 
International  speed  truck  of  a ton  and  a quarter  capacity  was  obtained. 
This  trade  in  purchase  was  consummated  in  May.  It  is  well  to  bear  in 
mind  this  date  on  figuring  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  when  the  major 
portion  of  our  abnormal  automobile  expenses  were  contracted  for.  In 
addition  to  this  item,  the  expenses  for  our  trucks,  covering  oil  and  gasoline, 
totals  a very  sizeable  figure  because  as  can  be  seen  by  the  record  of  work 
mentioned  above  considerable  mileage  is  necessary.  The  chassis  of  a 
Ford  ton  truck  was  also  paid  for  from  this  account  and  the  body,  as  you 
will  recall,  came  from  a highway  account.  The  joint  use  of  this  light 
truck  under  pressure  of  summer  business  by  the  two  divisions  has  been 
found  to  be  advantageous,  and  in  the  winter  time  as  an  auxiliary  has  aided 
greatly  in  the  taking  up  of  scattered  small  jobs.  The  registration,  adver- 
tising for  bids,  repairs,  tires,  and  labor  in  the  general  looking  aUer  the 
machines  takes  up  the  rest  of  our  account. 
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INSURANCE. 

Under  this  item  there  is  liability  and  compensation  insurance  for  our 
payroll,  for  the  general  run  of  our  maintenance  accounts;  liability  and 
property  damage  insurance  on  our  International  and  Dodge  trucks;  and 
insurance  covering  fire  for  barn,  shed,  and  contents,  and  also  for  the 
Pumping  Station  buildings  and  their  equipment.  It  is  only  through 
balancing  work  that  our  compensation  was  kept  within  the  limits  we 
carried  on  this  account. 

BUILDINGS  REPAIR  AND  PAINT. 

The  shop  and  barn  main  building  at  the  site  to  the  rear  of  Snell’s  on 
County  Street  has  had  a new  roof  of  a guaranteed  paper  put  on  by  our  own 
labor,  and  in  addition  considerable  painting  was  done  inside  where  needed. 
The  overload  and  impact  from  moving  vehicles  to  which  this  structure  has 
been  subjected  has  certainly  raised  havoc  with  the  probable  life  that  could 
have  been  obtained  from  this  building  had  the  original  idea  for  which  it 
was  designed  been  maintained.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  a one  story 
structure  to  house  the  shop  working  quarters  and  store  house,  and  other 
required  space  for  this  division,  be  constructed  at  once  on  our  consolidation 
site  at  Forest  Street.  Delay,  as  we  have  mentioned,  in  this  consolidation, 
is  expensive  to  the  city. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  there  were  some  very  necessary  house  repairs 
and  a paper  roof  for  the  garage  to  be  considered,  while  in  the  building 
housing  the  pumps  there  was  some  roof  repairs,  window  replacements, 
and  other  current  expenditures  which  are  to  be  expected  in  buildings  as  old 
as  those  at  Orr’s  Pond.  We  have  also  included  an  item  here  marked 
standpipe,  which  was  for  an  inspection  of  our  gate  house  and  structure  at 
the  head  of  Snell  Street.  Another  amount  included  for  repairs  at  this 
same  location  was  required  because  of  the  vandalism  of  some  of  our  young 
men  here  in  town  who  maliciously  took  great  pains  to  destroy  windows, 
screens,  copper  fastened  hatches,  and  other  appurtenances  on  these 
structures.  This  matter  has  been  reported  to  the  police,  and  I have  been 
informed  they  have  taken  it  up  with  the  parents  of  the  young  men  con- 
cerned. The  investigator  has  been  assured  that  there  will  be  no  further 
repetition  of  these  acts.  Incidentally  “No  Trepass”  signs  have  been  set 
adjacent  to  the  standpipe  and  the  police  have  been  requested  to  make  such 
efforts  as  are  required  to  protect  the  city’s  property. 

WATER  MAINTENANCE  MATERIAL  AND  INCIDENTALS 

Of  course  the  bulk  of  this  item  is  for  1"  and  2"  service  pipe,  tools, 
including  hand  tools  and  wrenches,  couplings  and  sleeves,  meter  repair 
parts  and  other  material  which  is  necessary  to  the  functioning  of  the 
division. 

Under  incidentals,  the  taxes  for  our  property  controlled  by  the  water 
division  in  the  Town  of  North  Attleboro  amounting  to  -199.52  were  paid. 
Taxes  to  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  ice  house  property  amounting  to 
$70.80  were  also  included,  water  bookkeeping  sheets,  printing,  and  other 
items  which  do  not  properly  belong  elsewhere  were  included  to  make  up  the 
total,  as  shown  in  the  accompanjung  statistics. 

At  the  Pumping  Station  we  purchased  about  681  tons,  more  or  less,  of 
New  River  coal  at  an  average  price  of  about  -$7.34,  which  includes  trimming 
and  haul.  This  is  figured  for  tons  of  two  thousand  pounds.  It  will  be 
noted  that  considerable  of  this  coal  was  delivered,  for  less  than  the  figure 
used  above.  On  this  market,  the  city  supplied  the  trimmers. 
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For  the  Snow  pump,  which  once  more  has  carried  practically  the  full 
year’s  work,  the  items  for  valve  springs,  packing,  graphite  paint,  etc.,  are 
shown  and  also  at  the  Pumping  Station  we  have  a light  and  telephone  bill 
which  approximated  the  usual  charge.  The  usual  cleaning  out  and  in- 
spection of  the  boilers  was  taken  up  and  in  addition  a rewiring  of  the  boiler 
room  for  electric  lights  was  deemed  advisable  in  order  to  avoid  potential 
fire  risks  which  might  arise.  ‘ The  water  filter  beds  were  given  two  cleanings 
and  in  addition  it  was  required  in  February  of  1924  that  our  laborers  cut 
the  ice  on  the  beds  so  that  our  rotor  could  operate  efficiently.  The  care 
of  the  grounds  at  the  Station  was  maintained  at  the  irreducable  mini- 
mum. 

The  Chief  Engineer  having  complained  early  in  the  year  of  the 
service  the  chimney  at  the  Station  was  giving,  the  Cornell  Construction 
Company  (steeple  jacks)  inspected  the  site  and  made  some  recommenda- 
tions. On  the  work  to  cover  the  recommendations  quotations  were 
solicited  from  other  firms  and  considerable  money  was  saved  by  awarding 
the  work  to  the  Berry  Company. 

The  Water  division  is  to  be  congratulated  on  maintaining  its  revenue 
in  the  face  of  a reduction  in  consumption  which  has  taken  place  in  spite  of 
an  unusually  large  annual  growth.  The  efficiency  of  the  division  is  being 
directed  toward  increasing  supplj^  reducing  consumption,  and  extending 
the  limit  of  funds  available  for  writing  off  the  debt  against  our  present 
plant  in  production  for  a favorable  introduction  to  the  contemplated  ex- 
pansion. 

Among  other  things,  the  Municipal  Council  has  asked  for  a recom- 
mendation covering  Rex  Avenue,  a platted  street  adjacent  to  the  Washing- 
ton Street  school  in  South  Attleboro.  I believe  that  the  acceptance  of 
this  street  should  be  governed  in  direct  accordance  with  our  ordinance 
covering  street  layout. 

The  importance  of  adquate  development  and  extension  of  our  sewer 
sj^stem  and  filtration  plant  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly,  and  I recom- 
mend that  a report  be  obtained  covering  in  detail  our  future  requirements, 
as  mentioned  herein  for  a period  of  twenty  years. 

In  balancing  the  several  accounts  of  this  department  for  the  final 
annual  statement,  where  overdrafts  are  taken  care  of  in  some  units  by  sur- 
plus in  others,  I believe  that  the  Superintendent  should  be  present  and 
active  in  the  final  decision  covering  the  placements  mentioned,  and  I so 
recommend. 

The  past  year  has  supplied  more  than  a fair  opportunity  for  testing 
our  organisation  and  I wish  therefore  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council,  and  all  of  the  employees  who 
have  contributed  materially  to  the  success  of  this  department.

WILL  THE  SCHOOLS  STOP  GROWING.? 

A study  of  the  membership  figures  since  1887  when  Attleboro  sep- 
arated from  North  Attleboro  shows  steady  and  consistent  gains  year  after 
year.  Few  years  show  a loss,  and  when  a loss  ‘occurs  there  is  usually  a 
good  reason  for  it.  In  the  three  years  from  1919  to  1922  the  increase  was 
more  than  660  pupils.  The  schools  grew  so  rapidly  that  it  was  impossible 
to  build  buildings  fast  enough  to  care  for  the  growth  and  it  was  necessary 
to  purchase  portable  buildings  to  provide  accommodations  for  the  pupils. 
This  year  t he  city  has  started  on  a building  program  which  will  eventually 
do  away  with  the  use  of  portable  buildings. 

The  first  step  in  this  building  program  has  l)een  the  erection  of  an 
eight-room  addition  to  the  Richardson  school.  This  will  provide  for  the 
two  rooms  in  the  old  wooden  building  which  was  removed,  and  for  the 
pupils  now  occupying  the  two  portables  at  this  school.  It  will  also  pro- 
vide for  a kindergarten,  an  open  air  room  and  a room  for  ungraded  pupils. 
This  addition  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  the  spring. 

The  second  step  in  the  building  program  will  be  the  provision  of  a 
suitable  building  for  South  Attleboro.  No  part  of  the  city  has  grown 
so  rapidly  in  the  past  five  years  as  the  section  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town  adjoining  Pawtucket.  JNIy  report  last  year  gave  the  details  of  this 
growth.  It  is  likely  that  extra  accommodations  will  be  necessary  in 
September,  1925.  A lot  has  already  been  acquired,  and  plans  and  speci- 
fications for  a new  building  are  being  secured.  The  building  will  be  needed 
as  soon  as  it  can  be  erected. 

The  third  step  in  the  building  program  will  be  the  consideration  of 
some  plan  to  relieve  the  High  School.  This  fall  the  enrollment  has  been 
683.  This  is  the  absolute  capacity  of  the  building.  It  is  likely  that  the 
enrollment  will  increase  somewhat  in  September  1925.  If  the  increase 
is  very  large  afternoon  .sessions  for  part  of  the  school  may  be  necessary. 

There  are  two  ways  in  which  the  High  School  may  be  relieved.  First, 
build  an  addition  to  the  present  building.  The  building  is  so  planned 
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that  extra  room  may  easily  be  added.  The  second  way  of  furnishing 
relief  is  to  erect  a new  building  on  a different  site  to  care  for  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  and  the  first  year  of  the  high  school.  This  plan  would 
take  from  the  high  school  the  freshmen  class  which  numbers  nearly  one 
third  the  school,  and  would  give  the  remaining  three  classes  ample  chance 
for  growth.  Putting  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  grades  together  would 
give  the  pupils  in  these  grades  better  educational  opportunities  and  place 
Attleboro  in  line  with  other  progressive  communities.  Very  careful  con- 
sideration should  be  given  both  these  plans  as  the  decision  made  will  affect 
the  education  of  Attleboro’s  children  for  many  years  to  come.

Special  Room  for  Ungraded  Pupils. 

For  several  years  the  law  has  required  special  instruction  for  those 
pupils  who  are  not  able  to  do  the  regular  classroom  work.  On  account  of 
lack  of  rooms  there  has  been  no  opportunity  to  organize  any  of  these 
special  classes  till  this  year.  In  October,  however,  such  a class  was 
started  at  the  Sanford  Street  School,  and  the  results  have  been  most 
gratifying.  It  is  planned  to  open  another  .class  at  the  Richardson 
School  in  September. 

Educational  Growth. 

1 have  cited  above  figures  showing  how  the  number  of  pupils  has 
steadily  increased  and  what  has  been  done  to  provide  for  this  growth. 
The  development  of  the  curriculum  has  kept  pace  with  the  physical 
growth  of  the  school  system.  Teachers  are  constantly  on  the  alert  to 
increase  their  efficiency  and  to  improve  their  class  room  work.  Last  year 
the  principals  spent  a great  deal  of  time  in  developing  a set  of  standard 
tests  for  the  work  in  arithmetic  for  each  grade.  The  year’s  work  in 
arithmetic  has  been  divided  into  quarters  and  a test  set  up  for  each  quar- 
ter. This  makes  the  work  more  definite  and  results  can  be  more  easily 
compared.  Any  teacher  in  any  grade  can  tell  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 
just  how  well  her  class  is  doing. 

In  the  eighth  grade,  algebra  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum,  to  be 
taken  up  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  As  treated  in  this  grade  the 
subject  is  merely  an  introduction  to  the  more  advanced  study  of  algebra 
in  the  high  school. 

This  year  principals  and  teachers  are  giving  special  attention  to  silent 
reading.  For  years  schools  have  emphasized  oral  reading,  and  have  been 
satisfied  with  correct  pronunciation  and  good  expression  without  being 
sure  that  pupils  understood  all  that  was  read.  The  aim  of  silent  reading 
is  to  make  certain  that  pupils  comprehend  what  they  read,  and  to  this  end 
special  methods  in  the  teaching  of  reading  are  being  used.  Oral  reading 
will  receive  most  attention  in  the  primary  grades  and  silent  reading  will 
be  emphasized  in  the  upper  grades.  If  the  aim  of  silent  reading  can  be 
accomplished,  the  results  will  carry  over  into  all  content  subjects,  like 
geography  and  history  and  the  entire  work  of  the  schools  will  be  improved. 
Even  problem  work  in  arithmetic  will  be  benefited  by  this  work.  The 
principals  and  teachers  are  enthusiastic  about  this  new  phase  of  instruct- 
ion and  in  the  classes  selected  for  trying  out  the  new  methods  good  re- 
sults are  being  secured. 
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At  the  High  School  new  wood-working  machinery  has  been  installed 
during  the  last  three  years  so  that  now  the  school  has  an  up-to-date 
equipment  in  every  respect.  For  a school  of  our  size  the  equipment  is 
equal  to  that  of  any  school  in  New  England.  The  equipment  consists  of 
a circular  saw  with  mortising  attachment,  band  saw,  surfacer,  lathe,  and 
jointer,  each  driven  by  a motor  attached  to  the  machine.  With  this 
equipment  the  school  should  be  able  to  turn  out  a finished  product  of  the 
best  quality. 

At  the  Continuation  School  the  course  in  jewelry  making  has  been 
changed  to  a course  in  household  mechanics.  This  course  does  for  the 
boys  what  a course  in  household  arts  does  for  the  girls.  The  girls  are 
taught  cooking,  sewing  and  home  nursing.  The  boys  are  taught  the 
elements  of  carpentry,  plumbing,  electrical  work,  cane  seating,  and 
painting,  so  that  they  will  be  able  to  do  any  little  job  of  repair  work  about 
the  home.  This  course  meets  the  needs  of  all  boys  in  the  school  and  I am 
sure  will  prove  more  valuable  than  the  former  course.  In  connection 
with  the  new  course  a portable  wood  working  machine  consisting  of  a 
saw,  planer,  and  sand  drum  has  been  purchased  which  will  be  available 
for  the  boys  of  the  eighth  grade  as  well  as  for  the  use  of  the  Continuation 
school.  This  means  better  work  in  manual  training  by  the  eighth  grade 
boys. 

High  Spots. 

A modern  school  system  is  a complex  organization  embracing  many 
activities.  The  following  list  of  High  Spots  will  give  those  not  intimately 
acquainted  with  school  work  some  idea  of  what  is  being  done  in  the 
Attleboro  schools. 

1.  Movable  furniture  is  found  in  many  primary  grades  and  in  some 
grammar  grades. 

2.  Individual  Teachers,  in  the  large  schools  help  backward  pupils 
and  those  who  have  been  absent. 

3.  A school  record  card  contains  the  school  history  of  each  pupil. 
This  is  supplemented  by  the  physical  record  card.  Both  cards  follow  the 
pupil  from  grade  to  grade. 

4.  Sand  tables  are  used  in  many  primary  rooms  for  project  work  in 
geography  and  history. 

o.  A special  room  has  been  opened  in  one  school  for  giving  ungraded 
children  special  instruction  emphasizing  manual  work. 

6.  The  .Joseph  Finberg  Educational  Fund  is  available  for  graduates 
of  the  high  school  who  desire  help  in  paying  their  expenses  in  college  or 
other  institutions  of  learning. 

7.  Bulletin  Boards  are  found  in  every  school,  containing  specimens 
of  pupils’  work,  notices,  news-items,  etc. 

8.  Pictures  for  the  school  rooms  are  being  added  each  year,  espec- 
ially at  the  High  and  Tiffany  Schools.  These  are  purchased  through  the 
efforts  of  the  principals  and  teachers. 

9.  Extra-curricular  activities  are  found  in  the  High  School  and 
upper  grammar  grades.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  High 
School  orchestra,  the  band,  the  glee  club,  and  various  clubs  such  as  the 
French  Club,  the  German  Club,  the  Ex  Libris,  etc.

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10.  At  the  Bank  Street  School  each  teacher  has  charge  of  a club 
not  connected  with  school  studies.  These  include:

11.  Socialized  Recitations,  classes  conducted  by  pupils,  with  a class 
chairman,  secretary,  class  questions  and  class  criticism,  are  common  in 
such  subjects  as  history  and  geography. 

12.  The  High  School  Library,  with  a full-time  librarian,  increases 
the  efficiency  of  the  whole  school. 

13.  Schools  having  eighth  grades  are  supplied  with  modern  up-to- 
date  sets  of  encyclopaedias  in  twenty-four  volumes. 

14.  The  editing  and  publishing  of  the  Blue  Owl  give  the  High  School 
pupils  excellent  training  in  language  and  business. 

15.  Pupils  in  the  Commercial  Department  at  the  High  School  work 
afternoons  in  offices  and  shops  during  the  last  year  of  their  course,  thus 
gaining  practical  knowledge  to  supplement  the  class  room  instruction. 

16.  Table  manners  are  taught  in  schools  having  pupils  who  stay  at 
noon.  Pupils  wash  their  hands  before  eating,  use  a paper  towel  as  a 
napkin  while  eating  and  the  same  towel  to  dry  their  hands  when  washed 
again  after  eating. 

17.  Branch  Libraries  at  Hebronville  and  Washington  Schools  are 
patronized  by  many  pupils  under  the  guidance  of  the  teachers,  and  are  a 
great  aid  to  education. 

18.  Foreign  Languages  at  the  High  School  are  taught  by  the  so- 
called  direct  method.  Phonographic  records  in  French  and  Spanish  help 
in  getting  correct  pronunciation.  ' 

19.  Sixteen  teachers  attended  summer  schools  last  summer. 

20.  The  Sewing  Classes  make  many  articles  of  clothing  for  their 
own  use. 

21.  The  Cooking  Classes  at  the  High  School  serve  a dinner  for  the 
School  Committee  each  year. 

22.  . A musical  atmosphere  pervades  the  schools.  The  annual  con- 
cert of  the  High  School  is  looked  forward  to  each  year  by  lovers  of  good 
music. 

23.  Credit  for  Outside  Music  Study  is  allowed  in  the  High  School 
toward  a diploma. 

24.  A Junior  Orchestra  is  made  up  of  pupils  from  various  elementary 
schools. 

25.  Drawing  is  taught  in  every  grade  from  the  first  grade  through 
the  High  School.  The  drawing  classes  have  furnished  posters  for  many 
occasions. 

26.  Citizenship  papers  are  filled  out  by  the  Director  of  Americaniza- 
tion, who  has  helped  many  to  secure  citizenship. 
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27.  Short  unit  courses  in  the  evening  schools,  especially  at  Hebron- 
ville,  and  reorganization  of  the  classes  at  the  end  of  the  courses  creates 
interest  and  keeps  a full  membership  of  the  classes. 

28.  Markings  on  school  buildings  and  obscene  writings  in  toilets 
very  rarely  occur. 

29.  Lanterns  for  using  slides  are  found  in  the  larger  schools.  A 
set  of  1000  slides  for  use  in  history  and  geography  is  available  for  the 
teachers’  use.  The  Bliss  and  Richardson  Schools  have  sets  of  600  slides 
which  they  purchased  themselves. 

30.  Stereoscopes,  and  stereographs  corresponding  to  the  1000  slides, 
are  at  the  Superintendent's  Office  and  are  sent  to  each  school  as  called  for. 

31.  State  Certificates  in  Reading  have  been  granted  many  pupils  in 
the  ejementary  schools  who  have  read  the  prescribed  number  of  books 
and  passed  the  examination. 

32.  Two  Business  and  High  School  Certificates,  thirt.v-nine  Student 
Certificates,  71  Improvement  Certificates,  292  Progress  Pins,  and  724  But- 
tons were  awarded  by  the  Palmer  Company  for  excellence  in  penmanship 
for  the  year  1923-1924. 

33.  The  School  Bank  received  deposits  of  S8335  for  the  school  year 
1923-1924.  Total  deposited  since  the  Bank  was  organized  in  October 
1908,  $92,161. 

34.  Safety  Patrols  have  been  organized  in  several  schools  to  protect 
the  pupils  in  crossing  the  streets  at  the  close  of  the  morning  and  afternoon 
sessions. 

35.  The  Health  of  the  Pupils  receives  careful  attention.  A physical 
examination  is  given  every  pupil  once  a year. 

36.  Pupils  having  contagious  diseases  are  excluded  from  school  and 
allowed  to  return  only  on  a physician’s  certificate. 

37.  The  School  Nurse  visits  many  homes  in  follow-up  work. 

38.  Thirty  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  treated  this  year  at 
the  Sturdy  Hospital  through  the  efforts  of  the  school  nurse. 

39.  Nutrition  instruction  is  given  pupils  10%  or  more  underweight. 
These  pupils  are  weighed  monthly  and  each  pupil’s  weight  charted  on  his 
weight  card. 

40.  Many  Nutrition  Posters  have  been  made  in  various  schools  to 
be  used  in  teaching  proper  habits  of  eating,  sleeping,  etc. 

41.  Scales  for  weighing  and  measuring  the  height  of  pupils  have  b 'en 
provided  every  school  by  the  Junior  Red  Cross  Fund. 

42.  A tennis  court  has  been  laid  out  at  Hebronville  by  the  pupils  and 
is  much  enjoyed  by  the  school  and  neighborhood. 

43.  Physical  exercises  in  the  open  air  under  pupil  leadership  improve 
the  health  of  the  pupils  and  develop  leaders. 

44.  The  Salute  to  the  P’lag  is  given  in  many  schools  at  the  close  of 
the  open  air  exercises.

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45.  Athletic  teams  as  a part  of  the  physical  training  have  been  or- 
ganized in  all  upper  grade  schools.  Inter-class  and  inter-school  contests 
bring  many  pupils  into  athletics. 

46.  A Basket  Ball  outfit  has  been  presented  to  the  Washington 
School  by  the  Mothers’  Club  which  takes  a lively  interest  in  all  phases  of 
school  work. 

47.  Playground  equipment  was  purchased  at  the  Briggs  Corner 
School  with  money  raised  at  a school  entertainment. 

48.  Supervised  play  at  recess  time  takes  the  place  of  rough  and 
tumble  play^  formerly  found  on  the  school  playground. 

The  above  High  Spots  indicate — in  part  some  of  the  advance  steps 
being  taken  in  the  Attleboro  schools.  The  credit  for  the  progressive  spirit 
of  the  schools  is  largely  due  to  the  wholehearted  interest  and  professional 
attitude  of  the  teachers.

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A careful  study  of  the  reasons  why  these  pupils  withdrew  from  the 
high  school  without  completing  the  year  or  course  shows  that  a large  num- 
ber left  in  order  to  aid  their  families  financially,  another  group  returned 
to  the  school  in  the  fall  for  special  preparation  in  certain  subjects  and  as 
soon  as  this  was  accomplished  withdrew  from  the  school.  Changes  of 
address,  poor  scholarship,  poor  ability  and  the  indifference  to  study  were 
other  factors  considered.

Curricula  Changes. 

The  following  subjects  have  been  added  to  the  curricula:  Type- 
writing the  Sophomore  year.  Accountancy,  Salesmanship  and  Economics 
the  Senior  year.  Ethics  is  now  required  of  all  freshmen. 


Recommendations. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  104  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Domestic  Arts 
Curriculum.  All  of  this  work,  which  I consider  the  most  practical  given 
in  the  high  school,  is  confined  to  one  room  wliich  is  equipped  for  cooking 
and  not  for  anything  else.  If  this  work  is  to  develop,  and  the  pupils  re- 
ceive the  highest  returns  for  the  time  they  spend  in  the  department, 
provisions  should  be  made  for  more  room. 


Special  Studies. 

In  view  of  recent  progress  made  in  secondary  education  and  in  the 
light  of  present  day  needs,  the  following  subjects  should  receive  more 
attention  in  the  high  school: 

1.  Ancient  and  Mediaeval  History  should  represent  one  year’s  work. 

2.  Modern  History  should  represent  one  year’s  work. 

3.  Community  Civics,  with  a survey  of  vocations  should  represent 
one  year’s  work. 

4.  The  Manual  Training,  Free  Hand  Drawing  and  Mechanical 
Drawing  rooms  should  be  used  five  days  a week.  This  will  not 
only  make  these  departments  more  efficient,  but  will  relieve  the 
crowded  conditions  in  other  recitation  rooms.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Continuation  School. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Director  of  the 
(''ontinuation  School. 

In  preparation  for  the  year’s  wmrk  the  teachers  and  director  took  a 
summer  course  at  Fitchburg  summer  school  last  July.  There  are  also 
several  conferences  being  held  in  Boston  during  this  school  year  where 
plans  are  discussed  for  the  improvement  of  the  continuation  school  work. 

In  shop  work  for  boys  a change  has  been  made  from  the  jewelry  work 
to  a household  mechanics  course.  This  offers  the  boys  an  opportunity 
for  learning  many  useful  Operations.  It  gives  them  a chance  to  learn  how 
to  do  a large  number  of  repair  jobs  about  the  home  such  as  replacing 
broken  windows,  repairing  electric  flat  and  cord,  electric  doorbell,  radio, 
bicycles,  kiddy-cars,  carts,  chairs,  faucets,  screens,  etc.  In  fact  this  kind 
of  work  is  as  worth  while  to  the  l3oys  as  the  girls’  shop  work  to  the  girls. 
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Summed  up  the  advantages  of  such  a course  are  as  follows: 


1.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for  diversified  shop  work. 

2.  It  provides  an  opportunity  for  vocational  guidance. 

3.  It  provides  an  avocational  interest  which  makes  for  a more 
worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

4.  It  is  of  economic  value  to  the  boys.  Such  a knowledge  often 
saves  the  time  and  money  involved  in  calling  in  mechanics  for 
such  jobs. 

5.  Parents  look  with  favor  upon  instruction  which  they  can  see  is 
valuable  to  the  boys. 

6.  Pupils  gain  in  self-respect — it  makes  them  more  self-reliant. 

7.  It  is  of  civic  value — trains  for  better  citizenship. 

8.  It  is  an  economical  shop  for  the  school. 

9.  It  trains  for  definite  future  values.  The  training  will  be  capital- 
ized through  the  boy’s  life  because  practically  every  man  needs 
to  know  how  to  do  these  things  or  to  know  how  they  are  done. 

10.  It  interests  the  boys — makes  for  worthy  home  membership. 

11.  It  aids  the  teacher  in  follow-up  work. 

12.  It  helps  solve  the  problem  in  continuation  schools  of  the  chang- 
ing class  personnel. 

13.  It  compares  favorably  with  household  arts  for  girls. 


14.  It  helps  solve  the  problem  of  the  20-hour  pupil. 

Many  of  the  boys  are  bringing  articles  from  home  to  the  shop  and  here 
under  the  direction  of  the  instructor  learn  to  make  the  necessary  repairs. 
At  first  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  the  boys  to  bring  pro- 
jects from  home.  This  was  overcome  by  visiting  the  home  and  explaining 
to  the  parents  the  objectives  of  the  school. 

Some  repair  work  has  been  done  about  the  building  by  the  boys.  A 
drain  pipe  from  the  refrigerator  on  the  third  floor  to  the  basement  was 
installed,  an  iron  grill  erected  and  desks,  chairs,  and  faucets  repaired.  The 
following  list  is  typical  of  the  work  we  are  doing,  Nearly  all  of  the  repair 
projects  listed  below  were  brought  in  by  the  pupils.

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The  Hanchett  Portable  Combination  Wood  Worker  has  been  added 
to  the  equipment.  It  is  made  up  of  a universal  saw,  a planer  and  a drum 
Sander  which  takes  care  of  the  most  common  and  necessary  operations  of 
woodworking. 

The  boys’  academic  department  represents  an  earnest  effort  to  con- 
serve the  education  which  the  boys  received  when  they  were  in  the  regular 
day  schools;  to  give  to  these  14  to  16  year  old  workers  further  opportunities 
for  mental  development,  and  in  a way  to  help  them  to  interpret  their  new 
contacts  with  industry  and  society. 

To  be  more  specific  its  aims  are  to  review  the  fundamental  processes 
where  needed  for  application  to  actual  experience,  to  present  vocational 
opportunities,  to  teach  the  doing  of  a small  job  in  a big  way  so  as  to  prepare 
the  boy  for  future  positions  of  greater  responsibility.  In  carrying  out 
these  aims  we  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  pupils  must  study  and 
train  to  become  more  efficient  on  the  jobs  that  they  hold  at  the  present 
time  and  must  also  consider  the  fact  that  they  are  only  from  14  to  16 
years  of  age,  most  of  whom  have  not  yet  made  their  ultimate  vocational 
choice. 

Training  is  given  to  the  boys  in  the  things  which  make  for  good 
citizenship,  and  good  community  relations,  personal  and  community 
hygiene;  the  worthy  use  of  leisure  time,  good  home  membership  and 
individual  integrity  and  thrift.  The  fact  that  good  health  is  one’s  greatest 
asset  is  ever  kept  before  the  boy. 

In  teaching  the  boys,  we  must  keep  three  elements  in  mind;  the 
subject,  the  boy,  and  the  time  element.  We  must  present  only  those 
subjects  to  the  boy  of  which  he  can  make  use  in  his  daily  life.  The  sub- 
ject must  lead  towards  a definite  goal  and  must  be  specific  enough  to  be 
understood  by  the  pupil.  In  our  courses  of  instruction  there  is  nothing 
vague  or  so  general  that  the  boy  does  not  know  what  it  is  about  or  to  what 
it  is  leading. 

We  always  keep  in  mind  the  boy  that  the  regular  day  school  in  many 
cases  has  failed  to  hold.  He  is  often  a boy  who  takes  very  little  interest 
in  school.  We  must  present  the  subject  to  the  boy  in  an  interesting 
manner  and  in  that  way  attempt  to  arouse  the  boy’s  flagging  interest. 

We  must  consider  the  fact  that  the  boy  spends  only  two  hours  each 
week  in  the  academic  room.  The  time  is  limited  and  so  every  hour  in 
the  academic  room  must  not  only  be  worth  while  but  must  be  recognized 
as  such,  if  the  interest  and  good  will  of  the  boys  is  to  be  attained. 

In  the  girls’  division  the  academic  and  vocational  department  are  so 
closely  related  that  they  may  be  spoken  of  as  a unit. 

This  year  we  have  undertaken  in  a small  way  a course  of  Household 
Management.  This  deals  si)ecifically  with  the  hygiene  of  the  home,  the 
care  of  the  essential  rooms,  the  arrangement  of  furniture  and  utensils  so 
as  to  best  save  the  strength  and  time  of  the  housekeeper.  Each  girl  is  led 
to  see  that  she  has  some  part  in  the  home  life  beyond  the  financial  one, 
that  she  can  do  much  to  make  her  mother’s  life  easier. 

The  girls  who  attend  continuation  school  marry  early  as  a rule  and 
as  far  as  possible  we  try  to  give  them  lessons  that  will  be  of  practical 
assistance  to  them  in  the  home  tasks  soon  to  be  theirs  but  not  forgetting 
to  instill  ideas  that  will  teach  them  to  live  well  with  the  rest  of  the  world, 
to  be  good  citizens,  and  “to  look  up,  not  down,  forward,  not  backward.” 
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Many  have  said  that  without  follow-up  work  the  school  could  not 
succeed.  It  is  in  our  visits  at  the  homes  that  we  often  learn  where  we 
succeed  and  where  we  fail.  When  a mother  tells  us  with  pride  that  her 
girl  plans  and  makes  all  her  dresses  now  and  helps  her  make  the  children’s 
clothing  we  feel  that  we  have  done  something  worth  while.  When  a 
girl  buys  fruit  and  cans  it  to  show  her  mother  how  well  she  can  do  it  and 
how  much  better  and  cheaper  it  is  than  what  mother  has  always  bought 
in  tin  cans  we  feel  another  good  seed  has  fallen  on  good  ground. 

A lesson  was  given  one  day  on  the  budget  explaining  the  idea  that 
car  fares  add  to  the  rent.  This  was  discussed  at  home  with  the  result 
that  the  family  moved  to  another  house  better  located,  and  saved  money 
by  having  no  car  fares  to  pay. 

A girl  came  to  her  teacher  one  day,  and  said  that  she  had  been  com- 
plimented on  the  way  in  which  she  set  the  table  and  served  a meal  to  the 
doctors  and  nurses  at  the  hospital  where  she  was  working.  When  asked 
where  she  learned  to  serve  so  well,  she  told  them  at  Continuation  School. 

We  have  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  boys  and  girls  a large  number  of 
selected  magazines,  current  event  papers  and  daily  newspapers.  This 
opportunity  for  becoming  acquainted  with  good  literature  has  created 
within  them  a real  desire  for  more  and  better  reading. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  can  be  very  strongly  stated  that  every 
department  is  doing  splendid  work  and  rendering  real  service  to  the  boys 
and  girls.

Report  of  the  Director  of  Americanization. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintende7it  of  Schools: 

The  following  report  of  my  work  as  Director  of  Americanization  for 
Attleboro,  shows  in  a measure  the  amount  of  work  done  and  the  various 
kinds  of  service  rendered  during  the  period  from  November  1923  to  De- 


cember 1924.

Telephone  calls  concerning  citizenship  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Hundreds  of  letters  and  circulars  mailed  and  distributed  through 
schools. 

The  questions  about  which  information  has  been  sought  and  the 
matters  on  which  assistance  has  been  given  are  so  many  and  varied  that 
a complete  summary  is  impossible.  Then  too,  the  human  element  enters 
so  much  into  this  kind  of  work  that  it  is  not  possible  to  express  in  print 
the  appreciation  and  thankfulness  of  those  helped,  nor  the  joy  and  satis- 
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faction  experienced  by  those  whose  privilege  it  is  to  help.  Many  notes 
of  appreciation  have  been  written  and  many  words  of  gratitude  expressed 
by  those  whom  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  assist  in  various  ways.  To  any 
one  who  enjoys  this  work  there  comes  many  a fascinating  experience, 
many  charming  human  interest  stories,  and  many  lasting  friendships. 


I feel  that  the  aim  of  this  work  and  the  possible  scope  of  it,  are  not 
yet  well  enough  understood  in  Attleboro.  There  are  many  organizations 
that  could,  from  time  to  time  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department, 
render  a great  service  in  real  Americanization  work  for  Attleboro. 


One  organization,  the  D.  A.  R.  has  invited  the  citizenship  class  to  the 
D.  A.  R.  House;  later  this  society  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  director  of 
Americanization  more  than  one  thousand  Manual^  of  the  United  States 
for  free  distribution  to  the  foreign  born.  Recently  this  society  provided 
refreshments  for  a social  held  by  the  evening  school  classes  at  Tiffany 
School. 


The  ladies  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  have  asked  how  they  may  be  of  service 
in  this  work.  It  is  pleasing  to  find  these  organizations  actively  interested 
in  Americanization  work.  At  present  there  are  evening  school  classes  as 
follows:

We  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a splendid  corps  of  teachers  for 
these  classes.  They  are  not  only  trained  for  this  work  but  are  sympa- 
thetic and  appreciative  of  the  difficulties  of  foreign  speaking  people;  very 
necessary  qualifications  for  teachers  of  such  classes.  Very  few  students 
have  dropped  from  the  classes  and  in  every  case  where  a student  has 
dropped  out  it  has  been  for  good  reason. 


We  are  unfortunate  as  yet,  in  being  unable  to  induce  the  mothers  to 
attend  evening  classes.  It  has  long  been  my  desire  to  see  an  afternoon 
class  established  for  mothers,  but  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not  been 
able  to  accomplish  this.  When  we  find  the  right  person  to  organize  such 
a class,  I feel  sure  it  will  be  done.  Such  a class  must  necessarily  be  held 
in  the  afternoon,  as  mothers  find  it  impossible  to  attend  evening  classes. 
In  places  where  successful  mothers’  classes  are  conducted,  meetings  are 
often  in  the  homes  of  the  neighborhood.  Experience  has  shown  that 
when  pupils  will  not  come  to  the  school,  the  school  must  be  taken  to  the 
pupils.  This  is  particularly  true  of  mothers’  classes. 

It  has  been  my  experience  and  others  give  the  same  testimony,  that 
personal  work  is  the  one  great  factor  in  this  particular  field  of  educational 
endeavor.  We  must  not  only  encourage  and  induce  the  foreign  born  to 
attend  school,  to  learn  our  language,  to  accept  American  citizenship,  but 
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we  are  often  obliged  to  teacli  our  own  citizens  that  they  likewise  have  some 
responsibility  in  these  matters.  As  long  as  we  speak  about  the  foreign 
people  among  us,  as  some  still  do,  as  “the  great  unwashed  foreign  herd 
from  Europe,”  we  shall  have  difficulty  in  convincing  them  that  there  is 
much  to  be  gained  by  becoming  citizens.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  ap- 
proach them  in  the  true  spirit  of  helpfulness  with  a sympathetic  willing- 
ness to  understand  them  we  shall  find  a responsive  heart,  filled  with 
gratitude  and  love;  we  shall  find,  even  under  rough  exteriors,  souls  filled 
with  the  same  desires,  the  same  longings  the  same  hopes  and  fears,  the 
same  aspirations  and  ambitions;  the  same  loyalty  and  devotion  as  we  our- 
selves experience,  and  what  is  better  still  we  shall  interpret  for  them,  in  a 
much  truer  fashion,  what  seems  to  me  to  be  the  real  spirit  of  America. 

I would  like  to  see  in  Attleboro  a carefully  planned  and  systemically 
executed  campaign  for  promoting  interest  in  Americanizaton  work. 
This  should  properly  come  under  the  direction  of  the  school  department. 
It  should  enlist  the  active  cooperation  and  support  of  every  club  and 
society,  every  patriotic  organization  which  has  the  highest  interests  of  this 
country  at  heart.  It  should  aim  to  inform  our  people,  native  and  foreign 
born,  citizens  and  non  citizens,  as  to  the  true  meaning  of  Americanism, 
and  their  duties  and  responsibilities  as  citizens  or  citizens  to  be.  It 
should  and  doubtless  would  result  In  an  enlightened  citizenry,  keenly 
alive  to  the  needs  of  the  country.  It  should  develop  a vital  community 
interest,  a unity  of  purpose,  which  like  the  Community  Chest  drive, 
would  inspire  civic  pride  and  create  an  interest  in  the  spiritual  as  well  as 
the  material  welfare  of  Attleboro.

Hebronville  School. 

The  extra  activities  of  the  Hebronville  School  are  increasing  in  num- 
ber and  membership  each  year.  The  school  building  is  in  use  five  days 
every  week  from  8:45  a.  m.  to  9:00  p.  m.,  and  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  the  use  is  continuous  during  those  hours,  the  library  and  two 
clubs  occupying  the  time  between  the  close  of  school  at  3:30  p.  m.  and  the 
opening  of  evening  activities.  In  the  boys’  clubs  alone  we  have  en- 
rolled seventy  members  from  eight  to  twenty-one  years  of  age.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  two  basketry  classes,  four  dressmaking  classes,  and 
two  millinery  classes;  these  classes  not  only  give  instruction  but  serve  as 
social  centers.  When  we  engage  leaders  for  the  classes  we  look  for  social 
leadership  qualities  as  well  as  the  ability  to  instruct.

The  vacation  schools  at  Dodgeville  and  Hebronville  for  the  year  1924, 
opened  July  14th  and  closed  August  22d,  making  the  usual  session  of  six 
weeks.  The  membership  for  both  schools  was  246,  ages  3-14,  the  average 
attendance  155. 

Miss  Emily  Bowen  had  charge  of  the  basketry  classes  in  Hebronville 
and  Dodgeville  for  a period  of  four  weeks.  There  were  seventeen  members 
in  the  class  at  Hebronville  and  twelve  in  the  class  at  Dodgeville.  These 
classes  completed  ninety  articles  consisting  of  serving  trays,  sandwich 
trays,  flower  baskets,  coasters,  hot  dish  mats,  etc. 

The  handwork  classes  were  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  G.  Gilles  and 
Miss  Ruth  Hirons.  Two  hundred  forty  articles  were  completed  by  these 
classes,  including  doll’s  hammocks,  caps,  sweaters,  hot  dish  mats,  picture 
frames  and  napkin  ’rings. 

Mrs.  Hoyle  gave  instruction  to  twenty-four  girls,  in  canning  blue- 
berries, string  beans  and  beets  by  the  cold  pack  method. 

Twenty-eight  girls  at  Hebronville  took  sewing  with  Miss  Roberts 
and  twenty-two  at  Dodgeville  took  sewing  with  Miss  Madalene  Hodges. 
Each  one  of  the  girls  besides  making  a dress,  made  a slip  or  a night  dress. 

The  playgrounds  were  in  charge  of  High  School  girls,  at  Dodgeville 
Elizabeth  King  and  at  Hebronville,  Hilda  Lapalme. 

This  year  there  has  been  added  at  Hebronville  a tennis  court  which 
was  in  constant  use  not  only  during  the  school  sessions  but  afternoons, 
evenings,  and  Saturdays,  by  the  older  people  in  the  village.

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Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor. 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  annual  report  of  the  music  supervisor  mig:ht  well  be  a repetition 
of  previous  reports  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  music  work  in  our  schools 
is  branching  out  along  broader  lines  than  was  thought  possible  a few  years 
ago. 

Singing,  because  it  may  be  enjoyed  by  the  greater  number  of  pupils, 
still  remains  the  foundation  of  our  music  work.  The  results,  both  in  music 
reading  and  in  singing,  are  most  gratifying  and  speak  well  for  the  faith- 
fulness of  the  teachers  in  our  schools. 

I have  always  maintained  that  every  child  is  born  with  a love  for 
music,  and  every  child  can  learn  to  sing,  but  whj^  a child,  when  he  comes 
to  school,  can’t  sing  in  tune  with  his  school  mates,  is  still  more  or  less  of  a 
mystery.  Only  through  patient,  careful  training  year  by  year  is  the 
pupil  brought  into  the  realm  of  music,  singing  in  tune  with  his  school- 
mates. A few  years  ago  the  mere  fact  that  a pupil  could  not  sing  de- 
barred him  from  participation  in  any  form  of  music  whatsoever.  Today, 
he  may  learn  to  play  any  instrument  of  the  orchestra  well  enough  to  play 
his  part  with  his  schoolmates,  and  many  of  the  so  called  monotones  are 
doing  it  in  our  schools  today.  This  may  seem  to  the  casual  observer  a 
very  insignificant  thing,  but  to  the  music  supervisor  it  is  a discovery. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  things  to  me,  as  I visit  the  schools  of  the 
city,  is  the  number  of  really  fine  voices  among  the  pupils  in  our  schools. 
To  many  of  them  the  music  work  they  receive  there  may  be  the  only 
chance  they  will  have  to  study  good  music,  and  I am  making  a special 
effort  to  make  it  as  inspirational  and  helpful  as  possible. 

I believe  something  should  be  done  to  conserve  the  music  talent  of 
our  boys  and  girls.  A fine  voice  breathes  a refinement  and  culture  that 
we  need  more  of  in  our  public  schools,  and  1 am  sure  that  much  more  will 
be  done  in  the  future  for  the  encouragement  of  those  who  are  especially 
gifted,  that  their  talent  may  become  of  more  service  to  the  Community 
in  which  they  live.  This  is  one  of  the  problems  to  be  solved  in  the  near 
future  by  the  American  people,  and  the  public  schools  will  be  the  place 
to  solve  it. 

The  High  School  Orchestra  continues  to  increase  in  numbers  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  becomes  a problem  to  know  where  to  put  the  players. 
Our  orchestra  numbers  seventy  members.  We  accept  all  who  register 
for  the  orchestra  just  as  is  done  in  any  other  class  in  High  School.  I am 
satisfied  that,  until  all  the  instruments  necessary  to  a complete  symphony 
orchestra  are  developed,  it  would  not  be  wise  to  make  any  change. 

Mention  might  be  made  at  this  time  of  the  many  favorable  comments 
received  from  outside  the  city  on  the  broadcasting  program  given  by  our 
High  School  Orchestra.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg, 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  radio  station  WJAR  and  we  travelled 
to  Ih-ovidence  and  rendered  an  especially  fine  program. 

The  Glee  Club,  which  is  one  of  the  best  the  school  has  had  in  some 
time,  is  helping  to  keep  alive  the  love  for  good  music,  and  is  providing  an 
extra  opportunity  for  those  who  really  love  and  enjoy  singing. 
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The  class  for  outside  music  study  receiving  credit,  is  now  in  opera- 
tion, and  I believe  it  is  going  to  be  of  real  value  as  it  was  intended  it  should 
be.  Though  there  were  fiUy  who  registered  for  this  work,  only  twenty 
five  came  up  for  examination. 

I was  agreeably  surprised  to  find  the  number  of  really  fine  piano 
players  we  had  in  our  schools.

Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  I look  over  the  year’s  work  I feel  that  it  has  been  a good  year. 
There  seems  to  be  a good  attitude  towards  the  work,  and  in  many  cases 
there  is  much  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  work. 

School  art  can  bring  real  joy  of  achievement  to  the  child.  There  is 
great  satisfaction  in  watching  the  joy  of  a child  when  some  finished  work 
is  the  best  he  has  ever  done.  We  depend  much  upon  the  attitude  of  the 
grade  teacher  for  the  development  of  our  work,  as  she  is  in  closer  touch 
with  the  children  and  has  several  lessons  to  a supervisor’s  one. 

As  we  teach  art  principles  we  try  to  have  the  subject  matter  meet  the 
needs  and  interests  of  the  children  and  have  therh  feel  that  art  is  a part  of 
their  daily  life.  Some  of  the  things  we  are  teaching  are,  color  and  design, 
drawing  and  design,  lettering  and  design,  poster  design,  applied  design, 
art  in  the  home,  bookmaking  and  picture  study. 

The  new  course  in  picture  study  which  we  started  last  year  has  been 
continued.  Appreciation  of  the  masterpieces  which  we  are  trying  to 
develop  must  be  slow  as  it  is  the  result  of  study  and  understanding. 

Most  of  the  pupils  taking  drawing  in  the  high  school  have  only  mod- 
erate ability  and  can  only  have  their  power  to  draw  strengthened  along 
limited  lines.  This  matters  very  little,  however,  compared  with  the 
benefits  they  ought  to  receive  through  some  art  training.  In  a recent 
poster  contest  of  the  Women’s  College  of  Brown  University  we  submitted 
nine  posters.  Each  pupil  who  submitted  a poster  received  a ticket  of 
admission  to  the  college  carnival  because  their  poster  was  used,  and  two 
of  the  posters  were  numbered  with  the  ten  best  posters  submitted.  Our 
girls  who  submitted  the  two  best  posters  were  Dorothy  L.  Perry  and 
Janice  Rhind.  The  department  seeks  to  have  the  drawing  practical  and 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  students.  It  realizes  that  the  problems  should 
meet  the  separate  needs  of  the  boys  and  girls,  but  often  it  seems  impossible 
to  do  this  with  three  or  four  divisions  in  one  period.  At  this  time  there 
are  one  hundred  and  forty  seven  taking  free  hand  drawing  in  the  high 
school.  Ninety  three  pupils  are  taking  two  periods  a week,  three  pupils 
are  taking  three  periods,  forty  one  pupils  are  taking  four  periods,  and  ten 
pupils  are  taking  six  periods  a week.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  of  the  Manual 
Training  and  Mechanical  Drawing  departments. 

Manual  Training  is  not  an  end  in  education  but  is  a means  of  broad- 
ening the  understanding  of  the  youth.  Before  the  introduction  of  moving 
pictures,  radio  and  the  automobile,  manual  training  was  the  only  touch 
they  had  with  industry.  We  can  and  do  use  this  interest  in  these  fields 
e.  g.  radio. 

The  projects  developed  in  the  Manual  Training  shop  are  one  factor 
towards  the  understanding  of  industry. 

One  of  our  aims  should  be  the  development  of  a greater  social  being. 
We  are  told  that  the  future  of  our  country  lies  largely  with  results  accom- 
plished by  the  knowledge  of  youth  through  association  with  materials 
and  processes.  Knowledge  of  industrial  conditions  breeds  an  interest  in 
the  lives  of  others.  Organized  visits  to  the  industries  allied  with  manual 
training,  talks  by  experts  in  these  industries  are  recommended  for  this 
purpose;  they  would  show  the  relation  between  manual  training  and 
real  life.  The  growth  of  machinery  in  every  department  of  industrial  life 
has  created  a demand  for  machinery  in  the  manual  training  department. 
This  has  been  met  by  adding  a 10"  Jointer  and  a 30"  Band  Saw  (each  with 
individual  motor)  this  year. 

Schools  are  being  called  upon  more  and  more  to  train  mechanically 
skilled  laborers.  While  this  is  essentially  the  work  of  the  Vocational 
school  demands  are  made  upon  us  to  some  extent. 

“Manual  training  work  presents  to  all  pupils  an  added  means  of  ex- 
pression, and  to  many  their  most  natural  means  of  expression.” 

Some  pupils  leave  school  because  they  do  not  seem  able  to  make 
progress  in  the  academic  studies  and  there  is  little  chance  of  them  grad- 
uating along  these  lines.  If  we  had  a four-year  course  developed  upon 
technical  lines  we  should  not  only  be  helping  the  boy  himself  but  helping 
the  national  life  also. 

1st  year  course  Bench  wood-work  and  wood- turning. 

2nd  “ “ Bench  and  machine  work  in  metal. 

3rd  “ “ Electrical  wiring  and  automobile  construction. 

4th  “■  “ Jewelry  shop  processes. 

To  introduce  such  a course  we  should  need  much  more  room  than  we 
have  at  present.

The  increased  number  of  credits  now  being  required  for  graduation 
prevents  a number  of  boys  from  electing  manual  training.  The  desire  is 
there,  however,  because  a number  of  the  High  School  students  work  on 
some  project  they  have  in  mind,  either  for  home,  family,  friends  or  them- 
selves during  study  hours  or  after  school. 

Course  of  Study. 

Freshmen:  Names,  construction,  uses  and  care  of  tools. 

Planing  being  the  basis  of  all  good  woodwork  the  earlier  projects 
depend  mainly  upon  efficient  planing  for  their  success. 

Those  pupils  showing  ability  to  do  the  preliminary  processes  well 
during  the  first  quarter  are  allowed  to  choose  a special  project  of  their  own 
under  the  approval  of  the  instructor. 

Sophomores  and  Juniors:  Advanced  bench  work,  furniture- 

making with  inlaid  work  and  wood-turning.  The  wood-turning  course 
coyers  the  necessary  steps  to  produce  the  turning  of  furniture  parts  e.  g. 
chisel  and  screw  drivers  handles,  vise  handles,  candlesticks,  gas  and 
electric  table  lamps,  floor  lamps,  bowls,  spindle  table  legs,  etc.,  inside  and 
outside  screw  face  plate  work. 

Seniors:  Work  of  their  own,  in  advance  of  the  underclassmen. 

They  are  called  upon  to  do  repairs  around  the  school,  to  do  work  for  the 
grade  schools  and  to  do  the  milling  work  for  the  underclassmen. 

Work  Completed. 

1.  The  Pupils — desks,  chairs,  tables,  radio  cabinets,  piano  benches, 
medicine  cabinets,  plant  stands,  etc. 

2.  The  School 

(a)  Office.  Filing  boxes.  Bulletin  boards.  Letter  Rack  Extension. 

(b)  Library.  Two-four  shelf  book  stands.  Catalog  file.  Bulletin 

boards.  Library  table  extension.

Six  full  size  screens  for  Sanford  St.  School,  80  skids 

for  desks  at  Hebronville. 

New  Equipment. 

New  equipment  has  been  added  as  follows: 

Ten-inch  .Jointer  (individual  motor  drive). 

Thirtj’-inch  Band-Saw  (individual  motor  drive). 
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Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  exchange  of  two  of  the  present 
wood-turning  lathes  for  an  individual  motor  driven  wood-turning  lathe, 
6 foot  bed,  automatic  feed  and  an  outer  head  stock  chuck  for  turning  large 
pieces  of  work.  A new  grinding  machine  (individual  motor)  would  make  a 
complete  wood-working  machinery  department. 

Course  in  Grade  Eight. 

Begins  by  making  a working  drawing  of  the  project  in  hand.  The 
' earlier  projects  cover  lessons  in  the  use,  and  care  of  a plane,  to  dissemble 
and  assemble  one  correctly,  to  whet  and  care  for  the  blade;  the  use  of  rip 
and  cross  cut  saws,  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  simple  wood-working  tools . 

“During  the  year  a varied  number  of  projects  was  completed;  such 
as,  coat  hangers,  hot  dish  stands,  knife  and  fork  boxes,  taborettes,  radio 
cabinets,  etc.  Closets  for  the  school  shop  were  completed.  In  submit- 
ting this  report  I recommend  that  the  eighth  grade  pupils  be  given  double 
periods  or  two  hours  per  week  in  place  of  the  present  one  hour  per  week 
schedule.  I recommend  this  in  order  that  the  pupils  may  be  better  pre- 
pared for  their  work  at  the  High  School  which  we  hope  to  advance  to  a 
higher  grade  of  perfection.  To  those  who  do  not  or  cannot  elect  the  High 
School  Manual  Arts  course  will  rest  more  practical  knowledge  than  is  now 
possible.

There  is  a notable  increase  in  second  year  students  over  last  year, 
i.  e.  61%  increase. 

Mechanical  Drawing  being  the  first  step  in  Manual  Training  it  is  very 
essential  and  important  that  the  two  studies  should  be  closely  correlated, 
hence  each  M.  T.  student  is  required  to  take  Mechanical  Drawing.  More 
time  is  given  to  studying  the  language  of  the  working  drawings  and  in  ac- 
quiring the  educational  experience  which  gives  the  ability  to  use  and  read 
blue  prints  than  in  the  past. 


Course. 

First  Year  Lettering,  working  drawings,  geometrical  problems, 
isometric  drawings,  development  of  surfaces,  freehand  sketches. 

Second  Year  Revolution  of  solids,  isometric  drawings,  inter- 
sections, sheet  metal  drawings,  fundamentals  of  machine  drawing,  drawing 
of  castings,  use  of  tracing  paper,  inking,  blueprinting. 

Third  Year  Advanced  machine  drawings  (partly  from  machine 
parts),  section  view'  of  draw'ings,  paths  of  motion  and  cams. 

Fourth  Year  Advanced  machine  drawings,  tracings,  blueprints, 
reading  of  blueprints. 
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Architectural  drawings,  construction  details  of  garages,  cornice  de- 
tails, window  and  door  details,  plans  of  houses,  etc.

Report  of  the  Teacher  of  Sewing. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  sewing  for  the  past  year. 

A carefully  planned  course  of  study  has  been  followed  which  advances 
the  pupils  in  an  easy  and  logical  manner  with  the  results  that  in  four  years 
a girl  is  able  to  do  good  hand  sewing,  machine  work  and  simple  dressmak- 
ing. A great  effort  has  been  made  for  neatness,  exactness  and  economy. 
There  is  absolutely  no  value  in  poor,  careless  work. 

The  child  must  have  a high  ideal  and  strive  to  reach  it.  We  have 
tried  to  show  the  girls  how  much  better  and  less  expensively  an  article 
can  be  made  than  bought.  Therefore  if  one  has  some  knowledge  of 
sewing,  much  more  may  be  had  for  the  same  amount  expended. 

The  girls  soon  realize  that  a garment  of  good  material,  carefully  made 
and  daintily  trimmed  is  far  superior  to  one  of  poor  material,  badly  made 
and  elaboratel3^  but  cheaply  trimmed. 

Along  with  the  regular  sewing  the  girls  learn  to  darn  stockings,  darn 
tears  in  woolen  dresses,  put  on  patches,  sew  on  buttons,  in  fact  ail  the 
repair  work  needed  to  keep  their  garments  in  a good  state  of  preservation. 

With  all  of  the  work  in  sewing  we  keep  in  mind  the  question,  “Is  it 
practical  as  well  as  educational?”  When  such  a question  is  asked  about 
hemming  dish  tow^els  and  napkins,  making  pillow  cases,  all  kinds  of  under- 
garments, aprons,  dresses,  kimonas  and  blouses,  the  answer  is  obvious. 

We  have  many  calls  on  the  sewing  department  for  outside  work  con- 
nected with  the  schools  and  we  are  alwa>"s  glad  to  respond.  The  girls 
seem  to  enjoy  feeling  that  they  are  useful  and  cheerfully  make  laundry  bags, 
mend  flags  or  do  whatever  is  needed. 

The  cooperation  of  parents  is  greatly  appreciated  because  their  in- 
terest and  help  is  essential.  We  extend  a cordial  invitation  to  all  interest- 
ed to  visit  the  classes  and  see  the  work  that  is  being  done.

Report  of  Director  of  Physical  Education. 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Entering  upon  my  work  this  past  year  I have  always  kept  in  mind  the 
fact  that  the  most  important  item  in  my  equipment  as  a teacher  of  physical 
training  is  purpose — purpose  founded  upon  a clear  understanding  of  the 
high  intrinsic  value  of  physical  training  and  upon  the  knowledge  of  its 
service  to  the  pupils.  The  consciousness  that  one  belongs  to  a group  of 
people  who  make  better  living  possible  has  added  to  the  work  a dignity 
which  raises  it  from  routine,  and  has  tided  me  over  times  which  otherwise 
would  have  seemed  dull  and  uninteresting. 
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Nineteen  twenty-four  has  seen  our  system  of  physical  training  under 
student  leadership  developed  to  a high  degree.  Through  a total  of  two 
hundred  leaders  in  the  city,  we  reach  every  child  in  every  grade  above  the 
first,  daily.  I feel  that  the  spirit  put  into  the  work  by  the  leaders  has  been 
excellent,  and  that  the  classes  have  caught  the  idea  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

Organized  play  has  taken  a tremendous  step  forward.  With  the  co- 
operation of  p2-incipals  and  teachers  this  im])ortant  part  of  hlie  work  has 
been  given  much  consideration.  While  there  is  still  a lot  to  be  done,  a 
fine  start  has  been  made  and  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
them  for  their  painstaking  cooperation. 

After  school  athletics  have  played  a big  part  in  our  program.  1 have 
gi\'en  much  of  my  time  to  the  coaching  of  the  eighth  grade  teams,  and  1 feel 
that  results  are  slowly  shoAv’ing.  Pupils  taking  part  in  athletics,  after 
having  their  medical  cards  checked  up,  have  been  required  to  have  a permit 
signed  by  their  parents  before  being  allowed  to  compete.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  this  phase  of  the  work! 

Basketball:  Grammar  School  Boys  League — 7 Teams,  21  Games. 

Number  of  boys  taking  part,  75. 

Grammar  School -Girls  League— 5 Teams — 20  Games — Number  of 
Girls  taking  part.  50. 

Bank  and  Bliss  Eighth  Grade  Boys — 2 Teams — 24  Games — Number 
of  Boys,  40. 

Bank  and  Bliss  Eighth  Grade  Girls — 2 Teams — 11  Games — Number 
of  Girls,  30. 

Bank  Street  Inter-room  League  Boys.  (Through  courtesy  of  Y.  M.  C. 
A.)  8 Teams — 28  Games — Number  of  Boys,  67. 

Note:  We  have  been  very  much  handicapped  in  Basketball  by  the 

lack  of  a Gymnasium.  While  the  High  School  has  been  very  kind  to  us, 
the  hours  which  they  can  give  are  very  bad,  being  after  five  o’clock.  We 
have  used  the  Gymnasium  every  night  from  five  on  and  have  a definite 
schedule  with  teachers  always  in  charge.  I personally  have  given  up 
every  one  of  my  Saturday  mornings  during  the  Basketball  season  so  that 
our  schedules  might  be  carried  out.

I submit,  herewith,  my  report  as  School  Physician  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1924. 

The  health  activities  in  tlie  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been 
varied.  Health  education  has  taken  a more  prominent  part  in  the  school 
curriculum.  There  is  a pleasing  interest  manifested  by  the  children  in  the 
school  health  program  which  is  ever  increasing. 


Nutrition. 

The  nutrition  work,  this  year,  has  been  limited  to  the  elementary 
grades.  Definite  programs  of  instruction  have  been  in  use  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Fall  term.  Nutrition  classes  are  weighed  monthly  and 
their  weights  recorded.  Children  who  are  found  to  be  ten  per-cent  or  more 
under  weight  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year  will  receive  a complete  physical 
examination  with  definite  recommendations  to  the  parent. 

The  nutrition  work  will  be  more  or  less  unstable  until  some  definite 
pro^'ision  is  made  for  the  employment  of  a full  time  nutrition  worker. 


Dental  Clinic. 

The  dental  clinic,  upon  which  so  many  needy  children  depend  annual- 
ly for  the  improvement  of  dental  defects,  went  out  of  existence  with  the 
passing  of  the  City  Budget  for  the  year  1924.  This  clinic  was  a most 
necessary  adjunct  in  the  promotion  of  the  health  of  the  school  child  and 
should  be  restored  this  year. 


Schick  Test. 

The  Schick  test  was  introduced  in  the  schools  this  Spring  in  co- 
operation with  the  Health  Department.  Several  hundred  children  were 
tested,  of  which  a majority  received  the  immunization  treatment.  These 
children  are  now  being  reschicked  as  a check  on  the  efficacy  of  the  treat- 
ment. If  found  immune  to  Diphtheria  they  are  given  a certificate  to  that 
effect,  which  will  allow  them  to  continue  in  school  irrespective  of  the 
presence  of  Diphtheria  in  their  homes. 


Special  Clinics. 

Special  clinics  for  children  who  were  found  to  be  more  than  ten  per- 
cent under  normal  weight  were  conducted  in  the  schools  during  the  year. 
Several  eases  were  referred  to  the  local  hospital  for  X-ray  examinations 
of  the  chest,  and  many  cases  were  referred  for  special  observation  and 
treatment. 

A list  of  those  children  who  were  eligible  for  the  Attleboro  Health 
Camp  was  selected  through  the  medium  of  these  examinations. 

This  clinic  also  aided  in  furnishing  a list  of  children  who  may  be 
chosen  for  enrollment  in  the  open  air  school  rooms. 
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Mentally  Retarded  Pupils. 

Groups  of  children  who  were  mentally  retarded  were  examined  h}" 
Ur.  Patterson,  of  the  Wrentham  State  School,  during  the  year.  Physical 
defects  noted  at  these  examinations  were  listed  and  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  have  these  defects  corrected.  This  method  has  met  with  suc- 
cess. 


Annual  Physical  Examinations. 

The  annual  examinations  show  a marked  improvement  in  physical 
defects  noted  in  former  years.  I refer,  especially,  to  the  removal  of  an 
increased  number  of  diseased  adenoids  and  tonsils.  This  is  due,  in  part, 
to  the  closer  cooperation  of  the  family  physicians. 

Conferences. 

Health  conferences  were  attended  at  Bridgewater  and  Boston,  at 
which  school  health  subjects  were  discussed.  I find  that  the  schools  of 
Attleboro  rank  high  in  health  education  in  comparison  with  other  cities. 

Exhibits. 

A demonstration  of  the  health  work  in  the  schools  was  prominently 
exhibited  at  a Health  Show  arranged  under  the  auspices  of  the  Health 
Officer,  Dr.  W.  O.  Hewitt.  This  exhibit  won  much  favorable  comment. 
A repetition  of  this  exhibit,  confined  wholly  to  school  health,  is  under 
consideration  for  the  coming  year. 

Contagious  Diseases. 

There  was  noted  the  prevalence  of  the  ordinary  contagious  diseases 
through  out  the  year.  In  no  case  was  the  outbreak  serious  enough  to 
warrant  closing  any  of  the  schools. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

(1)  I recommend  the  purchase  of  an  automobile  for  the  use  of  the 
.nurse.  The  additional  work  that  can  be  accomplished  through  the  use 
of  a car  has  been  demonstrated  this  year  in  the  increased  number  of  home 
calls  made  under  my  direction. 

(2)  I recommend  the  employment  of  a full  time  nutrition  worker. 

(3)  I recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  the  re-establish- 
ment  of  the  dental  clinic. 

(4)  I recommend  the  use  of  the  open  air  rooms,  at  an  early  date,  for 
those  children  selected  at  special  clinics. 


CO-OPERATION. 

I wish  to  recognize  the  increased  interest  in  the  health  of  the  pupils 
on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  I wish,  also,  to  commend  the  cooperation  of 
the  Health  Officer,  the  physicians  and  other  health  agencies  of  the  city. 
Especially  do  I wish  to  thank  Dr.  A.  C.  Conro  for  attention  given  needy 
cases.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse. 


Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fates,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1924. 

The  place  of  the  school  nurse  in  the  community  has  undergone  a 
change  in  the  last  few  years.  At  first  she  was  looked  upon  as  a fad  but 
today  she  is  looked  upon  as  a necessary  advisor  by  the  teachers,  pupils 
and  parents. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  was  made  very  difficult  by  a series  of 
epidemics  among  the  school  children. 
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In  January  there  were  measles  and  mumps  in  South Attlei)oro,  mumps 
and  chiekenpox  in  Tiffany  and  Briggs  Corner  Schools;  in  March  mumps 
in  Pleasant  St.  District,  in  June  mumps  and  whooi)ing  cough  in  the  Bliss 
and  Briggs  C’orner  Schools  and  during  the  past  two  months  a slight 
epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  at  the  Tiffany  School  and  chiekenpox  at  the 
Capron  School. 

As  a result  of  finding  two  eases  of  diphtheria  the  school  nurse  assisted 
the  School  Physician  in  taking  sixty-five  throat  cultures  at  Sanford  St. 
School  and  twenty-eight  at  Capron  School. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  ease  where  the  child  was  absent 
from  school  for  three  days  or  more,  this  doing  much  to  minimize  epidemics. 

The  attention  given  by  the  pupils  to  their  teeth  is  very  gratifying, 
thirteen  hundred  seventy-three  brushes  were  sold  at  actual  cost  to  the 
children  during  the  year,  making  seven  hundred  ninety-seven  more  sold 
this  year  than  last. 

The  School  Dentist  has  been  sadly  missed  this  year.  I had  spent 
much  time  and  thought  in  awakening  the  interest  of  the  pupils  in  their 
teeth  and  sincerely  hope  they  will  not  longer  be  deprived  of  the  services 
of  a School  Dentist. 

In  April  the  local  Board  of  Health  held  a health  exhibit  at  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  building  and  the  schools  were  invited  to  take  part.  The  health 
work  in  the  schools  was  demonstrated  by  a series  of  posters,  the  work  of 
several  teachers  and  pupils,  and  compositions  by  the  children.  This  part 
of  the  exhibit  received  much  favorable  comment. 

The  nutrition  work  in  the  schools  has  been  carried  on  this  year  on 
much  the  same  lines  as  the  past  year.  Since  September  the  School  Nurse 
has  been  relieved  of  the  weighing  this  being  done  by  the  teachers  and  it  is 
also  planned  to  relieve  her  of  the  nutrition  work,  thus  according  her  more 
time  for  home  visits  which  up  to  this  time  have  been  made  almost  entirely 
after  school  hours. 

There  were  one  hundred  seventy  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  this 
year.  Every  one  of  these  cases  has  been  followed  up  by  the  School  Nurse, 
some  cases  having  required  tlmee  visits.  I succeeded  in  having  thirty 
children  operated  on  at  which  I assisted.  All  other  cases  were  referred 
to  the  family  physician  and  have  received  favorable  reports  but  in  a few 
cases  the  parents  have  refused  to  allow  the  operations. 

IMentally  defective  children  were  given  a special  examination  early  in 
the  Spring  l)y  Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Wrentham  State  School.  A record  of 
each  case  Avas  made  and  placed  on  file,  and  follow-up  Ausits  AA'ere  made  by 
the  School  Nurse. 

ProAusion  has  been  made  Avhereby  fifteen  of  these  children  are  receiA^- 
ing  special  instruction  in  a room  opened  at  the  Sanford  St.  School.

I have  investigated  322  cases  this  year.  1 liave  not  had  to  take  any 
cases  to  court.  The  number  of  cases  to  look  up  for  the  Evening  School 
has  dropped  more  than  half  of  last  year’s  number  while  the  C’ontinuation 
School  has  increased  considerably.  There  are  very  few  cases  of  truancy, 
more  than  half  the  cases  of  absence  being  due  to  parents  who  keep  the 
children  out  for  various  causes.

The  past  year  has  been  a busy  one  for  this  office,  as  you  will  note,  by 
the  above  number  of  inspections  made.  When,  comparing  the  inspec- 
tions made  in  1921,  which  was  720,  as  against  2512,  in  the  year  1924,  you, 
will  see  that  .the  work  in  this  dept,  is  rapidly  increasing. 

The  placing  of  light  and  power  wires  in  the  civic  zone,  underground, 
has  been  completed  and  is  now  being  connected,  to  the  various  buildings 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  we  hope  by  Fall  of  this  year,  to  have  all  the 
light  and  power  wires,  in  this  area,  that  are  now  overhead  taken  down, 
and,  all  unnecessary  poles  removed.  Which  will  make  a vast  improve- 
ment in  the  a^ppearance  of  our  streets.  Also  removing  a serious  hazard 
to  the  successful  operation  of  our  valued  fire  fighting  force.  Tn  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  of  saving  life  and  property.  I think,  the  increase 
of  inspections  noted,  in  our  report  above  proves  the  absolute  necessity 
for  providing  this  office  with  a small  car,  for  inspection  purposes. 

T therefore  recommend,  for  the  coming  year  the  following  amounts 
for  maintenance  of  this  office.

The  Gamewell  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  use  and  is  in  as  good  working- 
order  as  existing  conditions  will  permit  and  consists  of  the  following  one 
Steam  Whistle  located  at  Pumping  Station,  South  Attleboro,  Three 
Tower  Bells  and  Strikers,  one  at  Lbiion  St.  Station,  one  at  Peck  St.  Tower, 
one  at  No.  4 Station,  So.  Attleboro  and  one  Tower  Bell  Striker  on  Metho- 
dist Church  Bell  in  Hebron^dlle.  There  are  four  indicators  as  follow^s, 
one  in  Central  Station,  So.  Main  St.,  one  in  Union  St.  Station,  one  in 
Hebronville  Station  and  one  in  So.  Attleboro  Station. 

Also  there  are  24  Tappers  and  Gongs  located  as  follows  one  in  Police 
Station,  one  in  office  of  Supt.  of  Public  Works,  one  in  Water  Works  Barn, 
balance  in  residences  of  members  of  Dept,  and  factories  where  they  are 
emploj^ed.  We  have  96  Street  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  owned  by  the  City, 
three  private  boxes,  one  owned  by  the  Interstate  Street  R.  R.  Co.  one  by 
the  Watson  Co.  one  by  the  Bay  State  Optical  Co, 

The  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  is  in  the  Union  St.  Fire  Station  and 
contains  one  six  circuit  switchboard,  one  six  Circuit  protector  board,  and 
one  ten  circuit  Repeater,  together  with  340  cells  of  storage  battery,  and 
one  K.  W.  Motor-Generator  Set  for  charging  same. 

There  is  now  in  the  system  about  90  odd  miles  of  wire  the  following- 
improvements  and  additions  have  been  made  the  past  year,  namely  3 of 
the  12  obsolete  type  boxes  have  been  replaced  wdth  successive,  positive, 
non-interfering  type,  and  two  new  boxes  added  to  the  system,  one  of 
which  is  private  located  at  the  Factory  of  the  Bay  State  Optical  Co.,  to- 
gether with  3 combination  Fire  Drill  and  Auxiliary  Boxes  located  one  on 
each  floor.  The  other  box  added  is  at  the  corner  of  Pleasant  St.  & Dor- 
chester Ave.  Also  one  Excelsior  Punch  Register  with  Peerless  Take-Up 
Reel  located  at  (^entral  Station,  South  Main  St. 
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The  weather  the  past  year  has  been  extraordinarily  sev^ere  on  our  over- 
head lines,  necessitating  the  spending  of  about  SlbOO.OO  extra  in  order 
to  make  the  service  somewhere  near  reliable  but  leaving  considerable 
work  to  do  the  coming  year  owing  to  lack  of  funds  to  })ut  same  in  first 
chass  condition. 

The  matter  of  Nev/  Switchboards  is  more  urgent  than  ever  the  coming 
year  as  the  life  of  the  reliability  of  the  present  boards  has  passed,  also 
when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  area  mentioned  in  the 
report  of  last  year  the  valuation  of  which  is  something  like  one  million 
and  half  dollars.  I think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  leaves  no  argu- 
ment as  to  the  necessity  of  same  being  replaced  at  once.  I therefore 
repeat  my  recommendations  of  the  past  year  for  new  Switchboards  for 
the  Fire  Alarm  system,  also  six  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  for  replacements  and 
additions.  And  extra  labor  to  replace  storm  damage  left  over  from  this 
year  and  to  place  Fire  Alarm  Wires  in  the  Underground  area  Under- 
ground. Also  Reo  truck  will  have  to  be  painted  this  year.

1 herewith  submit  my  report  as  City  Solicitor  for  the  year  1924. 

Lewis  S.  Chilson  et  ali  V.  Mayor,  Municipal  Council  and  City 
Collector  of  Attleboro 

On  January  2,  1924,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  handed  down  a 
rescript  in  this  case.  This  was  a petition  for  a writ  of  certiorari  to  test 
the  validity  of  a special  assessment  made  upon  the  property  of  the  petition- 
ers in  connection  with  the  purchase  by  the  city  of  the  stock  and  bonds  of 
the  Norton,  Taunton,  and  Attleboro  Street  Railway.  The  Court  decided 
in  favor  of  the  petitioners,  ordering  the  writ  to  issue,  in  effect  quashing 
the  assessment,  on  the  ground  that  the  enabling  act  of  the  legislature. 
Special  Acts  of  1919,  Chapter  208,  authorized  the  assessment  of  a better- 
ment tax  only  in  case  the  railway  property  was  taken  under  the  law  of 
eminent  domain,  whereas  it  was  obtained  by  bargain  and  sale. 

B.  B.  & R,  Knight,  Inc. — Petitioner  for  Abatement  of  Taxes. 

Crown  Manufacturing  Co. — Petitioner  for  Abatement  of  Taxes. 

Of  far  more  importance  to  the  city  and  in  fact  the  most  important 
matter  this  office  had  to  deal  with  during  the  year  were  the  appeals  taken 
by  the  above  cotton  manufacturers  from  the  assessments  made  upon  them 
by  the  assessors  for  the  year  1923.  Full  hearings  were  held  in  }>oth  cases, 
the  former  in  Attleboro  and  the  latter  in  Taunton  and  although  it  was 
shown  by  the  coperate  returns  made  by  the  petitioners  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Corporations  and  Taxation  that  the  assessors  were  justified 
in  making  the  assessments  made  by  them,  the  Board  of  County’  Com- 
missioners in  the  exercise  of  their  appellate  and  superior  judgment,  reduced 
the  valuation  in  the  case  of  the  B.  B.  & R.  Knight  Company  by  $218,697.59 
and  in  the  case  of  Crown  Manufacturing  Company  by  $473,562.58,  or  a 
net  loss  in  taxes  to  the  city  of  $21,602.11.  The  Commissioners  no  doubt 
feel  that  the  cotton  industry  in  the  north  is  menaced  b^’  the  ])rogress  it 
is  making  in  the  South  with  its  abundant  labor  supply  and  short  hawls  of 
raw  material  and  the  prospect  of  cheaper  power  soon  to  be  developed  at 
the  Muscle  Shoals  power  plant.  Decisions  in  these  cases  were  rendered 
by  the  Commissioners  on  October  6 and  December  5,  respecti\'ely. 

A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  Cases. 

The  derailment  of  th.e  A.  B.  C.  Street  Railway  car  on  June  20,  1924 
gave  rise  to  a number  of  claims  for  damages  which  were  settled  without 
litigation  except  in  the  case  of  minors  in  which  friendly  suits  were  entered 
in  the  Fourth  District  Court  for  the  protection  of  the  city  in  making  the 
settlements.  The  claims  paid  were  as  follows: — 

Grace  F.  Monnier  $200.00  Howard  Prew  $75.00 

Lavinia  F.  Briggs  43.50  Ethel  Blatchford  25.00 

Angelina  Barrett  250.00 
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William  Ballendrella  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

This  was  a suit  brought  by  a minor  through  his  father  and  next  friend 
against  the  city  for  injuries  received  through  a collision  with  one  of  the 
city’s  autos.  The  question  of  liability  was  not  clear.  An  amicable  settle- 
ment. however,  was  effected  by  the  insurance  company. 

Margaret  L.  Thomae  v.  Attleboro 

A claim  for  damages  resulting  from  a defect  in  Hodges  Street,  where 
repairs  were  being  made,  was  presented  to  the  city  by  Margaret  L.  Thomae 
who  sustained  a severe  injury  to  her  ankle  through  falling  into  an  unlighted 
trench.  This  claim  was  adjusted  without  suit  by  the  payment  of  three 
hundred  eight  dollars. 

Washington  Street  and  Newport  Avenue  Drain. 

An  arrangement  for  the  drainage  of  these  streets,  for  which  negotia- 
tions had  been  pending  for  some  years  past,  was  finally  effected  during  the 
year  by  which  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  laid  the  drain  to 
the  easterly  line  of  Newport  Avenue  at  the  property  of  Caleb  A.  Orr.  The 
city  built  the  drain  from  this  point,  purchasing  from  Mr.  Orr,  at  a cost 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  an  easement  through  his  land  to  discharge  the 
water  into  a brook  running  into  Seven  Mile  River. 

The  following  cases  against  the  city  have  been  entered  in  court  during 
the  year  and  are  still  pending. 

Margaret  M.  Jackson  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

This  is  a claim  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  by  the  plain- 
tiff by  reason  of  the  cap  of  a water  shut-off  projecting  above  the  grade  of 
the  sidewalk  on  Pleasant  Street.  The  city  claims  there  was  no  defect. 

Ellen  McVicar  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

Malcolm  McVicar  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

These  are  cases  brought  by  husband  and  wife  for  injuries  alleged  to 
have  been  received  by  the  wife  by  reason  of  a manhole  cover  projecting 
above  the  grade  of  Park  Street  during  the  time  the  wires  were  being  placed 
in  conduits.  The  city  claims  that  the  responsibility,  if  any,  rests  with 
the  company  that  was  building  the  conduits. 

The  following  cases  are  still  pending  in  the  Superior  Court. 

Ellen  Loew  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

William  Loew  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

Two  suits  brought  by  husband  and  wife  for  damages  arising  from  an 
alleged  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  Park  Street. 

Simon  Armstrong  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

Emile  Lauvier  v.  City  of  Attleboro. 

Two  suits  for  injuries  due  to  a collision  with  an  A.  I^.  C.  Street  Railway 
car  at  Briggs  Corner. 

City  of  Boston  v.  City  of  Attleboro 

This  is  a suit  for  the  board  of  Delia  Vallequette  at  a city  hospital  in 
Boston. 
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Legislation. 

The  only  legislation  secured  by  the  city  from  the  General  Court 
during  the  year  was  Chapter  286  of  the  Acts  of  1924.  This  is  an  act 
making  the  present  members  of  the  electrical  branch  of  the  tire  depart- 
ment eligible  for  pensions  under  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  firemen 
in  cities. 


Additional  Water  Supply 

The  petition  of  the  Mayor  with  an  accompanying  bill  was  filed  with 
the  Secretary  of  State,  in  December  asking  for  legislation  to  provide  for 
additional  water  supply  for  the  city  by  taking  water  from  Wading  River, 
in  the  town  of  Mansfield,  and  other  towns.  This  matter  will  come  before 
the  Legislature  early  next  3’ear. 

Addition  to  Capron  Park 


A deed  was  drawn  by  which  Solon  D.  Biishee  conveyed  to  the  City 
of  Attleboro  a strip  of  land  for  an  entrance  to  Capron  Park  from  Bushee 
Street,  and  also  a parcel  of  land  in  the  rear  of  his  house  including  a pine 
grove  which  he  donated  to  the  city  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Park. 

Water  Supply  for  Adamsdale. 

An  agreement  was  drawn  in  which  the  city  agreed  to  supply  water 
into  mains  of  the  town  of  North  Attleborough  at  the  town  line  at  Adams- 
dale in  exchange  for  water  to  be  delivered  into  the  city’s  mains  in  North 
Avenue. 


Interstate  Deficit. 

An  agreement  was  drawn  between  the  city  and  Zenas  W.  Bliss,  Rec- 
eiver of  the  Interstate  Consolidated  Street  Railway  Company,  in  which 
to  encourage  the  continued  operation  of  that  road,  the  city  agreed  to  con- 
tribute a certain  fixed  sum  toward  paying  the  deficit  in  the  cost  of  operat- 
tion,  if  any,  until  February  1,  1925. 

Thacher  Street  Bridge. 

An  investigation  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  railroad  bridge 
on  Thacher  Street  was  built,  revealed  that  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Railroad  Corporation  in  the  year  1885  petitioned  the  County  Commis- 
sioners for  a certificate  that  public  necessity  and  convenience  required 
the  separation  of  the  grades  at  this  place  and  the  Commissioners  so  found. 
No  petition  to  the  Superior  Court  to  appoint  commissioners  to  build  the 
bridge  and  to  determine  who  should  maintain  it,  was  made  as  required  by 
law.  The  railroad  company  built  the  brigde  and  until  quite  recently 
haxT  maintained  it,  but  now  refuse  to  do  so  longer.  An  effort  will  be  made 
to  force  this  obligation  upon  it. 

Opinions,  written  and  oral,  have  been  given  on  a variety  of  subjects.

During  this,  my  first  year,  my  efforts  were  directed  toward  a thorough 
and  complete  inspection  of  all  that  comes  within  the  Laws  of  this  Depart- 
ment. 

I found  the  merchants  and  so  forth  willing  to  cooperate  in  every  way, 
it  only  being  necessary  to  inform  them  of  the  law. 

It  was  necessary  to  correct  violations  of  the  coal  law  where  bags 
were  being  sold  with  but  18  lbs.  of  coal  where  the  law  requires  25  lbs. 
The  law  on  the  sale  of  Firewood  has  been  somewhat  misunderstood  and 
considerable  time  was  required  to  inform  interested  dealers  so  they  might 
proceed  along  lawful  lines.
